containing an entire and continued Relation of ſome 
part of the extraordinary Events that have happen'd in 
this great Monarchy ; and the Particulars it contains be- 
ing remarkable and entertaining, we hope our Readers 
Will not be diſpleaſed to meet with it here,

Sophi of Perſia, having had the Happineſs to make 
his Eſcape from 1/pakan in the hotteſt of the Siege, under 
a Guard of five hundred Men, he retired into: the Pro- 


vinces which preſerved their Fidelity to the King bis 


Father; but wherever he came, he found every thing 


in the moſt dreadful Confuſion. However, he raiſed 


what Forces he could, with whom he had Encounters 


with the Georgians, the Oſmanlous, and other Rebels, Sub-

With Diſadvantage, tho' he fought himſelf at the K 
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dinary as to engage the Attention of cu- 
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of his brave Soldiers, till at laſt he was reduced to the

So many Rebuffs, capable of cooling the Courage of 


any one but Prince Thamas, ſerved only, as it were, to 


whet his; and at a time when his Affairs ſeemed to be 


the moſt defperate, Heaven raiſed him up a Deliverer in 
the Perſon of Thamas Koulikan. This Chan was a Lord 


of about forty Vears of Age, bred up from his Infancy 


in the School of Arms, brave as a Hero, a Man of excel - 
lent Parts, frank and ſincere, always rewarding thoſe 


who behaved themſcl ves like Men, and puniſhing with 


Death thofe that fled like Cowards, when it was their 
Duty to reſiſt. He had always diſtinguiſhed himſelf by 
His Capacity, his Bravery, and Fidelity; whereby he 
had fo greatly in ſinuated himſelf into the good Graces of 
Prince Thamas, that that young King, entirely approving 
his Advice, reſolved to purſue it, and to confide alto- 
gether in him. From this Time, that is to ſay, in 
1728, that young Prince's Affairs began to take a better 
turn. The Royal Army which Thamas Koulikan had got 


together,” was not numerous, but it was well paid, and 


well diſciplined. © The principal Officers and moſt of the 


Subalterns, were Men of the greateſt Valour, perſonally 


known to, and choſen by Thamas Koulikan; and it was 


with fuch an Army, led on by ſuch a Genius, that Prince 
Thamas took the Field. He firſt marched againſt the Af. 


dalis, of whom he won three Battles in Perſon. He re- 
took Herat and Machat, and afterwards, in the Courſe of 
that Vear, reduced all the Rebels of Coraſſan and there- 
_ abouts. In theſe Expeditions, which were made in the 
Vear 1728, all that were found in Arms were put to the 
Sword; but thoſe who laid them down, and begged for 


the young King's Mercy, were ſpared, upon Condition 


that they ſhould ſerve in his Troops, and that their 
Chiefs ſhould fend their Families as Hoſtages to guaranty 
their Fidelity. The Peace being thus ſettled on that 
Side, it was reſolved not. to go upon any other Enter- 


Prize that Campaign, but to put the Troops into Win⸗ 
ter-Quarters upon the Frontiers, that they might be rea- 
dy to act early in the Spring againſt the Aghuans, whom 


It was determined utterly to deſtroy. | 
Ihe Agluans are thoſe famous Rebels, who marching 
from Candaliar, brought under the Yoke, and laid waſte 
the greateſt Part of the Kingdom of Perſia for almoſt 
eight Years: It was thoſe Rebels, who, conducted as it 
| were 
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were by the Hand of Fortune, took the City of I/pahan, 
dethroned Shak Huſſein, and cruelly maſſacred an almoſt 
infinite Number of Perſians. It was they, who after they 
had bent an Army of 120,000 Turks, obliged the Porte 
to make Peace with them, and to ſend them an Embaſſy 

_ equally ſandalous and ſolemn, to recognize their Chief 
Eſreſf in the Quality of King. And yet they were ve⸗ 
ry far from being the brave Fellows they were repreſented 
to be; their Valour did not riſe to the Standard of ordi- 
nary Men; and all their Policy went no farther than to 
murder without Mercy all the Per ſians, of what Rank 
ſoever, that gave them the leaſt Uneaſineſs : So that one 
would think their Succeſs was rather owing to Miracles, 
than the Effet of a regular and well concerted Beha- 
viour. : . 
The Rebels were ſo fluſh'd with ſuch a Series of Suc- 
ceſs, that they fancied themſelves the greateſt Men upon 
Earth. Eſreff would no more condeſcend to take the 
Field, but lived at his caſe at 1/pahan, where he acted as 
if Fortune had been unchangeable; and all his Cour- 
tiers, by his Example, lived at the ſame Rate, They 
had all intirely forgot their Original, and their vile 
Condition when they were Slaves and Camel-Drivers. 
The immenſe Riches, of which they had deſpoiled the 
Perſians, the Beauty of the Women and Virgins they had 
taken from them, the ſtately Houſes they dwelt in, and 
the Juxurious. Way of living they were got into ; all 
theſe, compared with their primitive Condition, were to 
them a Paradiſe of Delight in. this World, like that 
which Mahomet in his Alcoran has promis'd his Followers 
in the other. | 5 5 
Eſreff being informed. of Prince Thamas's Victories, 
and of the March of his Army, gathered all his Forces 
together, and took the Field to attack that Prince, flat- 
tering. himſelf the more confidently with Victory, in 
regard he had never known the Perſians ſtand before him. 
Prince Thamas, who for his Part languiſhed with Impa- 
tience to come to Blows with the Rebels, made the ne- 
ceſſary Diſpoſitions to give them a warm Reception. 
He advanced but ſlowly, however; affecting a Kind of 
Fear, on purpoſe to draw E/reff as forward as he could. 
At laſt the two Armies met at Damguan, a little Town 
upon the Frontiers of Chirvan. The Rebels began the 
Attack: The Battle was very bloody and obſtinate on 
both Sides; but at length the Rebels betook themſelves 
to their Heels; and abandoning their Cannon and Bag- - 
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re arrived the ſame Night. 
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gage, they fled with ſo much Precipitation, that in 
twenty four Hours they made ſeven ordinary Days 
Marches, and arrived at Tairon, where they halted a 
Day; after which, ſtill doubling their Marches, they 
purſued their Flight towards 1/pahan. The Day after 
their Arrival, E/ref order'd his Followers to retire with 


their Fawilies and Effects into the Caſtle ; which they 


did, after they had driven out the Perſians, plunder'd, 
ravaged, and burnt all that belonged to them; and as 
ſoon as they had thus ſecured their Families and Effects, 


they took the Field again, and went and pitched their 
Camp ten Leagues from 1/pahan, near a Village called 
Mac ha kor. | 


Mean time the Royal Army continued advancing by 
regular Marches.  Thamas Koulikan perceiving that Prince 
Thamas expoſed himſelf too much in Fight, he begged 


Him, in the Name of the whole Army, to ſtay at Tairon 
with a Corps de Reſerve of g or 10,000 Men; which he 


did. The Chan purſued his March without any Reſi- 
ſlance, and upon Sunday the 13th of November, 1729, a- 
bout Eight o'clock in the Morning, he arrived within 
Sight of the Rebel Army. He marched directly up to 
them, receiving the Fire of all their Small-Arms with- 
out returning a Shot, till he arrived near their Battery, 
where he made his firſt and only Fire, in a manner cloſe 
to them. This bold Stroke ſo frighten'd the Rebels, that 
they took to their Heels, and ran to I/pahan, where E/- 


The News of this ſecond Defeat ſtruck general Con- 


ſternation both in Natives and Foreigners, for fear they 
| thould be all maſſacred by thoſe Barbarians ; but the Al- 


mighty ſtruck ſuch a Terror into them, that they minded 


nothing but how to ſave themſelves, The Calm and Si- 
lence which ſince Eſreff's Arrival had ſucceeded to Noiſe 


and Tumult, aftoniſhed all Mankind; but their Surprize 


was much greater, when they were informed early the 
next Morning, that the Rebels had taken Flight. They 


were aſſured by ſeveral Slaves who eſcaped out of their 
Hands, that they made that Day a Retreat of fifteen 
Leagues; that when they came to Chzras, they cut all the 
£e-jiars in Pieces; and that E/ref had carried off with 
nim three hundred Camels loaded with Gold, Silver, and 
j-wels belonging to the Crown: That Chief of the Re- 
bels likewiſe carried with him all the Princeſs's of the 
Blood Royal, except Prince Thamas's Mother, whom be 
Eid not know, the having always performed the Office of 

a Servant 
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a Servant in the Seraglio as long as the Rebels ruled the 
| Roaſt, without being diſcovered by the other Women or, 
the Eunuchs ; which was a rare Inſtance of Fidelity, It 
is confidently affirmed, that the Princeſs was ſo tranſ- 
ported with Joy, when ſhe heard of the Tyrant's Flight, 
that ſhe was beſide herſelf for three Days, and did not 
recover her Senſes till ſhe ſaw and embraced her dear 
Son. SE on 5 TOI 1 
No ſooner were the Rebels gone away, but the People 
began to plunder their abandoned Houſes. This Plun- 
der grew inſenſibly general, and laſted three Days, till 
Tamas Koulikan arrived. A great Number of Aghuans 
and other Rebels, who were either unable or afraid to go 
off with their Companions, and skulked up and down. 
| where they could, ſoon met the Fate they endeavoured 
to avoid ; ſo that for ſeveral Days ſucceſſively the Streets 
of 1/pahan were as full of butcher'd Rebels, as they had 
formerly been of the Inhabitants of that miſerable City. 
Prince Thamas did not arrive at 1/pahan till the ninth 
of December, Thamas Koulikan went to meet that Prince 
at the Head of 20,000 Men; and as ſoon as he came in 
Sight of him, he ran towards his Maſter, to prevent his 
alighting from his Horſe; but the Prince graciouſly ſaid 
to him, Hold, hold; I have made a Vow to walk ſeven 
Paces to meet thee the firſt time I ſhould ſee thee after thou 
had ſt driven mine Enemies from Iſpahan. Whereupon the 
King diſmounted, and having walked a few Paces, he ſat 
down upon a Cuſhion, and drank Coffee with his Gene- 
. ral: After which they mounted again, and marched to 
Kt:  T/pahan, Their Entry was more warlike than magnifi- 
ö cent; but on the other hand, ſuch a tranſporting and ge- 
B neral Joy was hardly ever known upon the like Occaſion, 
The Sophi ſpent ſome Days in receiving the Homag of 
the different Orders of the Kingdom. He likewiſe re- 
ceived the Compliments of Foreigners of Diſtinction, 
and was ſo affable to, all Degrees of People, that he im- 
med iately gained all their Affection. Nevertheleſs, that 
Prince, in the very midſt of his Pleaſures, always be- 
tray'd a ſort of Uneaſineſs and Melancholy; and when 
 Thamas Koulikan told him it was now Time to forget his 
paſt Diſgraces, he anſwer'd him, That if it was poſfi- 
ble to forget the Injuries which his People had ſuffer'd, 
and the Diſgraces of his Family, he could not help re- 
membring that the Villains who butcher'd his Father, 
and murder'd his Brothers, were {till at Chiras, The Ge.

| rders 
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Orders for a ſpeedy March ; for which every Thing vas 5 


ready in four Days, and the Army took the Field toward 
the latter End of December. 

Thamas Koulikan made ſo much haſte, that in about 
twenty Days March, which coſt him 'ſome Men, and 


more Horſes, he came up with the Rebels, who were. 


advanced two Days March on this ſile Chiras, and de- 


' feated them, notwithſtanding the advantageous Poſt they 


had pitched upon; but that General not thinking it pro- 


per to purſue them, the Rebels had Time to rally at CA. 


ras, Here Ejreff held a great Council, wherein it was 
reſolved to make a laſt Effort, and to attack the Perſians, 
The Day that the Rebels marched out to put this En- 


terprize in Execution, F/reff and his principal Officers 


ſtopped at the City-Gates, where they made the Soldiers 
and Officers ſwear they would conquer or die; but they 
both ſwore to do more than they either could or would 
perform. They wanted both Strength to vanquiſh, and 


Courage to die. And thus were they beat at the very 
firſt Onſet ; and forgetting their Oath and their Engage- 


ment, they betook themſelves to their Heels. This 
Battle was the laſt and the moſt bloody. The Perſian Ge- 


neral ſuffered them to fly, and purſued them but ſlowly, 


' Efreff took that Occaſion to put a Trick upon him; for 
as ſoon as he got back to Chiras, he ſent two of his prin- 


cipal Officers to treat of an Accommodation, who imme. | 


diately offer'd to reſtore all the Treaſure belonging to the 


Crown, provided they might retire with their Families 


where they pleaſed, Thamas Koulikan anſwered them, 


That if they did not deliver up E/reff into his Hands, 


they ſhould every Man of them be put to the Sword. 
The Deputies, the Intent of whoſe Embaſſy was only,to 
amuſe him, promiſed to do whatever he required; Mat 
by that time they came back, every thing was ready for 


their Flight, and they were already got a great Way with 


their Families and Booty, when the General was inform'd 
of their Retreat. 

The Rebels continued their March 3 but as they kept 
no certain Rout, and all the Country was againſt them, 
the Peaſants were continually haraſſing them. There 


was not a narrow Paſs, but they were obliged to leave 


ſomething behind them. At firſt it conſiſted chiefly of 
their heavy Baggage; afterwards of their Perſian Wo- 
men and their Children, Every Night the Slaves turn'd 


aſide, and got away with ſome of their Camels z by which 


means Frinee Thamas's Aunt and Siſter, and ſome other 
Princeſſes, 
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Princeſſes, were brought back to the King's Camp. At 
laſt the poor Wretches, being hard preſſed on all Sides, 
began to disband themſelves, E/reff was left with 4 or 
' 500 of his moſt faithful Friends; his Deſign was to re- 
turn to India; but Huſſein Chan, Brother to Mahmout or 
Miriweys, Who commanded in Candalar, being informed 
of his Deſign, intercepted him, defeated him, took from 
him the Remainder of his Treaſure, and killed him. 
Thus periſhed that Uſurper, who, aſter unheard of 
Cruelties, villainouſly embrued his Hands in the Blood 
of Shah Huſſein, the laſt Sophi of Perſia, the beſt, the 
mildeſt, and the moſt pacific Prince that ever reigned. 
And thus were deſtroyed and diſperſed the moſt detetied 
and blood-thirſty Uſurpers that ever appeared upon the 
Face of the Earth. tre 5 


Since the laſt Advices from this Country inſerted in 
this Regiſter, (No LX.) the Informations coming from 
thence have univerſally agreed that Prince Thamas has 
been always attended with Victory and Good Fortune. 
Reports were indeed more than once ſet on foot by tha 
Turks of his having received. total Defeats ; but it ſoon 
appeared that they were only raiſed to fill their own 
People, whom a long Courſe of ill Succeſs had render'd 
unquiet and mutinous. The laſt Advices that came from 
this Part of the World. have brought the News of a 
Peace concluded between the Perſians and Turks; by 

which the Turks oblige themſelves to ſurrender to Perſia 
all the Countries which they ſeized during the Rebellion 
of Miriweys and Eſreff, the Province of Georgia excepted : | 
After which the two Powers are to join, and expel the 

Muſcovites from thoſe Parts of the Kingdom of Perſia 
which are in their Poſſeſſion, each Power being to re- 
tain the Conqueſts they ſeverally make. This will open 

a new Scene of Action in thofe Parts, and may give riſe 
to many extraordinary Fan, 5 
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| IN our laſt Regiſter we took notice that the Emperor 
had at length agreed to the introducing Don Carlos, 
ſecond Son of the King of Spain, into the Territories of

As it has pleaſed the Divine Providence ſo to bleſs his 
Imperial Majeſty's juſt Views, that by the Treaty con- 
cluded the 16th of March laſt with the King of Great 
Britain, and by what has been ſince done in Conſequence 
of that Treaty, ſufficient Proviſion is made againſt the 
Dangers which ſeemed to threaten, and a ſolid Founda- 
tion is thereby laid, capable of preventing any Thing 
that might hereafter diſturb the Peace and Tranquillity 


of Europe, and deſtroy the Balance thereof; hence it is 


reaſonable, that on the other Hand the'Empire ſhould 
concur, by a general Reſolution, to perfect that Work, 
for whith ſo ſolid a Foundation is lac.

ſition ; the Electors of Bavaria, Saxotly, and Palatine pro- 
feſſing themſelves entirely unſatisfy'd ich it. The two 


former, on account of the Marrisges of their Sons with 
Archdutcheſſes de ſcended from other Emperors, thinking 
their own Families entitled to a Share of thoſe Domi - 
-nions, from which by this Pragmatick Sanction they will 
be forever excluded. The Court of France alſo, being very 


much diſpleaſed at the late Treaty of Vienna, which was 


concluded ichout their Participation, have alſo put 
all the Obſtructions they were able in the Way of it. 


| Nevertheleſs, it being order'd by the Treaty of Ve phalia,

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Reflection of an pale German Patriot upon the 
Emperor's Demand of the Guaranty of the Pragmatick 
Sanction. 71 Meh 


HE Eftabliſhing of a Right of Primogeniture and 
Succeſſion without Partition, in Favour of the eld- 


eſt of the Arch-ducheſſes Daughters of the Emperor, 


and the Demand made for the Empire to guaranty the 
ſame contra quoſcunque, is one of thoſe Tranſafions orf 
the preſent Age, which are of the greateſt Importance 


for the Tranquillity of the Empire at preſent, and for 


its Quiet in Time to come. In a Country which has 
produced ſo many famous Lawyers, and in which the 
Civil Law is one of the principal Studies of thoſe who 
have a Mind to qualify themſelves for Buſinefs, it is 
natural that ſuch a State of Aﬀairs ſhould give Occaſion 


to the moſt ſerious Reflections, and to the moſt exact 


Enquiries into the ancient Cuſtoms, which may influ- 
ence the Germanick Body in the Part they ought to take, 


with relation to an Affair which may be the Era of their 


Happineſs or Miſery. In an Affair of ſo great Conſe- 
quence, we cannot, without being guilty of a Neglect 
of Duty towards our native Country, leave buried in 


our Cloſet, the Reflections we may have made, when 


the Publication of them may be of Uſe in clearing up 
Peoples Doubts, and putting the Members of the illu- 


ſtrious Germanick Body in a Condition of judging for 


themſelves upon clear and certain Principles of the Ex- 
tont, and of the Conſequences of the Demand which is 
made upon them. _ i 

That Rule of Succeſſion which the Emperor wants to 
have ſtrengthened by the Guaranty of the whole Em- 
pire, cannot but be liable to too many Objections; and 


it were to be wiſhed that that Prince, in place of now 


preſenting his Pragmatick Sanction as a Law made proprio 
motu, to which the Empire has nothing to do but to ſub- 


ſcribe, had conſidered that the Empire, by all the Laws 
and Conſtitutions thereof, ought-to have been conſult- 


ed before any Regulation was made, in an Aﬀair which 
concerns ſome of the Principalities or Fiefs of the firſt 
Claſs; in which no Alteration can be made, according 
to the Opinion ef the beſt Lawyers, without the Conſent 
of all Parties concerned, either directly or indirectly. 
This Conduct would have been agreeable to the Laws and 
Cuſtoms of Germany, and even ſeemed to have been the _

eſtabliſh ſome Principles, which we ſhall ſueceſſively de-

Firſt, then, We ſhall ſhew, that the Rule of Succeſſion 
eſtabliſhed by the Emperor, is quite new, and contrary 


to the Cuſtoms of the Empire. 


Secondly, We "ſhall make it appear, that this Sort of 


 Intail by a General Law, is contrary to Nature, and to 


ting and forcing a Regulation of ſo great Conſequence,

the Conſtitution of moſt of thoſe States of which the 
Auſtrian Dominions are compoſe. 
Thirdly, From theſe two Principles we ſhall point out 


the Conſequences of that Engagement, which is de- 


manded of the Empire contra quoſcunque; and from 
thence will naturally ariſe the Queſtion, Whether or no 
it be convenient for the Germanick Body, to engage in 


that Guaranty which the Emperor demands? Let us 


begin then with the Proofs of theſe Poſitions. | 
Tho” the ancient Authorities which we are to bring, 


ſhould not prove the firſt Principle we have laid down, 


vet the Conduct of the Court of Vienna is enough to 
make one ſuſpect, that they are afraid of the Force and 
Weight of that Argument. The Age ef the Emperor, 
which by the Courſe of Nature, promiſes him as yet 
a long Reign, was naturally a Motive for not precipita- 


In caſe there had been nothing in it contrary to Law, 
and contrary to Cuſtam. Yet that Prince has begun by 
making a Law himſelf for that Regulation. He has neg- 
Jefted nothing, but has turned his whole Thoughts 
towards getting the ſame approved of by all the Powers 
of Europe. The Suſpicion he had that it would mect 
with Oppoſition from the Empire, is probably what de- 
termined him not to open the Affair firſt to the Germas 
nick Body, tho' the Party principally intereſted therein, 
_ wiſely foreſceing that ſuch an Oppoſition being once 


_ viſcovered, would make the Foreign Powers more dif- 
cult to be dealt with. That Prince had it likewiſe in 


View, to make uſe of this as the principal Argument 
for determining the Empire, that the moſt Part of Europe 


nad before conſented, There is nothing but this Piece 
ef Prudence which can juſtify the Court of Vienna, tor 


haying 


In order to explain this Matter, it will be neceſſary to 
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having delay'd *till now the conſulting of the Empire; 
if the Declaration of a Law already made, and propoſed 
as a legal Act of the Imperial Prerogative, can be called 
a Conſultation. Tis true, this is not the firſt Example 
of the little Regard that has been ſthewn to a Body which 
ought to be reſpeded; if we take Notice of this only, 
it is becauſe this is of ſuch Importance and Conſidera- 


tion, that it baniſhes the reſt from our Thoughts, and 


makes them become almoſt inſenſible; and becauſe 
there are authentick Records of them preſerved in the 


Liſt of Grievances, of which there are now in a Manner 


as many, as there are Articles in the Treaty of Weſt- 
phalia, and in the Capitulation of the preſent Em- 


Peror.. ; 


Germany of old knew but little of the Cuſtom of In- 


_ diviſibility with reſpe& to the great Fiefs : The Poſſeſ- 


ſors always divided them among their Children, either 
by a Deed of Partition made in their Life : time, or by 
their Laſt Will and Teftament; This is atteſted by En- 


 gelbrechtus, Andrew Knichen, Paul Langius, Conringius, 


and many others. Hiſtory furniſhes us with a whole 
Series of Examples, and the preſent State of Germany puts 


the Matter beyond Diſpute; for in Place of the four 


great Dutchies of which the whole was formerly compo- 
ſed, we ſee it divided into an Infinity of little States; 
moſt Part of which owe their preſent Being to the famous 


Treaty of Weſtphalia. 


Even when the Emperor Charles IV. gave, or at leaſt 
prepared a new Relief for the Germanick Body, he eſta- 
bliſhed Primogeniture and Indiviſibility only in the E- 
lectorates; he left untouched the Order of Succeſlion, 
ſuch as it had been from the remoteſt Antiquity, in all 


the other Principalities and Eſtates. 


Vet that Regulation of Charles IV. did not hinder, 
but that the Palatinate, Saxony, Brandenburg and Bavaria, 


| have fince undergone a Partition: In Effect, our An- 


ceſtors could not eaſily accuſtom themſelves to a Privi- 
lege, which they judged to be incompatible with that 
equal Tenderneſs, which Parents ought to. have ior all 
their Children; and what Didacus Savedra and Foſtnerus 
have ſaid of the Uſefulneſs of Indiviſibility, has not 
been much approv'd of. ; 

It is no new Thing, it is true, for the Princes of the 
the Houſe: of Auſtria, to pretend to Privileges and Pre- 


rogatives, which are not enjoyed by any other; but by 


| endea vouring to ſortify their Pretenſions againſt all At- 


tacks, 


/ 
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tacks, they have furniſhed Weapons againſt themſelves, 
How many are there of thoſe innumerable Privileges 
inſiſted upon by the Houſe of Auſtria, which owe their 
Origin to the fruitful Partiality of their Lawyers, and 


"Have gained what Credit they have only from the 
' Weakneſs or Ignorance of their Opponents ? Of this 
Sort, for Example, is that Conſtitution pretended to 
' have been made by Frederick I. at Ratisbon, in the Year 


1156, by which the Auſtrians have thought they could 


prove the Right of Indiviſibility, and the Right of Pri- 


mogeniture even among the Daughters of their Houſe, 


Of this pretended Conſtitution theſe are the Words: 


Inter Duces Auſtria qui Senior fuerit Dominium habeat 
difta Terre, ad cujus etiam Seniorem filium Jure Haredi- 


krario deducatur, Rc. | 


Nec Ducatus Auſtriæ ullo unquam Tempore diviſionis ali-

But this Piece has been taken Notice of but by a few 
Authors, and even they have given us but a ſhort Ex- 
tract thereof: On the other hand, there are a thouſand 


Facts and Circumſtances in the Hiſtory of thoſe Times, 
which furniſh us with almoſt certain Demonſtrations 
againſt the Truth of this AQ, and make us judge that 


the ſame was invented long after, when the Views of 
the Houſe of Auſtria, by being more enlarged, came to 
| Nand in need of the Aſſiſtance of ſome Authorities mask d 
under the Reſemblance of Truth. Theſe FaRts and Cir- 
cumſtances muſt be reſeryed for a Treatiſe much larger 


than the preſent Defign, | 


But even, ſuppoſing, for the preſent, that Piece to 


be genuine, what Inference can from thence be drawn 


in Favour of the Pragmatick Sanftion ? Let us take this 
Act of 1156 in its moſt extenſive Senſe, it can relate 
only to what is properly called Auſtria, and not to any 


even of thoſe neighbouring States which have ſince been 


united thereto, That AQ cannot be ſuppoſed to affect 
thoſe-Re-unions, which indeed might happen, but which 


could not then be imagined or foreſeen. What we have 


now ſaid is further confirmed by what has happened 
even in our Days, with reſpe& to the Order of Succeſ- 


ſion in the Houſe of Auſtria, That Act of 1156, was 


really no ways conſidered upon the Extinction of the 
Male Heirs of the Family of Babenberg, becauſe Rudolpl, 
Earl of Hapsbourgh, ſucceeded preferable to the ſurvt 
a | ving 
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15 
ving Daughters of that Houſe; and from that Time 
to the Time of Frederick III. it is certain, that the 
Right of Primogeniture has never once taken Place. 

The Emperor Maximilian I. and King Ferdinand the 
Cat hol ick, deſigned to make a Partition of their Eftates 
between the two Brothers, Charles and Ferdinand. 
Charles V. yielded to his Brother all his Auſtrian Eſtates 
in Germany, and it was but by Piece-meal that the 
Crowns of Hungary and Bohemia were united upon his 
Head. 1 3, | | 

A Partition was made among the three Daughters of 
Ferdinand F. When Maximilian H. married his Daughter 
to Philip II. King of Spain, ſhe made a Renunciation in 
Favour of his three Brothers, Rudolph, Matthias, and 
Albert, without any Mention of a Right of Primogeni- 
ture as to them. _ | 5 | 

The Family Compact made between Philip III. King 
of Spain, and Ferdinand Arch-Duke of Stiria; in ſhort, 
the Partition fince made between Ferdinand and his 
Brother Leopold, are ſo many recent Proofs, that the 
Eſtates of the Houſe of Auſtria have not enjoyed the 
Benefit or Right of Indiviſibility z and that as to this 
Matter, the moſt partial Authors in Favour of that 
Houſe, have no Pretence for oppoſing the firſt Poſition 
laid down in this Diſſertation. Let us add yet one other 
Argument to which no Reply can be made. | 
If theſe pretended Privileges had been well founded, 
what Neceſſity would there have been for thoſe Renun- 
clations, which among others were made by the Arch- 
dutcheſſes Daughters of the Em peror Joſeph ? A Renun- 
ciation always ſuppoſes a Title according to Law: 
Renunciatio habet tacitam Juris ſuccedendi agnitionem. Sv 
much Precaution would have been ſuperfluous. And the 


Ceremony with which the Renunciations of the fore- 
ſaid two Archducheſſes were made, is it not, upon the 


other Hand, a tacit Acknowledgment that they were ta- 


king a Sjep contrary to the Order of Succeſſion eſta- 
bliſhed in the Houſe of Auſtria, viz. the Right of 


Partition? f | 
But ſappoſe this Poſition could be attack'd by any 


fubtile Diſtinction, can the Teſtimony of the Treaties 


of Raſtadt and Bavaria be withſtood ? By theſe Treaties 
the Netherlands are yielded to the Emperor, to Be 
Paſſeſſed according to the Order of Succeſſion eſtabliſhed in 
the Houſe of Auſtria, and the States of Nap'es and Milan 
#0 be poſſeſſed as in the Time of Charles II. of == 
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Does not this Diſtintion and Diverſity make a full 
Proof, that at that Time there was no Order of Succeſſion 
eſtabliſhed in the Houſe of Auſtria that was uniform 
and common among all the Parts of their Dominions ? 
Does not the Emperor. himſelf ſeem to have acknow- 
ledged it, by accepting of a Ceſſion made to him upon 
ſuch different Terms, and which were diametrically 


_ oppoſite to the Settlement he had made with regard to 
| His own Houſe. But theſe very Treaties ſhall be exa- 
| mined more at length in the following Part of this 
Treatiſe, our Defign here was only to give a new De- 


monſtration of what we have advanced, from a publick 
AR of our own Days, FRIES $45 | 
The Advocates for the Houſe of Auſtria will without 


doubt ask, if the Novelty of this Settlement be any 
| Reaſon for rejecting or condemning it, and will com- 


Plain, that we ſeem to intend as if we would diveſt the 


Serene Houſe: of Auſtria of the Power of ſettling that 


Right of Primogeniture in their Family, which is al- 
ready eſtabliſhed in all the illuſtrious Families of Cer- 


many, This Complaint is certainly ill founded, becauſe 


we have no ſuch Intention. We know that the Princes 
of the Empire have, with the Conſent of the Empe- 

dor and Empire, ſuch a Power; we will 
* Tiragnellus, even embrace the Opinion of thoſe Law- 
Beſtius, Mi- yers who ſay that Women are capable 
lerus. of exerciſing a territorial Power; and 

cCcConſemquently we agree, that upon. this 
Foundation the Right of Primogeniture may be eſtabliſh- 


ed in Favour of Females; but let us acknowledge at 


Jeaſt there is no Example in the Empire of any ſuch 
Right of Primogeniture; and from this Acknowledg- 
ment, which no Man can refuſe, let us proceed to make 
a ſecond Remark; which is, that this Settlement, the 
more it is new, and even contrary to the Opinion of the 
great Lawyers, who look upon Diviſbility as neceſſary 
and convenient, when Eftates are far diſtant from one ano- 
#her, the more maturely it ought to be conſidered, - and 
the ſeveral real and perſonal Intereſts examined by the 


Kules of Equity; we ought to judge of it with the more 


Rigour; and this we may do without injuring the Im perial 
Dignity, which ought always to be the Buckler of Juſtice. 

It is then upon this Baſis, and without any Deſign of 
attacking'the Imperial Dignity, or of confining it with- 


zin too narrow Bounds, that we ſhall proceed to examine 


the ſecond Poſition, 
1] | That 
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That ſuch a Regulation as what we are now treating 
of may be valid, it is neceſſary, 1ſt, That it be not 
contrary to any Law. 2dly, That it be made with 
the Conſent of all the Parties any Way intereſted therein. 
2dly, That the Subjects and Provincial Communities 
confirm it by an Oath. 4thly, Laſtly, That the Empe- 
ror confirm it by affixing his Seal thereunto. ks 
It is not to be doubted but that the Laws, Rights, and 
Privileges of the States belonging to the Houſe of Au- 
Aria are contrary to the Settlement made by the Prag- 
matick Sanction, and conſequently that Settlement is 


faulty even in the very firſt Point; which ſhakes it 


even to the Foundation. Let us take a View of the dif- 
ferent States poſſeſſed by the Houſe of Aufiria. | 
As to Auftria, we ſhall not talk of 

the Territory of Auſtria, properly ſo Auſtria. 
called, or at leaft we ſhall agree, that ſince | 

the Emperor may look upon it as the Inheritance of 
his Anceſtors, he may, as abfolute Maſter, diſpoſe thereof, 
according to his own Liking; but for thoſe Reaſons we 
have before advanced upon our mentioning the Act of 


1156, the ſame Judgment cannot be formed with Re- 


gard to Carinthia, Tirol, and that Part of S wabia which 
came not to the Poſſeſſor of Auſtria, but upon different 
Conditions, and by Virtue of different Titles, as may 
be eaſily proved from the Hiſtory of each of thoſe 
Eſtates. . | | 

With Regard to Bohemia, the Enquiry Bohemia. 
cannot certainly be favourable to the 3 
Views of the Emperor. For conſidering it only as an 


Electorate, it can never be ſubjected to the Law of Primo- 


geniture as to Heirs Female, but only as to Male Heirs, as 
all the other Electorates are by Virtue of the Golden Bull; 
conſequently in caſe of the Emperor's Death without 
Male Heirs, it will become a vacant Fief of the Empire, 
and cannet be diſpoſed of but with the Conſent and 
Approbation of all the Members of the Germanic Body. 
If we conſider it as a Kingdom, we ſhall find, that it is 
a State which has in all Ages had a Right to chooſe its 
own Maſter, which Right has been often acknowledged 
by the Emperors, and among others, there is one very 
authentick Acknowledgment thereof in the Golden Bull, 
Chap. 7. Sef. 8. notwithſtanding that the Authors wo 
are Partiſans of the Houſe of Auſtria have endeavoured 
to give a quite different, but a conſtrained Turn to this 
Chapter ; and that Kingdom has often exerciſed this 
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Right, contrary to the Inclinations and Intentions of 
the Princes of the Houſe of Auſtria, who in former 
Ages, as may be obſerved, addreſſed themſelves to the 
Aſſembly of the States of Bohemia only by Petitions and 
Recommendations. 
It is true, that the Houſe of Auſtria ever ſince the 
Revolution, compleated by the unlucky Affair of Prague, 
| have pretended that the People of Bohemia have forfeited 
all their Privileges: But can it in good Earneſt be 
ſuppoſed, that an Event purely accidental, which fell 
out at a Time when the whole Empire was in Combu- 
ſtion, and was even occaſioned, as we may very well 
ſay, by the Conduct of thoſe put in Authority by the 
Princes of the Houſe of Auftria, can be capable of abo- 
liſhing and deſiroying Rights ſo ancient as thoſe of the 
Kingdom of Bohemia, and which have been confirmed by 
_ a conſtant and unvaried Cuſtom ? Can one ſuppoſe, with 
any Shew of Juſtice, that from thence Bohemia is be- 
come legally an Inheritance of the Houſe of Auftria, 
and that upon the Failure of Heirs Male of that Family, 
the States of Bohemia ought not Jure Paſtliminii to enter 
upon the Enjoy ment of the Privilege they have of raiſing 
to the Throne which-ever of the Auſtrian Princeſſes they 
ſhall think fit? Nothing is more unjuſt than to think of 
determining their Choice, and nothing will be more con- 
trary to Reaſon than to look upon as ſuſkcient a Conſent 
which has been or may be wreſted from the States of 
Bohemia by the Authority of the Emperor. EE: 
For in Effect, who can believe that thoſe States dare 
ſhew the leaſt Oppoſition to whatever the Emperor re- 
quires of them? And yet can we ſay that they have by 
any voluntary Act whatever ſubmitted to the Condition 
of being an Inheritance of the Auſtrian Family? This is 
nevertheleſs the only Thing that can make us ſuppoſe 
that the Fief has changed its Nature, and even this 
would not be a ſufficient and full Proof. We muſt 
therefore conclude, that nothing is more contrary than 
the Pragmatick Sanction is to the real Nature and funda- 
mental Conſtitution of the Kingdom of Bohemia. 
As to Milan, within that Dutchy we 
Milan, have always ſeen the General Lineal Suc- 
Po, ceſſion obſerved, and though the Auſtri- 
ans maintain, that the Ceſſation of the Rights of Mary 
Thereſe, as to which the 3oth Article of the Treaty of 
Baden may be looked upon as a Renunciation, has 
made the Rights of Mary the Grandmother of Charles VI. 
| | revive, 
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revive, which would bea great Queſtion' in Law]; yet 


it is no leſs true, that the Dutchy of Milan is a great 
Fief of the Empire, and that it is comprehended in the 
Engagement which the Emperor has entred into by his 
Capitulation, Article 11. By which he engages To re- 


unite all fuch Fiefs to the Body of the Empire for the Sups 


port of the Imperial Dignity, &c. But can it be ſup- 
poſed, that the Renunciation made by France can pre- 


judice the Rights of the Empire, or that the Empire 
be its general Ratification of that Treaty deſigned to 
give up any Right, or that ſuch a Ratification without 
a formal Clauſe for that Purpoſe can extinguiſh an ex- 


preſs Engagement contained in the Imperial Capitula- 


tion? Beſides, it muſt be acknowledged that we are moſt 


ſtrangely and-monſtrouſty in the Dark with reſpe@ to 
the true State of the Fief of Milan. We are ignorant 
whether the Emperor has taken the Inveſtiture to him- 
ſelf, or given it to his Daughter: If we ſuppoſe the 


Jaſt Caſe, it would be another great Abſurdity, becauſe 


there is no one Example in the Empire of ſuch a Fief's 
having been given or promiſed to one under Age; it 


_ would be even contrary: to the Cuſtoms of the Dutchy 


of Milan, which do not admit that a Stranger ſhould 


become the Sovereign of that Dutchy, ſo that in ſuch 


a Caſe they would have a Right to demand of the Em- 


peror, whom he propoſed to take for his Son-in-law, 
to the End that they might be in a Condition of form- 


ing a Judgment: Num Maritus fit feudi capax ? How 
many Lawyers are there' who lay it down as a Maxim, 
and prove it by a great many Examples, that a' Princeſs 


neither can nor ought to determine herſelf- in the 
Choice of her Husband without conſulting the Aſſem- 


bly of the States of her Country ? Such as Betfius, 


Milerus, Arniſeus, Befoldus, Oc. So that with Regard 


to the Dutchy of Milan, 'the*Pragmatick Sanftion is an 
Act of Violence, the Irregularity of which is no ways 
amended by the Steps taken for having the Conſent of 


the Empire, becauſe the Law having been firſt made 


Proprio Motu, there could be no other Deſign in it, but 
to torce and compel the Germanick Body, and even their 
acquieſcing would correct but imperfectly this funda- 
mental Defett in the Pragmatick Sanction. Regularly 
then, and according to the Caroline Capitulation, the 


Putchy of Milan ought to go to him, who, after the 


Emperor's Death, without Heirs Male, ſhall be crown- 
ed Emperor of Germany. Would the Emperor by this 
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Settlement inſinuate, that the Husband of his Daugh- 
ter ſhould have a Right to that Crown ? No, one cannot 
believe, that that Prince would ſhew to the Empire, 
beforehand, the Chains which he was preparing for 
them. We muſt here take Notice of a Story related by 
Coldaſtus. It is the Anſwer. which Maximilian made to 
Louis XII. who was endeavouring to make good the 
Right he had to the Milaneſe, via. Louis cannot, ac- 
cording te the Laws and Cuſtoms of the Empire, be the 

Heir to the Milaneſe, or” a * of the air never

There will fo, be more than one Ob- 
Naples and. jeftion to be made with Regard to the 
Sicily, two Sicilies. There is no doubt but that 
the Emperor has failed in his Duty to- 

wards the Pope in ſome. eſſential Points, and in a Man- 
ner, which {trial y ſpeaking, would annul the Imperial 


Settlement, ſince it muſt be diſobliging to the Court 


of Rome, which has a Right to inſiſt upon being ad- 
viſed with before any Diſpoſition ſnould be made of a 
Ficf holden of the Holy See. So that tho“ the Germanick 
Body may not directly have any Complaint to make, 
vet ſurely a falſe Step, which may ſome Day or ano- 
ther be ſo juſlly reſented. by the Holy See, is a ſtrong 
Reaſon for them not to charge themſelves with a Cua- 
ranty contra guoſcurque. And this Reſentment would 
- have broke out before now, if the Imperial 
ower in Italy, as well as in other Places, did not flop 
the Mouth of every one that has Reaſon to open againit 
thoſe Impoſitions, to which anly. that Power owes its 
Support, and not to the Juſtice of its Pretenſions. 


It would be eaſy to make it 2s clear as 


Hungary, sun-ſnine, that the Hungarians have al- 
ways had a Right of EleQing their Kings, 
and that there has been no Artifice left unemployed, 
hk Time to Time, for effacing the leaſt Mark of this 
rivilege, But theſe Effarts have all been in vain 5 
Hiltory is full of Facts which prevent our forgetting a 
Truth that has always dern een to the Houſe 
of Auſtria. 


The Regulation that was made by King Andrew in 


the Year. 1222, is one of the moſt authentick Docu- 
ments of the Privileges of the States of Hungary, He 
_ hereby declared, That the States ſhould for: ever have 
the Privilege of a free Elettion ; he added thereto only 
pne Clauſe which is of neee enough to be 25 
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ſerted here, Quod fi 77 nos vel aliquis Succeſſorum No- 
ſtrorum aliquo unquam lm pore huic diſpoſitioni nafiræ con- 
tra ire voluerit, liberam habeant harum Autoritate, ſine 
nota alicujus Infidelitatis, tam Epiſcopi quam alii\ Johagi- 
ones ac Nobiles univerſi & finguli praſentes Q futuri poſte- 
rique, refiſtendi Q contradicendi Nobis Q Noftris ſucceſſo- 
ribus, in perpetuum Facultatem. As this Declaration is 
the moſt ſolid Support of the Hungarian Privileges, the 
Auſtrians in Support of, or at leaſt to give Colour to 
their Pretenſions.. adduce the Decree of the States of 


Presburg in the Year 1687. The tumultuous and ille- 


gal Manner in which that Decree was obtained, may 


furniſh ſufficient Reaſons for defeating the Validity 
thereof; But without undertaking ſo tedious an En- 


quiry, it is ſufficient to make it appear that the Au- 
firians are ill founded, when they pretend, that the 
Decree of 1687, entirely deſtroys what is eſtabliſhed 


by that of 1222, relating to a free Election. In Effect, 


the Decree of 1687 does not really deſtroy any Thing, 
but the Clauſe, Qued fi vero nos, becauſe it appeared 
contrary to the Dignity of a Sovereign, and was liable 
to many Inconveniencies. In the third Article of this 


laſt Decree, the Emperor Leopold promiſes in his own 


Name, and in the Name of the King of Spain, and 
all the Heirs Male of the Houſe of Auſtria, That the 


Order of Succeſſion in the Terms of Art. 31. of the De- 


cree of 1222 fhall be obſerved in Caſe of Failure of 
Heirs Male. RR est c. 5 

The Emperor Jop himſelf, when he took the Oaths 
as King of Hungary, promiſed in the moſt formal Man- 
ner, to obſerve the ſaid Decree of King Andrew, ex- 
ce pt only that Clauſe in the 31ſt Article, which begins 
with the Words, Quod fi vero nos, and ends with thoſe 


Words, in per petuum facultatem. 8 
Ils not that Part of the Emperor Joſeph's Oath a 
Conſequence of Leopo!d's Declaration before mentioned?

This Truth is clearly demonſtrated by the Declara- 
tion which the Aſſembly of the States at Fresburg made 
in 1687.

What can be more clear than this Regulation, which 
provides for every Cafe that could be foreſeen by hu- 
man Prudence. Could they imagine that any of the 
Succeſſors would undertake to make a contrary Regu- 
lation? If that had been poſſible, would the Aſſembly 
of the States of Pressburg of 1687, ever have conſented 
to the Suppreſſion of the Clauſe Quod fi vero nos? They 
depended upon the Faith of the Houſe of Auſtria, from 
whom they at that Time received ſo many reiterated 
Aſſurances of Sincerity. * 

It cannot be ſaid that theſe People have forfeited all 
their Privileges by the Revolts and Civil Broils which 
have been in Hungary. Let us ſuppoſe for once, that 
theſe Malcontents were in the Fault. Is there any 
Rule in the Law of Nations, or any Opinion of Lawyers, 
which can give any Foundation for maintaining that a 

whole Nation cught to be puniſhed for the Crime of 
a Few? This would be too monſtrous a ſort of Law. 
Beſides, did not the Emperor Leo pod himſelf, in the 
Year 1667, grant a full Pardon to Tekeli, and all his 
Party? Did not the Emperor now upon the Throne, 
after the Troubles which happened in Hungary, even 
in this Age, grant a general Amneſty to the Malcontents 
_ of that Country, dated May 27, 1711 3 and did he not, 
| at the ſame Time, confirm the Privileges of that Na- 
—_ tion on the following Terms: Lug ' 
ö | Regni Hungaria © Tranſylvaniæ juribus, Libertatibus 
6 Inmmuiitatibus inviolatè & ſandte confirmatis, 1 
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/ It was only in Conſideration of this Covenant Sine 
qua non, that the Malcontents took-the Oath of Fidelity, 
the Terms of which it is proper to relate, 
 Poſtquam Sacratiſſima ſua Majeſtas Regni Hungarie G 
Tranſylvania Jura, Leges © Libertates, tam in Politicis 
quam in Ecclefiaſticis, per ſe, ſuoſque Succeſſores Sancta 
conſervanda promiſerit, Ego juro per Deum vivum. 


In this Caſe there does not remain ſo much as that 


unjuſt Pretext which wicked Counſellors may have 
ſometimes ſuggeſted to their Maſters, That no Prince 
can be bound by the Engagements of his Predeceſſor. 
It is the Emperor now reigning that bound himfelf, 
or that has taken upon him all the Engagements of his 
Predeceſſors. Whatſoever perſonal Intereſt the Empe- 


ror may have for making ſo new a Settlement, can there 


be any Reaſon ior the States of Hungary to deprive them- 


ſelves of a Privilege ſo ancient and ſo authentick? 


And the Emperor, if he be rightly adviſed, can he 
expect that theſe ancient Privileges will not ſome 
Time or another be powerfully ſet up againſt the Exe- 
cution of a Pragmatick Sandion, which reduces that 


great Kingdom to the Form of a ſimple Auſtrian 


Province ? | 
This Subject is inexhauſtible, but we are reſolved to 


confine theſe our firſt Reflections within narrow Bounds. 
We muſt therefore here content ourſelves with ſhewing, 


by a ſhort Sketch, the true State of the Caſe. 
We ſhall not even enter into any of 


| the Particulars relating to the Nether- Netherlands, 


lands, but only take Notice how ſingu- 


lar it is to ſee the Order of Succeſſion, which was eſta- 
bliſhed by Charles V. which has been obſerved for ſo 


many Years, which the Emperor now reigning has 
himſelf acknowledged; and according to which, the Ne- 
therlands were yielded to him by the Treaties of Kaſtad? 
and Baden. It is fingular, we ſay, to ſee this Order of 


Succeſſion quite altered on a ſudden. For it cannot be 


ſuppoſed, that any of the Articles of theſe Treatics re- 


lating to the Reſignation of thoſe Countries, can imply 
a tacit Acknowledgment of the Pragmatick Sanction, be- 


cauſe it was made a few Months before the Concluſion 
of thoſe Treaties. The Pragmatick Sanction was a Pri- 


vate Family Compact, unknown at that Time, and of 


Which they did not ſo much as dare to ſpeak; and it 


cannot well be conceived how the Emperor could pre- 
| | | tend 
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tend, or hope to reconcile two Things fo n the 
one to the other. 


By this ſhort Account it may ſuſkciently appear, that 


this new Pragmatick Sanction is contrary to, and incon- 
fiſtent with the Laws, the Cuſtoms, the Uſages and the 
Privileges of almoſt every one of thoſe OT, which 


are in the Poſſeſſion of the Emperor. 


One of the neceſſary Conditions for rendring the 
Pagmatick Sanction of any Force is, the Conſent of all 
Parties that may have any Intereſt therein. We do not 
propoſe ſo much as to touch upon the Validity of thoſe 
Renunciations that are known, ſuch as thoſe of the 


_ Archdutcheſs's Daughters of the Emperor Foſe eph. We 
muſt have a Veneration for ſuch, in order not to over- 
turn the preſent Syſtematical State of Europe. 


But can any ſuch Renunciation be of any Force a- 
gainſt the Right of a third Party? Even the moſt exact 
Obſervance of them does not at all infure the Succeſs 
of the Emperor's Deſigns. 

It is not enough to have the Conſent of ſome of the 
Parties; the Conſent of all is neceſſary. The Conſent, 


even of the preſent Emperor's youngeſt Daughter, is 
neceſſary z3 but that Princeſs is under Age, and there 


are innumerable Examples, where the Aulick Council, 


under the Authority of the Emperors, have refuſed to 


confirm Settlements of Primogeniture, when there were 


Perſons concerned who were not of Age to give their 


Conſent ; there are even few or no Examples of any 
Settlements of Primogeniture that have taken Place 


while there were any Infants concerned; or at leaſt, in 
ſuch Caſe the Rule has been to name Guardians, who 


might engage for the Infants ; and promiſe, upon " Oath, 
an Act of Confirmation as ſoon as the Infants came of 
Age. Vet it does not appear, that in this preſent Caſe, 


they have obſerved any of thoſe Formalities. 


Any Renunciation that may have been made by the 
Queen of Portugal, who was married before the Prag- 
matick Sanftion was made, cannot be ſufficient for an- 
ſwering all that is neceſſary upon her Part to be done 
for confirming the Pragmatick Sarfion, fince no Renun- 


_ ciation can ever be interpreted to be a direct Conſent to 
what does not then exiſt. Then the Conſent of all the 


Children born of that Marriage is in this Caſe indiſpen- 
ſably neceſſary; and we may venture to ſay, that the 


Empire cannot, without a very great Risk, nor 0 
| Autho- 
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5 authorizing, in ſome Manner, a Preach of the Conſtitu- 
it tion, Guaranty the Pragmatick Sanction as long as there 


wants any neceſſary Step for making it legal, _ 
After the Conſent of all the principal Parties intereſted 


h is obtained, . it is neceſſary to have that of the Subjects 

| and Provincial Aſſembles of every Part of the Auftrian 

* Dominions, which is the third Condition we have laid 

r down as neceſſary and indiſpenſable. „„ 

t | Among others, the Example of Rudolph I. and Mar- 
fo thias, ſhews what we ſay to be true. The laſt, particu- 

10 larly, when he refigned Auſtria to his Uncle Ferdinand, 

Je would he have asked or ſought after the Conſent of the 


Provincial Aſſemblies of Auſtria, if there had been no 
real Obligation upon him to do ſo? 

And this is ſtill more neceſſary in a Country where 
there is an Aſſembly of States poſſeſſed of a Legiſlative 
Power, and of a Part of the Supreme Authority. Such 
are Bohemia and Hungary. | F-.; 

We muſt however acknowledge, that this is one of 
the Points of this Diſſertation in which the Auſtrians 
have the greateſt Appearance of Advantage, becauſe 
they will maintain that to be a free Conſent, which has 
nothing elſe but the outward Appearance of Liberty, 
being at the Bottom only the Effect of an abſolute Au- 
thority, which none of the Parties concerned durſt open- 
ly oppoſe. But even as to the Conſent, after what has 
been ſaid as to the Point of Law, can it be believed, 
that the Parties intereſted have neglected the only R.. 
medy which they can have, and are in Equity intitled 
to againſt Oppreſſion and Power? We mean that of Pro- 
teſting. We know that there have been a great many 
Proteſts made. in Hungary, and it can hardly be doubted 
but that the ſame Remedy has been made uſe of in 
other Places. Though there is not now any publick 
Proof thereof, yet it may in Time become manifeſt ; 
but then it may unluckily happen to be too late for 
thoſe who have had the Complaiſance and Weakneſs to 
huddle Things up in the Dark. py 

But is the Emperor in a Condition to produce before 
the Dyet a Conſent, let it be of what Kind it will, from 
every one of the different Parts. of his Dominions ? Can 
the Dyet diſpenſe: with the Requiring to ſee the Docu- 
ments of ſuch Conſents, or if in this any Thing be neg- 
lefted by the Dyet, will it not be a new Proof of the 
Influence of Authority, and at the fame Time a Defect. 
which may afterwards be w_ hold of by thoſe who 
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| are rigid Explainers of the Law, and inſiſt upon it 


that in ſuch Caſes every Thing ought rigorouſly to be 


_ obſerved? 


Laftly, it is neceſſary to have Letters of Confirmation 
from the Emperor and from the Empire. This is a 


Principle that ariſes from the conſtant Uſage of the Em- 


pire. Two of the moſt famous, are thoſe of the Houſes 


of Heſſe and Brunſwick. But here a Queſtion may be 
ſtarted, to wit; Whether the Emperor has any Occafion 


for ſuch a Confirmation, becauſe he himſelf, together 
with the Empire, is the Diſpenſer of all Favours to 
others ? We muſt here return to the Principle we have 
before eſtabliſhed, that in the preſent Caſe the Emperor 
ought to be looked on as a Member of the Empire, and 


depending upon the Determinations thereof, ſeparately 


and abſtractedly from the Quality he has as Chief of the 
Empire. Was not the Emperor Frederick III. obliged 


to ask of the Empire, a Confirmation of ſome Privileges 


in Favour of ſeveral Princes of his own Family? It 


may here even be asked, if the Emperor can be a Judge 


in his own Cauſe, and if his Vote in any Caſe of this 
Nature be of any Significancy 2 There has been a Time 
when one might have ventured to bring this Point into 


Doubt, and there are even Examples, where the Bo- 


kemian Vote has been excluded, when any Perſonal Affair 
of the Emperor's was in Queſtion. Now-a-days one 
can hardly expect to ſee any true and ſolid Principles 
prevail in ſuch an Affair; but before the Empire has 
decided and given their Act of Confirmation, we muſt 


lay before them a Queſtion in Law, which Ludolph, one 


of the moſt famous German Lawyers, propoſes to him- 
ſelf in his Treatiſe of Primogeniture, Of to Brothers, 
ſays he, who are poſſeſſed of different Eſtates, one dies 
without Children; his Eftate goes to the other; ought ſuch 
Eftates, after the Death of the laſt Brother, to go to the 
Eldeft of the Children, or ought they to be divided among 


them? | 


This Learned Lawyer decides, That if theſe united 
F ſtates have been before ſeparately poſſeſſed, and the Union 


ve not made with all the Forms neceſſary in the Rigour of 


Law for making them one Inheritance, they muſt of new be 
divided among all thoſe auh have an equal Right, and the 
Eldeſt cannot juſtly pretend to exclude the younger Children. 


So that an accidental Union ought not to alter the Nature 
of Fieſe, it would be doing an Injury to them, becauſe 


it would be putting them under a Sort of Reciprocal 
= . Sec vitude, 
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Servitude, which would affect the Independency of each 
of them. Grotius is of the ſame Opinion, in his Trea- 
tiſe of the Law of Nature and Nations, Book XII. Chap, 
Was: 

Let us now come to the Application. The Eſtates of 
Auſtria have been paſt Memory of Man, as we have 
made appear, ſubje& to a Partition, and even in our 
Days we have ſeen a Partition made of the moſt of thoſe 
Eſtates, which are now re-united in the . Perſon of 
Charles VI. This then is exactly the ſame with the 
State of the Caſe in the Deciſion which we bave now 
related; = . 5 N 5 
If there now remained any great Men, ſuch as Ly- 
dolph and Grotius, they would make no Doubt of deci- 
ding in Favour of the Right of Partition, as being more 
conform to the Purity of the Law, and more agreeable 
to the Maxims of Equity. In ſhort, it is not to be 
doubted, but that the Empire, of whom ſo dangerous 
an Engagement is required, is ignorant who is to be the 
Son-in-Law whom the Emperor is to chuſe for the 
eldeſt of the Archdutcheſſes his Daughters, and conſe- 
quently, whether that'Son-in-Law be capable of poſleſ- 
fing a Fief of the Empire: Num fit Fæudorum Capax, as 
we have before ſaid. This, then, is not an equal De- 
mand. To endeavour to abtain a Guaranty, when the 
Conſequences thereof depend ſo much upon the Choice 
of a Prince for whom a Determination is ſoliciting to 
the Prejudice of the Uſages, the Laws and Cuſtoms of 
Eermany, ſeems to be puſhing the Imperial Authority 
a little too far. 705 

The Emperor's Demand does, indeed, ſeem to require 
the moſt ſerious Attention. The Guaranty contra quoſcun- 
que is of a prodigious Extent. It is a Demand that the 
Empire ſhould determine againſt the Right of a third 
Party, a Thing contrary to that Rule of Law which 
even the Emperor has taken ſo much Care to obſerve, 
that in all the Decrees made by him, by virtue of his 
own Authority ſingly, or by virtue of his Authority 
joined with that of the Empire, there is a formal Pro- 
viſion always made by a ſaving Clauſe in favour of the 
Right of all third Parties: A Clauſe, however, which 
the Emperor does not now incline to admit of in the 
Reſolution of the Empire, Gleichs Gutachten, becauſe, 
though it is generally a Menace againſt ſuch third Par- 
ties, yet it would contain a Sort of Reſerve, which is 
always agreeable to. Juſtice, but not at all to the preſent

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Views of the Court of Vienna. This Demand ſeems to 
be as if it were intended to make the Subjects to take up 
Arms againſt one another, and to entail a Bloody War 
upon the Empire, which is contrary to one of the 
Clauſes of the ſourth Article of this preſent Emperor's 
Capitulation. | | Ds 0 

What Right has the Empire by their Deciſion to 
take away the Privileges of States, which, tho' they 
now belong to a German Prince, and to the Head of the 
Empire, may one Day, by an Effect of their natural 
Liberty, have nothing further to do with Germany ? 
And have not thoſe States good Reaſon to complain, 
when they ſee the Germanick Body arrogate to itſelf a 
chimerical Right, and ſet itſelf up as Judge in Matters 
which are no way under its Juriſdiction. 4a 

The Pragmatick Sanction, as to ſome of its Conſequen- 
ces, is as much contrary to the 2d, as to the 11th Arti- 
cle of the preſent Emperor's Capitulation. 


Ihe Treaties which the Emperor has made with fo 


; reign Powers for guarantying the Pragmatick Sanftion, 


are contrary to the ſixth Article of his ſaid Cap:tulation, 
viz. That the Emperor ſhall make no Treaty to the Preju- 
dice of the Empire; what can be more to the Prejudice 
of the Empire, than to ſee an Order of Succeſſion eſta- 
bliſhed by foreign-Treaties, before the Empire itſelf has 
determin'd any Way therein, nay, before it has been ſo 
much as conſulted upon the Head ? | 
The ſame Guaranty may embroil the Empire with 
ſome of the Great Powers of Europe ; for the Tranquil- 
lity of the Empire, is founded upon the Obſervance of 
the Treaty of Baden. The exact Obſervance of Trea- 
ties is in a great Meaſure, and in moſt Caſes, to be de- 
termin'd by the Manner in which People conform them - 
ſelves to that Spirit which is the Baſis of the Treaty. 
But it is certain, that the Spirit which appears to have 
been the Baſis of the Treaty of Baden, does not ſuppoſe 
ſuch a general Order of Succeſſion as is now about to be 
eſlabliſh'd, fince there are two Orders of Succeſſion im- 
ply'd in that Treaty. This is then a Deſign to change 
the Syſtem of Europe, for the eſtabliſhing of which, 
that Treaty was negotiated and concluded. We: were 
by our Ratification, contracting Parties therein. How 
can we give any Countenance to fo evident and conſide- 
rable an Alteration of the Treaty, without expoſing 
ourſelves to the Reſentinent of the French, who in ſuch 
Caſe would have Reaſon to demand Satisfaction? Would 
| | | not 
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not any Alteration upon our Part be the ſame Thing, as 
if France or Spain ſhould take any Meaſures for changing 
that Syſtem of Succeſſions, which has been thought ne- 
ceſſary, and which paved the Way for re-eſtabliſhing the 
Peace of Europe, and for putting an End to a bloody and 
deſtructive War? „ 
The Emperor, upon the like Occaſion, would not fail 
to repreſent to us, that the Syſtem of Europe was over- 
turn'd, and to excite us againſt an Alteration made con- 
trary to the Spirit of Treaties : Is it proper for us to 
give ſo dangerous an Example ? In Place of giving our 
Aſſiſtance, ought we not to make our humble Remon- 
ſtrances to his Imperial Majeſty, and can he diſpenſe 
with giving an Ear to our juſt Apprehenſions? 
 Ought not the Experience of what is paſt, make us 
conſider well our own Intereſt ? Have we not ſeen the 
Emperor Charles V. prepare the Way towards getting his 
Brother Ferdinand crown'd King of the Romans, by re- 
ſigning to him the German Eſtates belonging to the Houſe 
of Auſtria ? Could the Meaſures taken, or the Oppoſi- 
tion made by our Anceſtors, prevent the Succeſs of 
Charles the Fifth's Defigns ? Ought we not to be afraid 
left our Guaranty may open the Way to a ſecond Exam- 
ple of the like Nature? and can we expect to be heard, 
when we'claim a Compliance with that Article of this 
Emperor's Capitulation, by which it is ſaid, That, awith- 
out Neceſſity no King of the Romans ſhall be made? More- 


over, Charles V. had a Pretence which the preſent Em- 


peror has not, that is to ſay, the Care he then had of the 
Government of Spain, which might divert that which he 
ought te have had for the Government of the Empire. 
Are we ignorant of the Fate of Teſtaments or Settle- 
ments relating to Matters of ſuch Conſequence ? The 
exhauſting almoſt all the States of Europe affords us 
every Day a melancholy Reflexion thereupon. Will 
our Acceſſion put any Stop to thoſe, who when the Cafe 
happens, may reſolve to ſet up Pretenſions which they 
ſhall look upon to be well founded? Why ſhould we 
make ourſelves Parties in an Aﬀair whoſe Conſequen- 
ces we do not know, or rather, whoſe Conſequences 
appear to be too conſiderable ? Let us put up our moſt 

ſincere Prayers to God for the Preſervation, of the pre- 
ſent Emperor, but let us leave to Providence the Care 
of ſo great Events. Ali our Foreſight is of no Uſe 
with reſpe& to the Immutability of his Deſigns. Let 
us therefore delay determining ourſelves, till the Cir- 
d cumſtances 
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cumſtances of Affairs will admit of our determining, 
that what we do is done for the Welfare, the Tranquilli. 
ty, the. Happineſs, and the Glory of our dear native 


Another material Occurrence in the Empire is the 
Perſecution of the poor Proteſtants in the Dominions of 
the Archbiſhop of Saltzburgh ; concerning which it will 
be proper to lay before the Reader the two following 
original Papers; which give the beſt Account of what 
is ſaid by both Parties thereupon. : „ 


The Archboſhop of Saltzburgh's DECREE for ea- 
Peblling his Proteſtant Subjects. por 
We Leopold, by the Grace of God Archbiſhop of 
VV Salizburgh, Legate of the Holy See, Apoſtolical 
and Primate of Germany, Oc. to all our Vice-Deans, 
Bailiffs, Provoſts, Governours, their Subſtitutes, Judges, 
and to all our Officers and SubjeQs, greeting. Know ye, 
that having heard, contrary to all ExpeQation, that a 
great Part of our Subjects, living in the Mountains, had 
rebelled againſt us, their lawful Prince, under Pretence 
of Perſecution in Matters of Religion, and other Op- 
Preſſions on the Part of our Officers, and had of their 
own Motion ſtirred up a Sedition, ſo much the more cri- 
minal, becauſe it is directly contrary to the natural Laws 
and Conſtitutions of the Empire; and being deſirous, in 
order to prevent the Conſequences of ſo great a Misfor- 
tune, to make uſe of our paternal Clemency, before we 
inflict upon them the Puniſhment they have ſo juſily de- 
ſerved, by redreſſing their Grievances in a proper manner, 
according to Juſtice z we did, without Loſs of Time, on 
the gth of July laſt, appoint Commiſſoners, and ordered 
them to repair to the Mountains forthwith, to enquire 
into the Grievances of our Subjects, and give us an ex- 
act Account of the ſame. The Commiſſioners we ſent 
_ thither were not wanting in the Diſcharge of their Du- 
ty; they went from Diſtrit to Diſtrit; they took an 
Account of the reſpective Grievances, both Civil and 
Religious; and after they had enquired into them, they 
caſed ſome, and entirely redreſſed others, to the Satiſ- 
faction of the Mutineers; who, eſpecially thoſe who 
had declared to the Commiſſioners, that they made Pro- 
ſeſſion of the Evangelical Religion, or the Confeſſion of 


Augshurg, unanimouſly and voluntarily declared and 


promiſed, 
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promiſed, that they would inviolably preſerve the Fi- 
delity which was due to us as their Lord and Prince ; 
that they would pay all the Obedience and Reſpect due 
to the Spiritual and Temporal Regencies; that they 
would avoid all unlawful Aſſemblies; that they would 
raiſe no Commotions; that they would not moleſt the 
Catholicks with Threats, with preaching in Publick, or 
otherwiſe, and that they would not undertake any thing 
that was contrary to the Oath and Duty of faithful Sub- 

jets, or that might diſturb the publick Safety and Tran- 
quillity; in Return for which, the Commiſſioners pro- 
miſed them, with our Approbation, and until we ſhould 
publiſh our Reſolution upon that Subject, agreeably to 
the Conſtitions of the Empire, that every one of them 
might exerciſe his Religion in fecret at his own Houſe, 
provided they forbore Preaching and Aſſembling in an 
unlawful Manner. Nevertheleſs, we have ſince heard, 
to our Sorrow, that the Rebels, immediately after the 
Departure of the Commiſſioners, without any Regard 
to their own Promiſes, or to the wholeſome Admonition 
that was given them, began again to aſſemble themſelves 
in a tumultuous Manner in ſeveral Places, both publick- 
ly and privately, to make ſeditious Sermons to the Peo- 
ple aſſembled, to threaten to exterminate the Catholicks 
with Fire and Sword, to abuſe the Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral Regencies, yea, even our own Perfon, both in Word 
and in Deed; and in ſhort, to commit feveral other 
Actions worthy of the moſt ſevere Puniſhment. . 
Whereupon, and in Order to convince our rebellious 
and diſloyal Subjects more and more of our ſincere In- 
tentions, which mean nothing but our Preſervation,

we would cauſe them to be examined with the utmoſt 
Care; and that we would redreſs the ſame in. ſuch a 
Manner as we ſhall be able to anſwer before God and the 
orld. To put theſe: Aſſurances in Execution, we ap- 
pointed Deputies the 6th of Auguſt, conſifting of Mem- 
bers of the Conſiſtory, of the Aulick Council, and the 
Chamber, 
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Chamber, and order'd them to meet .immediately, to 

xamine with all poſſible Care the Grievances that ſhould 
bs communicated; and to conſider how they might be 
entirely terminated, or at leaſt made eaſier, © But our 
Subjects, inſtead of making ſuitable[Returns for our pa- 
_ ternal Care, turned it into Ridicule, and caſting off the 

Reſpe& and Fidelity which they owe to us, they begafi 
openly and wantonly to abuſe our: Clemency, by com- 
mitting all Sorts of Diſorders; and having found Means 
to gain over ſome of our Subjects by Promiſes, and 
others by Artifice, they ſummoned a general Conference 
at Schwartzach, upon the 5th of Auguſt, and called it 
the Great Council. In this Conference Propoſals were 

made the moſt prejudicial to us, to the Archbiſhoprick, 
and the Country. Here they deliberated, and took Re» 
ſolutions, which they engaged to execute by a ſalemn 


Oath, which they took kneeling, and with Hands lifted | 


up. They afterwards repeated their tumultuous Aﬀems 
blies and Deliberations both publickly and privately. 
They continued to make ſeditious Sermons, to threaten 
more than ever, to exterminate the faithful Subjects 
with Fire and Sword, and to ſhew their Contempt even 
of our Perſon, by injurious Diſcourſes. . : : 
_ - Theſe Exceſſes, and others ſo contrary to the Laws of 
God and Nature, gave us the greater Concern, becauſe 
we were in Hopes our Rebellious Subjects, being con- 
vinced of our Paternal Love, and of our favourable Diſ- 
poſitions, would no longer have abuſed our Patience. We 
might, with a good Grace enough, have exerted: our 
Power and Authority againſt them, by puniſhing them 
as Rebellious Subjects; but our Love and Clemency ha- 
ving again prevailed over us, we contented ourſelf with 
publiſhing and a ffixing up, in all the Places of the Moun- 
tains, diſſuaſive Letters, dated the 3oth of Aug. wherein

Archbiſhoprick ſhould perfiſt in their Spirit of Rebel. 
lion and Diſobedience, of which they are fully con- 
victed, as 94 57 by a great Number of Reports, Me.

rant of the general Ordinances which have been iſſued 
from Time to Time by our Predeceſſors, touching the

which, by the Grace of God, is of more than 1200 
Years ſtanding, and in which none but the Roman 
| Catholick, Religion was ever tolerated ; we have the 
leſs Reaſon to refuſe the Right of going away, becauſe 
we have always been inclined, as we are ftill, to give 
our Conſent to it, on purpoſe to avoid giving Offence 
to our ſaid Subjects, and to thoſe of the bordering Pro- 
vinces of the Emperor and Bavaria. It will not be 
found that ever we refuſed that Liberty of Departure; 
but it appears on the contrary, by divers publick Att,

Performance of our Paſtoral Duty, to prevail with them 
to deſiſt from their Criminal Enterprizes, and to bring 
them back into the Way of the Faithful, they will, in 
ſpite of all thefe Admonitions and Exortations, perfil 
in their Rebellion and Obftinacy : And therefore ve 
thought it was high Time to publiſh proper Ordinance 
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upon that Subject. We communicate this our preſent 
Command to all our Subjects, Citizens and Inhabitants, 
particularly to thoſe who have declared themſelves to 
be of the Reformed Religion, or of the Confeſſion of 
Augsburg, and perfift in the Profeſſion thereof, either in 
publick or in private: And after the moſt ſerious Con- 
fideration, by Virtue of our Power, as immediate Prince 
of the Empire, and of the Right which belongs to them 
as ſuch to reform Religion, and to command their Sub-

r. That all thoſe who profeſs either of the Religions 
above-mentioned, and tolerated in the Empire, and 
who, upon Occaſion of the late Riſing, have declared 
themſelves to be ſuch, whether in publick or in pri- 
vate, ſhall depart this Archbiſhoprick, and Countries 
thereunto' belonging, with all their Effects; never to 
enter it more, upon pain of Confiſcation of their Eſtates, 
or even of Death, according to the Exigency of the Caſe. 
2. Such of the Inhabitants of this Archbiſhoprick as 
have no Settlement, or thoſe who are not Burghers, the 


Workmen, Valets or Domefticks of both Sexes, who

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Information, that not only ſeveral Subjects of the if 
Dioceſe of Saltz. burg, who had left the Cathelick Re.

tire; but alſo that they were proſecuted with the 
utmoſt Rigour, either by caſting them into Priſon, 
or by depriving them of their Eſtates and Effects; 
the Officers making the Charges of the Priſon and 
the Proſecution the unjuſt Pretence for ſo doing; «© 
laſtly, by depriving them of their Children which 
were under the Father's Power, and not Having 
attained to Years of Diſcretion; are not capable of 

. chooſing their Religion. Though ſeveral of them, who 

Having to do with Officers of Humanity, had the Happi- 
neſs to make their Eſcape 3 and tho' others, deſtitute 
of every Thing, and almoſt naked, having much ado 

to conceal themſelves, offer to make Oath of all theſe 
Violences, it may nevertheleſs be preſumed that they 
will not be believed. There were found in the Hands 
of ſome of the ſaid Subjects, the Originals of what they 
call the Sub-Scheine of Saltzburg; and upon this Ac 

count, as they were Lutherans, they were carried by 

Force from Diſtridt to Diſtrict, and baniſhed the Coun- 
try. Theſe Proceedings alone, which are directly con- 
trary to the Tenor of the 36th and 37th Paragraphs of 
the 5th Article, Par. I. make all the others look very

Inſtead of taking in good Part the Repreſentations by 
us made, and giving us a friendly Anſwer, it was choſe

with equal Moderation and Decency, the urgent Ne- 
ceſſity of Affairs; as alſo the little Ground there was 
for the Accuſation, as if the Proteſtant Body had a 
Mind to aſſume any JuriſdiFion : But his Higlineſs did 
not think fit to anſwer: it, or to redreſs the Grievances, 
as if our Principals could not decently correſpond, as 
to Political Affairs, with a State of the Empire, which 
in Matters of Religion will have no Connexion or Cor- 
reſpondence with them. The preſent Archbiſhop's Pre- 
deceſſors behaved in this ReſpeR, in a different Man- 
ner, as the great Number of Letters written by them to 
the Evangelick Body do bear Witneſs. „ 
Mean while the violent, Proceedings of the Officers 
and Clergy of the Archbiſhoprick of Saltx burg, againſt 
the Subjects of that Dioceſe, out of Hatred to their Reli- 
gion, produced a quite contrary Effedt; for, in Pro- 
portion as thoſe Violences increaſed, the Number of 
People who declared themſelves openly for the Evange- 
lical Religion, likewiſe increaſed z; and among theſe 
laſt, there are ſeveral, who, if theſe Violences had not 
been committed, morally ſpeaking, would not ſo ſoon 
have entirely abandoned the Catholick Religion; and it 
it computed, according to very credible Advices, that 
that Number, ſince the Appointment of the Commiſſion, + 
is increaſed to twenty thouſand-People, ſome of whom 
have had the good Fortune to get away, though without 
being able to carry with them any Part of their Effects, 
while the others are expoſed to great Dangers, with 
Circumſtances which it is impoſſible for us to. rejeQ, 
and which cannot be denied on the Part of Saltæhurg, or 
at leaſt have not hitherto been ſufficiently refuted. 
Wherefore, our Principals had doubtleſs great Reaſon, 
upon this extraordinary Event, ſo contrary to the Treaty 
of Weſtphalia, and which may be attended with. ſuch 
fatal Conſequences, to addreſs. themſelves to your Im- 
perial Majeſty by a reſpectful Letter, agreeable to the 
Laws of the Empire, deſiring you to apply a ſpeedy Re- 
medy in the Cafe.

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As for the firſt of theſe, it is furprizing that ſimple 
Men, poor Peaſants, that have not hitherto had any _ 
Miniſter or School maſter to inſtruct them, nor can have 
any Notion of Religion, but what was inſtilled into 
them by their Parents, or formed from the Reading of 
Books, ſhould be ſo ignorant of the Evangelical Reli- 
gion, which perhaps took Root in the Country of Salt - 
burg ever fince the Time of the Reformation? If Prote- 
ſtant Miniſters ſhould queſtion the commen People a- 
mong the Catholicks, tho” inſtructed from their Youth 
by Prieſts, in the ſame Manner as theſe examine the 
Proteſtants of Sa/tzÞurg, would the Former be able to 
give a pertinent Anſwer to any one Queſtion that was 
asked them ? *Tis however, very certain, that it is 
purely out of a Motive of Conſcience, that the Subjects 
of Salfz.burg leave the Catholick Religion, and embrace 
the Evangelical, becauſe they thereby expoſe themſelves 
to the Danger of loſing their Temporal Eſtates ; and if 
they be permitted to depart freely out ef the Country, 
there is no doubt but they will ſoon be able to give an 
Account of their Faith; as was found by Experience 
ſome Years ago, with regard to ſeveral other Perſons 
who went from that Dioceſe. One may gueſs, by this 
firſt Objection, how great the Danger is, to which thoſe 
poor People are expoſed, if Men perſiſt any longer in 
depriving them of the neceſſary Means of Inſtruction 5 -

ons; we are willing, nevertheleſs, to extend it to thoſe 
who are to go out of the Country. They ought not to 

_ confound, in the Dioceſe of Saltx burg, a great Number i 
of innocent People with a ſmall Number of guilty z, A 
Sovereign ought, in the firſt Place, to follow the Rules 
of Reaſon and Juſtice, and afterwards thoſe of Prudence, 
leſt he ſhould drive his Subjects to Deſpair. by too ri- 
gorous Proceedings: ?Tis true, this does not jultify,, 

thoſe who carry Things too far; but thoſe who were 

the Occaſion of it, by their Violences, will be equally. 
anfwerable before God and the World. May it not 
eafily happen, that the Subjects of Salta hurg, ſeeing all 
the Paſſes ſhut up, as they were at preſent, and think - 
ing they ſhall be for ever debarred of the Liberty of 

going away, may in their Simplicity be driven to theſe 


fatal Extremities? 


As for the third Point, it cannot be looked upon as 


a great Crime, much lefs a Rebellion, when a Suhject 
of SaltxBurg earneſtly defires a Thing, which in itſelf 
is not puniſhable, though the Sovereign is not obliged 
to conſent to it; as it has happen'd in the preſent Caſe, 
with regard to the Exerciſe of the Evangelical Religion; 
rovided, nevertheleſs, that thoſe Subjects do not uſe. 
Threats or Violence. Beſides, they have no need to 
make preſſing Inſtances, either for the particular Exer- 
ciſe of their Religion, or for free Liberty to depart, be- 
cauſe they have a Right to both, till they are abſo- 
Jutely forbid them by their Sovereign: There is no 
Mention made of any ſuch Prohibition *till the Patent 
of the zoth of Auguſt laſt : The Subjects are therein 
order'd to ſubmit themſe]ves, not only to the Temporal 
Regency, but alſo to the Spiritual Regency; that is to 
ſay, to the Clergy 3 conſequently, this is in Effect, to 
order them to embrace the Catholick Religion. 

As for the fourth Point, it is apparent enough, that 
according to the Principles of the Regency of Saltæburg, 
the Liberty of departing would not be convenient *till 
very late, or never, perhaps, fince the Submiſſion re- 
quired of the Subjects conſiſts in a Return to the Ca- 

tholick Religion. Tis true, the Loſs of ſo many _ 
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fand Subjects, who will leave their Country, muſt gi ve

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a great deal of Concern to the Regency of Salzburg ; 
but 'tis their own Fault if they do not keep them, 
by granting them the free Exerciſe of their Religion; 
and ſo they may even chooſe which of theſe-two Expe- 
dients they think fit. X yy OE 
With regard to the three firſt Articles of Accuſation 
againſt the Subjects of Salzburg, it muſt be obſerved, 
that they have not been hitherto ſufficiently proved; 
but that on the contrary, according to the few Advices 
we have from Time to Time received from that Coun- 
try, they have been fully refuted. The Pamphlet en- 
titled, The Malice of ſome Proteſtants of Saltzburg, couch d 
under the Cloak of Perſecution for Keligion, di ſcovered 
and expoſed, for the Sake of the Lovers of Truth, by un- 
doubted Proofs, taken from the Records, and from the 
Confronting of Witneſſes ; which was publiſhed laſt Sum- 
mer, could not give the Evangelick Body any Satis- 
faction, becauſe it does not diſprove any one Grievance 
of the ſaid SaltZZurgers. But who are they that pub- 
liſh theſe Proofs? They are the Offenders ; they are 
the Spiritual and Temporal States, who have conceived 
the ſtrongeſt Prejudices againſt them, and who, as 
Judges in their own Cauſe, act with ſuch Precaution, 
that it is not poſſible to get Intelligence (out of the 
Country) of their Proceedings, farther than they have 
a Mind ſhould be known. The other States of the Em- 
pire ought not certainly to trouble themſelves, when 
nothing but Affairs of State are concerned; but where 
Religion is alſo intereſted, and the melancholly Privi- 
lege of leaving their Country, the Treaty of Weſtphalia.

The Bitterneſs with which the Affair of Sa/izhurg 
was repreſented to your Imperial Majeſty, appears 
plainly enough from your Imperial Majeſty's Letter 
to the Magiſtrates of Ratisbon, dated the 5th of Septem- 
ber laſt, wherein the ſaid Aﬀair of the Subjects of 
Saltz.burg, who had never been heard, is treated as a 
Crime which owed its Riſe chiefly to this City of Ra- 
tishon, which your Imperial Majeſty has forbid to hold 
any Correſpondence with the Subjects of the Country 
of Saltz.burg, upon pain of being looked upon as Dif- 
turbers of the publick Peace; for that in the Peace of 
Religion, Parag. 23. and in the Treaty of *

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Art. 5. Parag. 30. It is ſaid, © That no State of the 


Empire ſhall, in Matters of Religion, ſeduce the Sub-

thoſe two Paſſages 3 but we do not believe the Magi- 
ſtrates of Ratisbon ſeduced or ſpirited up the Catholick 


 Subjets of the Country of Salta Burg: It it fo hapened, 


that a Saltx hurger, who had quitted his Country, wrote

way of Conſolation, either with regard to the Word of

exhorting them nevertheleſs to Patience, Peace and 
Obedience; can this be looked upon as a Subornation 

or a forbidden Procedure? If it were ſo regarded, would 
not this be to contradiqt what was ſtipulated in the ſaid 
23d and zoth Paragraphs, concerning Liberty of Con- 
ſcience and Departure ? We could heartily wiſh, that 
the Catholicks, as well Clergy as Laiety, Grandees and 
Perſons of Mean Condition, Convents, Dioceſes, and 


| Regencies, would execute the Tenour of the ſaid Para- 
graphs as punctually as the Proteſtants do according to 


the Principles of their Religion. But we ſee the con- 
trary, every Day producing ſome new Complaint from

The Affair of Saltz burg, of which we have given 
ſuch a particular Account, is the principal Subject of 
our preſent Letter; without Prejudice, however, to 
many other Grievances, which are not yet remedied, 
but which may be attended in a little while, with fatal 
Conſequences and irreparable Loſſes, either with Re- 
gard to Body and Soul, or to the publick Peace and 
Tranquillity ; and yet might be prevented, by taking 
impartial Meaſures for that Purpoſe. Some ſpeedy Re- 
medy ſhould be apply'd in this Caſe, agreeable to the 
Conſtitutions of the Empire, whereby one might dif- 
cover the real Ground of the Matter, and terminate it 
in a ſure and effectual Manner, by your Imperial Ma- 
jeſty's Authority, and according to Juſtice.”

The Archbiſhop has already made very heavy Com- 
plaints to your Imperial Majeſty againſt his SuWetts ; 
he cannot therefore be their Judge any longer. Shall his 
Subjects go to Viema, to open their Grievances there ? 
They cannot do it; not a Man is ſuffered to go out of 
the Country; and even if they could, where would 
thoſe poor fimple Wretches find able Lawyers and Advo- 
cates to plead a Cauſe of ſo tender a Nature? Thoſe that 
apply themſelves to the Evangelical Body, and ought 
to be Cupported by them, have but one Grievance to 
Produce, which admits of no Diſpute; they have no 
Mind to proceed; they only deſire Leave to retir-, in 
Caſe they are refuſed the free Exerciſe of their Religi n. 
The Proceedings at Law have been ſv far from redreſſing 
the Grievances of Religion, that they do but increaſe 
them. A local Commiſſion conſiſting of Members of 
the Empire of both Religions, is, Moft gracious Empc- 
ror and Lord, the only Expedient that can put an End 
to this Affair. We have already ſo. often and ſo plain! - 
repreſented to your Imperial Majeſty, the Neceſſity of 
this Sort of Commiſſion, that we think it needleſs to

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mention it again. The preſent Affair of Saltzburg bu] 
at leaſt as much Occafion for this local Commiſſion, x 
any other Grievance'of Religion that ever yet happen', 
Men are not agreed about the Matter of Fact; but it 
will ſoon appear, before the Subdelegated States of the 
Empire of both Religions, what is the Nature of the 
Complaints; whether Religion has ſerv'd as a Pretenc:

But theſe Repreſentations, as well as ſeveral others 
made by the Proteftant Members of the Empire, had no 

Effect. The Archbiſhop call'd in the Forces of the 
Emperor to his Aſſiſtance ; which ſoon brought the poor 
People to his Mercy, which was found cruel enough. 
All the Vexations that could be given them by Men in- 
{enfible of Pity or Humanity, thoſe unhappy Proteſtants 
underwent ; and at laſt, according to the Decree of the 
Archbiſhop, were obliged to leave their Country, bare 
and ſtripp'd of all they had, in the Middle of a rigo- 
rous Winter. Their Roman Catholick Neighbours ſhew'd 
them as little Compaſſion as their Prince had done be- 
fore; but the Proteſtants received them with a true 
brotherly Tenderneſs, as ſoon as they arrived amongſt 
them; relieving them with all the Comforts and Aſſi- 
ſtance that were ſuited to their unhappy State. The 

King of Pruſſia, in particular, has ſent them a Remit- 

tance of a conſiderable Sum of Money ; and invited 
them into his own Country, with a Promiſe of grant- 

ing them convenient Settlements there. 

Soon after, we had an Account from Ratisbon, that 
an Imperial Reſcript was handed about there, directed 
to the Magiſtracy, importing, That his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty had been aſſured, that the Troubles of Saltz burg 
had been much owing to the Intrigues of a certain Sub- 

Jett of the Dioceſe of Salt. burg, ſettled in that City'; 

and that Letters had been ſent into Saltzburg, promiſing- 
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the Aſſiſtance of the Evangelick Body towards recovering 
their Liberties z and whereas by the Treaty of Meſſ pla-

OINCE our laft Account from this Place, (vide Hiſt. 

xD Reg. Ne LXI.) his Pruſſian Majeſty has marry'd his 
Daughter, the Princeſs Royal, to the Hereditary Prince 
of Bareith., The Marriage had been publickly declared 
upon the 3d of May laſt, and the Nuptial Rings were 
exchanged in Form. The Marriage being deferred for 
ſeveral Months aſterwards, made it be thought at firſt, 
that his Pruſſian Majeſty had ſome how alter d his De- 
ſign; but at laſt, the Ceremony ef Marriage was per- 
form'd, Nov. 20, in Manner following : M. Noltenius, 
the Court Chaplain, who gave the Nuptial Bleſling, 
made a fine Diſcourſe on the Occaſion, wherein, amongſt 
other Things, he took Notice of the happy Re-union 
of the Houſes of Anſpach and Bareith with the Royal 
Family, from whence they have been ſeparated ſo many 
Years, During the Bened iction, a triple Diſcharge was 
made of 100 Pieces of Cannon. Then began the Ball, 
which laſted *till Nine o'Clock, when the illuſtrious 
Company withdrew to Supper: At the King's Table, 
which was of 30 Covers, fat only the Princes and Prin- 
ceſſes, who all drew Lots for their Places, to avoid Ce- 


remony, except their Majeſties, the Princeſs Royal, and 


the Margraves of Bare#h, Father and Son; there were 
belides, 11 Tables of 24 Covers each. After Supper, 
they began the Dance uſed on thoſe ſolemn Ocxaſions, 
call'd, Fackel Tanſe, or the Dance by the Light of Flam- 
beaux, which were held by 32 General Officers and Co- 
lonels: The Princeſs Royal danc'd with every Prince, 
and the Hereditary Prince of Bareith with the Queen, and 
all the Princeſſes ; after which, the Princeſs Royal and 
HereditaryPrince of Bareith were undreſt, and put to Bed, 
where the whole Court beheld them for near a Quarter of 
an Hour, during which Time the King divided the on 
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ter of the Princeſs Royal amongſt thoſe of the higheſt 
Diſtinction, and then the whole Company retir'd. 
The next Night was a magnificent Ball in the great 
Gallery, which laſted till Two in the Morning, com- 
ſed of 102 Couples, who were treated during the Ball 
at different Tables in a moſt ſumptuous Manner. About 
an Hour before Supper, the Prince Royal came in, and 
placed himſelf at the Play-Table before her Maje- 
iy, without being known at firſt Sight, the King ha- 
ving privately ſent for his Royal Highneſs from-Kuſtrin, 
till throwing himſelf at the Queen's Feet, her Majeſty 
embraced him with all the Tenderneſs . imaginable, and

The Britiſi Admiral having finiſhed his Negotiations 
at Leghorn, and ſeen the Spaniſh Troops landed and d iſ- 
poſed of, according to the publick Conventions, he 
faiPd out the 6th of this Month with the Squadron un- 
der his Command, in order to return home; and the 
Spaniſi Squadron ſail'd a few Days after.

At a little 
Diſtance before the Canopy, the Dutcheſs Dowager 
took her Seat in an Elbow Chair, as did Count Stamy 
on her Right Hand, and Count Zambeccari on her Left: 
And at ſome Diſtance before them a Table was placed 
for the Imperial Secretary Signor Piccaluga; and Seats 
were placed on each Side of the Hall, for the Governor 
of Parma, and the other Magiſtrates of this City, as 
alfo for the Deputies from all the Communities accor- 
ding to their reſpective Ranks; and the Nobility, who 
were invited to fee the Ceremony, had a convenient 
Place for themſelves.

Hereupon Mr. Turbii! was asked if he knew what

For, though Enquiries of the Nature of 
thoſe, which we have already given you a Detail of, 
are both very tedious and expenſive, yet we have not 
beſtow'd all our Time on them; No, we have likewiſe 
attended to other Matters as neceſſary to the Welfare of 
the Corporation, We have adviſed and aſſiſted in ma- 
king Inventories, before a Notary Publick, of all the 
Pledges or Effects found within or without Doors, as 
well as of all the Books and Papers in the reſpective

them from further Imbezzlement. We have attended 
ourſelves, and appointed ſuch Clerks and Officers as we 
could confide in, to attend with us upon the Com- 
miſſioners of Bankrupt, and other neceſſary Services of 
the Corporation, We have uſed our beſt Endeavours to 
ſecure all Effects belonging to the Bankrupts, Robinſon 
and Thompſon, and for that Purpoſe have adviſed the ſend- 
ing down a Commiſſion to examine the Relations of the 
latter in Scotland We have alſo taken other proper 
Meaſures to diſcover and ſeize his Effects in foreign 
Parts. We have conſtantly attended at the Office in 

checquing 
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checquing of Notes, in order to diſtinguiſh thoſe which 
have been fraudulently iſſued or negotiated, from thoſe 
for which a valuable Conſideration has been paid ; the 
Knowledge of which, we hope, will conſiderably leſſen 
the Debts of the Corporation. We have examin'd the 
Security Bonds of all ſuch Officers as we have Reaſon 
to believe have been guilty of a Breach of their Truſt, 
and have adviſed that they may be immediately ſued, 
We have taken particular Care that your Effects ſtill 
remaining ſhould be preſerv'd and apprais'd by intelli. 
gent Perſons in order for a Sale. We have attended daily 
at the Board, according to your Appointment, in order 
to give the Directors our Advice and Aſſiſtance upon 
all Emergencies, This has been the Work of our Morn- 
| Ings, whilſt our Evenings have been employ'd for ſome 
Time, in attending the Com miſſioners of Bankrupt againſt 
Thompſyn and Robinſon, often, even till Midnight; and 
in conſulting the, propereſt Meaſures that might be 
taken for the Benefit of the Corporation. Upon this 
Head we ſhall only further take Notice, That, beſides 
_ our Loſs of Time (almoſt to a total Neglect of private 
Affairs) we have defrayed our own Charges, and carried 
on all theſe Affairs, excepting what relates to the Com- 
miſſions of Bankrupt, at our own Expence. 
We farther beg Leave to acquaint you with ſome 
Particulars relating to Mr. Robinſon's, your late Banker's, 
Behaviour. Your. InſpeQors were always of Opinion, 
that the ſuperſeding the Statute of Bankrupt againſt 
Him was the moſt effectual Method of ſtifling any Dif- 
coveries he might have made: Yet, when he volun- 
tarily came in, they deſir'd the Commiſſioners to ſuſ- 
pend all Proccedings againſt him, and defer the Ap- 
pointment of Aſſignees till the 19th of December; by 
which Time he had undertaken to give in his Accompts, 
to ſubmit freely to be examin'd upon Oath before 
the Commiſſioners, and to give all ſuch further Satis- 
faction to your Committee, as could be expeRed from 
him. On the other Hand, we gave him the ſtrongeſt 
Aſſurances, that, if this was done fairly, he ſhould meet 
with the utmoſt Indulgence, and his Affairs ſhould be 
made eaſy to him, in Proportion to the Benefit the 
Corporation might reap from his Diſcoveries. But, 
upon the Day fix'd for receiving his Accompts and 
Propoſals, inſtead of attending either on the Committee, 
or on the Commiſſioners of Brankrupt, Mr. Gooftry

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1. Becauſe this Tax hath been found, by long Expe- 
rience, to be moſt grievous to the Subject; for which 
Reaſon the Parliament, upon the Recommendation of 
his Majeſty from the Throne, choſe to repeal this, as 
the moſt oppreſſi ve Part of the Sinking Fund, for the 
Eaſe and Relief of the Subject. It may therefore ſeem 
very extraordinary, that in ſo ſhort a Time, before the 
People have received much Benefit from it, in a Time 
of Peace, and without any Neceſſity (that appears to ns) 
and when the Supply might be raiſed with leſs Charge 
and Inconvenience within the Year, we ſhould have Re- 
courſe t a Tax too odious and oppreſſive to be continued, 
even for the Payment of the National Debt. | 

2. Becauſe we have Reaſon to believe the Parliament 
would not have cut off ſuch a Branch of the Sinking 
Fund (which has been eſteemed fo ſacred and neceſſary) 
if it could have been thought, that it could ever have 
been applied to any other Uſe; and it may give Cauſe 
to apprehend, that the reſt of the Sinking Fund may, 
by the ſame Means, and to the ſame Purpoſes, be 
occafionally diminiſhed, 'till it is too low to ſatisfy

We are, 
of late Years, depri ved of the moſt beneficial Branch of 
our Trade, the carrying of Negroes and Dry Goods de 
the Spaniſh Coaſt 3 the Loſs of this occaſioned the Deſer 
tion of a conſiderable Number of our Seafaring Men, 
and others, from this Iſland, for want of Employment. 
A farther Diſcouragement to our Trade is, the ſrequer

ſpare no Ergliſh Veſſel they can overcome; and from 
whom it has hitherto been in vain to attempt the 
obtaining any Satisfaction in theſe Parts.

N the 12th of April, the Parliament of Paris, by 
Orders, waited upon their Monarch at Ver failles, 


'at which Time they received his Majeſty's abſolute 


Commands not to meddle in any Eccleſiaſtical Affairs, 
on Pain of Diſobedience. On the 12th of May, the 
Chambers of the Parliament met again, purſuant to t 

King's Order, and then again they were forbid in his 
Majeſty's Name, to take Cognizance of any Eccleſiaſtical 
Affair. Hereupon great Debates aroſe, and many hard 
Words were beſtow'd by ſeveral Members upon the firſt 
Prefident, for his ſhewing more Complaiſance to the 
Court Orders than they thought was conſiſtent with the 
Dignity of their Body. The famous Abbot Pucelle 
ſpoke an Hour and half, and his Diſcourſe was ſo mo- 

ving and pathetick, that it drew Tears from moſt of the 
Audience. He told them, among other Things, that 
he would willingly lofe his Head in Support of the 
Honour and Prerogatives of that illufirious Body. At 


laſt the Parliament in a Manner unanimouſly declared 


to the firſt Preſident, that they would adjourn all their 
Courts, and go on with no Buſineſs, till they had well 
conſider'd every Thing, and come to a Reſolution, fur 
which End they would meet again next Day; which 
they did accordingly about Five in the Morning, and 
reſolved to addreſs the King, either to indulge them the 
Enjoyment of all the Rights and Privileges with which 
the Parliament of Paris had always been honour'd, and 
particularly the Cognizance of Appeals and Writs of 
Error, it being an effential Part of the Laws of France, 
which they could not in Conſcience give up; or if his 
Majeſty ſhould not think fit to continue this Favour to 
them, they beſeeched him to diſpenſe with their pro- 
ceving in any other Buſineſs relating to their Courts.

Continuation 0 f the Diſpute between the King and the Par. 
liament of Paris. . | 


N the 13th of April, the Parliament of Paris, by 
Orders, waited upon their Monarch at Verſailles, 
at which Time they received his Majeſty's abſolute 
Commands not to meddle in any Ecclefiaſtical Affairs, 
on Pain of Diſobedience. On the 12th of May, the 
Chambers of the Parliament met again, purſuant to the 
King's Order, and then again they were forbid in his 
Majeſty's Name, to take Cognizance of any Eccleſiaſtical 
Affair. Hereupon great Debates aroſe, and many hard 
Words were beſtow'd by ſeveral Members upon the firſt 
Preſident, for his ſhewing more Complaiſance to the 
Court Orders than they thought was conſiſtent with the 
Dignity of their Body. The famous Abbot Pucelle 
ſpoke an Hour and half, and his Diſcourſe was ſo mo- 
ving and pathetick, that it drew Tears from moſt of the 
Audience. He told them, among other Things, that 
he would willingly lofe his Head in Support of the 
Honour and Prerogati ves of that illufirious Body. At 
laſt the Parliament in a Manner unanimouſly declared 
to the firſt Preſident, that they would adjourn all their 
Courts, and go on with no Buſineſs, till they had well 
conſider'd every Thing, and come to a Reſolution, for 
which End they would meet again next Day; which 
they did accordingly about Five in the Morning, and 
reſolved to addreſs the King, either to indulge them the 
Enjoyment of all the Rights and Privileges with which 
the Parliament of Paris had always been honour'd, and 
particularly the Cognizance of Appeals and Writs of 
Error, it being an effential Part of the Laws of France, 
which they could not in Conſcience give up; or if his 
Majeſty ſhould not think fit to continue this Favour to 
them, they beſeeched him to diſpenſe with their pro- 
ceeding in any other Buſineſs relating to their Courts. 
While they were forming theſe Reſolutions, the King's 
dvocate and Solicitor-General came in and acquainted 
them, that they had received a Letter from the King, 
commanding them to return to Compeign with the Depu- 
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ties of the Parliament, to receive his Majeſty's Orders. 

a 3 One o Clock that Afternoon, the firſt Preſidents, 
the Preſidents 4 Mortier, the Deans of the Counſel. 
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lors of the Great Chamber, with one of the Senior 
Counſellors (Abbot Pucelle) and all the Advocates Gs 
neral, making in all about 24 Deputies, ſet out fir 
Eampeigne 3 next Day about Noon his Majeſty gave then 
Audience; but "ſiding with the Prieſts againſt his Par- 
liament, immediately upon their firſt Approach, ant 
before any of them had ſpoke a Word, he declared hi 
Diſſat isfad ion with their Conduct, and told them, thut 
he would peremptorily he obey'd in every Point, and let tin 
; 1 theſe Orders at their Peril. The Firſt Preſident 

beginning to ſpeak, in purſuance of the Commiſſion be 
Had received from the Parliament, the King enjoini 
him Silence, which he tamgly ſubmitted to ; but the 
brave Abbot Pucelle approached his 'Majeſty, and pre 
ſented to him a Paper, which he told him contain'd in 
Subſtance. what his Parliament had been about. The 

King receiv'd the Paper, but immediately gave it tothe 
Secretary of State, whn was preſent, and order'd him to 
tear it in Pieces, which he did; and his Majeſty added, 
that he would hear no more of that Affair, and order 
them to be gone, and mind their own Buſineſs. 

This Paper contain'd the Remonſtrances of the Par 
Jiament, and to them was ſubjoin'd an Extract of the 
Regiſters of the Parliament, giving an Account of whit 
| Happen'd in the Year 1626, in the Reign of Lewis XIII.

T*HE Clergy being then aſſembled, came to ſunt

When the Deputies of the Parliament were upon 
their Return from Compiegne to Paris, the Abbot Pucelle 
receiv'sd a Lettre de cachet, by which he was baniſhed 
to the Abbey of Corbie in the Nivernois 3 and the ſame 
Night Monſieur Titon, Counſellor of the Chamber des 
Enquetes, who was the Perſon that preſented to the Par- 
liament in their ſaid Aſſembly of the 13th, the Extra 
above-mentioned, was taken out of his Bed, and carried 
Priſoner to the Caſtle of Vincennes, but that being too 
near Paris, he was ſoon after removed to the Tower of 
Ham near Noyon in Picardie. 8 | | 
Upon the 16th the Parliament was again aſſembled, 
when the firſt Preſident gave them a full Account of 
what had happened at Compiegne, and of the Exile of the 
Abbot Pucelle, and the Impriſonment of Monſieur Titon.

On the 26th they received the King's Letters Patents, 
ordering them to reſume the Functions of their Office; 
but theſe Letters could not be regiſtered without a nev 
Meeting, becauſe that in their Aſſembly of the 13th, 
they had ordered Monſieur Y/abeau, their Regiſter, not 
to regiſter, or ſuffer any Thing to be regiſtered, not 
taken off of the Regiſter, no, not even on the Part of the 
King, without their expreſs Orders; with a Certification 
that if he did, they would immediately make his Pro-

moſt conciſe and ſpeedieſt Ways imaginable of admini- 
ſtring Juſtice z for in ſuch Caſes the Guilty Member 1s 
immediately galled to anſwer, the Proof brought, Sen- 
tence pronounced, and he hanged up within the Walls 

of the Palais or Parliament Houſe; ſo that the Criminal 
nnay be arraigned, ſentenced and hanged in leſs than 
two Hours Time.

A Parliamentary Army never yet did any Harm to 
this Nation, but ReduRQtions of that Army have often 
been fatal. I have been aſſured by a Miniſter of very . 
great Conſequence at the Court of France, that the re- 
ducing of our Army after the Peace of Ry/wick, very 
much encouraged the Court of France to take ſuch Mea- 
ſures, and to make ſuch bold Steps as they afterwards 
did, They would have been more cautious if we had 
kept ourſelves in a Capacity of pouring in a numerous 
Army upon them; but they ſaw that we had put it 
out of our Power, and therefore they deſpiſed us. The 
Reduction of the Army after the Treaty of Utrecht had 
not, by good Luck, all the ill Conſequences that were 
deſigned, but the ReduQtion was certainly made with 
no good Intent, I have a good Opinion enough of the 
late Queen, ſhe had not, perhaps, any ill Intentions ; 
but I am convinced that her Miniſters had laid a Scheme 
for overturning the Proteſtant Succeſſion; and they had 
no other Way of executing this Scheme but by getting | 
free of all thoſe brave Officers and Soldiers who had 25 
ſerved their Country ſo faithfully in the late Wars; this 
vas what made the Army be reduced at that Time ſo 
low as it was: The Miniſters knew that thoſe honeſt 
Officers would not ſerve them in the Execution of their 
deſlructive Schemes, but they took Care to ſupply their 
Place by a Body of above 6000 Men, who were private- 
ly kept in Pay, and maintained under the Colour of 
Chelſza Hoſpital 3 and the Conſequence ſhewed what Sort 
of Men thoſe new Troops were, for almoſt every Man 
of them appeared in Arms in the late Rebellion 
einſt the Government.

On November 18, 1725, John Thomſon was choſen Chief 
Warehouſe-keeper, and an Aſſiſtant Warehouſe-keeper, z 
ſufficient Clerk in the Warehouſe-keeper's Office, and x 
Surveyor of the Warehouſe were appointed; but the 
latter only was choſen. The Surveyor of the Warehouſe 
was, by his Office to come every Evening into it, and 
examine the Pledges taken in that Day; and to fee 
whether any of them were deficient as to the Value ſet 
upon them, and paid by the Corporation. Had this 
Officer heen kept up, it would have rendered it in- 
poſſible for the Warehouſe-keeper to have wrong'd the 
Company, when ſo conſtant a Watch was over him, 
| Beſides this, it was order'd, firſt, that the Caſhier, after 
wards, that the Accomptant, ſhould have a Key of the 
Warehouſe, and upon the paying Money for any Pledge 
of Goods, ſhould ſee the Goods put into the Warehouſe, 
and not ſuffer them to be taken out without Repayment 
of the Money lent upon them by the Corporation. Theſe 
two Checks upon the Warehouſe-keeper ſeem'd to have 
been ſo well contriv'd, that no Prejudice could, in hu- 
man Probability, have ariſen to the Company, it they 
had been obſerv'd. But in a Twelvemonth afterwards, 


Mr. Clarke the Surveyor having given Information of 


the inſufficiency of Pledges, was diſcharged at the Re. 
queſt of Thomſon, and no ſuch Surveyor was ever after 
wards appointed. Beſides this, the Accomptant vis 
in ſome Time order'd to give his Key to the Meſſenger; 
and upon the Removal of the Corporation to Laurer 
Pountney- Hill from Fenchurch-ftyeet, no Care was taken to 
give the Meſſenger a new one; ſo that only Tlomſon had 
a Key to the Warehouſes there, by which Means he 
was leſt ſole Matter of them, and at Liberty to do what 
he thought fit; and if he could invent any Methods fo 
cheat the Corporation, the Opportunity and Temptati® 
Was put into his Hands. Accordingly, he did not fall 
to make Uſe of them; and the Method he took to that 
Purpoſe, was as follows: _ 

The Method laid down by the Corporation to Pie, 
ceed by, when Perſons came to borrow Money on Pledgts 
of Goods, was this. The Borrower ſign'd a Bill of Sal 
by which (acknowledging the Receipt of the Mone) ſo 
borrow'd) he transferred his Property in the m— 
pledged to the Corporation, allowing them to ſer] te 


fame, if they were not redeemed by ſuch a Time. I” 
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was tranſacted with the Warehouſe-keeper, who upon 
this gave the Borrower a Certificate, that the Goods 
were a ſufficient Security for the Sum borrowed ; which 
Certificate being carried ito the Caſhier, with the Bill 
of Sale, was his Voucher, for the Payment of the Money 
borrow'd. The Money being receiv'd by the Borrower, 
and a Receipt taken for the ſame, a Defeaſunce was 
exchanged between the Borrower and Caſhier 3 by which 
the latter gave a Power of Redemption of the Goods to 
the former, provided it were done in ſuch a Time, 
and with Repayment of the Money lent, with Intereſt 
and Charges; and the former gave the latter a Power to 
ſell the Goods in ſuch a Time, if they were not re- 
deem'd, the Surplus going to the Borrower. This was 
the Method of Proceeding on theſe Occaſions. | 
From this Account, it will be eaſy to conceive, that 
the Warehouſe-keeper (having all Checks taken off him) 
might get what Money he pleas'd of the Corporation's 
whenever he had a Mind. For Example, ſuppoſe he 
had a Mind to get 5007. In this Caſe he had nothing 
to do but to take a blank Bill of Sale, of which he had 
always Numbers by him for Uſe, and to fill it up with an 
imaginary Parcel of Goods, and to ſign it with a fictitious 
Name. After this, he was to fill up a Certificate, as 
abo vemention'd, ſign'd by himſelf, that he had receiv'd 
ſuch Goods, and that they were a ſufficient Security 
for the Money; and this fictitious Certificate being 
brought to the Caſhier, the Money was paid him, and 
the Corporation was robbed of ſo much. And this very 
Thing was actually done over and over, to the ruin of 
the Corporation, which could not once have happened, 
had not thoſe Checks upon Thomſon been taken away. 
Before I proceed with the Relation, I would obſerve 
farther, that the want of theſe Checks, as it gave the 
Warehouſe-keeper an Opportunity to rob the Corpora- 
tion; ſo in Caſe of a wicked Agreement between him 
and the Caſhier, it was as eaſy for him to afliſt the 
Caſhier alſo in plundering the Company. For theſe 
ictitious Certificates being the Caſhier's Vouchers, were 
capable of being made Money of te the Caſhier, as well 
is to the Warehouſe-keeper. For Example, if the 
' Caſhier had run out 10990 /. of the Company's, upon 
Projetts or Expences of his own, the Warehouſe-keeper, 
if there were an Underſtanding between them, had 
| nothing to do but to ſend him one or more of the above- 
| acntion'd fictitious Certificates to the Value of the Sum 
| r de 
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| he wanted; which would give the Caſhier Credit in 
his Accounts with the Company for ſo much Money, u 
he had imbeziled, or unlawfully laid out of their 
and ſet Him quite right; tho? it would be indeed to the 
Loſs of the Corporation of juſt ſo much Money, as that 
fictitious Certificate gave him Credit for in his Accounts 
This alſo was actually done, and to the Amount 
of very great Sums which are known, beſides others 
that are unknown; after which, it was no, Wonder at 
all if the Warehouſe - kee per and Caſhier diſappeared in 

one Day ; when there had been ſo wicked a Defign ct. 
ried on between them. IE 6 

It is true, all theſe Things could not have laſted 
long, had the Directors of the Corporation diligently 
and frequently examined the Accounts of the Company; 
but this ſeems to have been little or not at all regarded 
em. 

Other Steps, taken by the Directors of the Corporation 
ſeem'd as if they were contriv'd to aſſiſt Thomſon in car- 

Trying on his Deſigns. For, whereas by a former Re- 
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gulation, it was order'd, that no Sum above 10001, be lified 
lent upon any one Pledge; it was order'd, November 6, willin 
1726, that the proper Officers, with a Warrant under nation 
the Hand of one of the Committee, or Aſſiſtants, might Game 
lend above 1000 J. upon any one Pledge.

whom were ſeveral Gentlemen with Swords by their 
Sides, without any Ceremony or Reſpe&t for that awful 
Tribunal, fell a hooting and hiſſing at the Court; and 
notwithſtanding all that the Doorkeepers could to 
prevent it, they went on with their Din and Noiſe, 
and throwing Reproaches upon the Gentlemen who had 
aſſembled, till the Court was obliged to break up, 
Among thoſe that did refign, was Monſieur Portail, 
the firſt Preſident's Son, who is himſelf a Preſident 
à Mortier, of whom it is ſaid that the firſt Preſident, his 
Father, talking to him about the Affair of his Reſigns 
tion, azked him gravely, Whether he intended to live 
without an Office?

While theſe Things were tranſacting, there were two 
Conferences held between the Cardinal de Fleury and the 
Keeper of the Seals, Oc. on the one Part, and the Gen- 
tlemen of the Great Chamber of the Parliament on the 
other; the firſt of which was held on the 21ſt in the 
Evening, and the ſecond on the 22d in the Morning be- 
dre the Gentlemen of the Great Chamber had their Au- 
dience of his Majeſty. At the firſt of theſe Conferences 
the Miniſters of State launched out, and inveighed with- 
out Meaſure againſt the Conduct of the Gentlemen of the 
Seven Chambers in abdicating their Offices, and ſaid, 
among other Things, That they muſt be treated in a 
Manner that will ſerve for an Example to all Poſterity; ;, 
for in ſhort they deſerve to be proſecuted, and their 
Eſtates to be confiſcated. 8 | 

The Gentlemen of the Great Chamber on the other 
hand juſtified the Condu® of their Brethren, and peremp- 
torily infiſted upon Freedom in voting; alledging, that 
that Privilege ought to remain entire in the Parlia- 
ment, and complained much that two of their Brethren 
had been baniſhed, only for giving their Advice as they 
thought themſelves obliged in Honour and Conſcience 
to do. The Cardinal and his Aſſociate, Monſieur e 
Chauvelin, denied that thoſe two Counſellors were ba- 
niſhed for ſpeaking their Sentiments with too great Free- 
dom, but pretended that the King had other Reaſons for 
puniſhing them; however, they did not think fir to 
explain what thoſe Reaſons were, and in that unhappy 
Country they cannot be obliged ſo to do. 

The ſecond Conference was held next Morning at the 
Cardinal's, when his Eminency had the Chancellor Da- 
zueſſeau, as well as Monſieur Chauvelin with him. At 
this Conference ſeveral Ex pedients were propoſed, but 
they broke up without coming to any final Reſolution z 
and the Gentlemen of the Great Chamber were then 
conducted to the Audience of his Majeſty, who made 
them the Speech above-mentioned. 

On the 23d they returned to Paris, and the Firſt Pre- 
lident went directly to the Archbiſhop of that City, to 
conferr with him upon the ſame Subject; after which 
be communicated to the Chambers of Enquetes and Re- 
{res what had paſſed at Compiegne, and alſo what had 
palled between him and the Archbiſhop of Paris. He 
told them, that his Majeſty had not yet accepted _ 
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Reſignations, but propoſed, that if they would reſume 
their Offices, he would, in Conſideration of that Tegz 
mony of their Obedience, permit them to draw up 4 
Memorial or Manifeſto, to explain the Reaſons of their 
Conduct; and that the Archbiſhop propoſed to put ot 
another Mandate to explain the former. As to this lat 
Propoſal, they anſwer'd, that it was not ſufficient, and 
therefore they inſiſted upon a Declaration for preventing 
the Biſhops from harraſſing or proſecuting any Perſon 
for the future, upon Account of the Conſtitution Uni 
genitus, And as to his Majeſty's Propoſal, they ſaid, 
That the Motives upon which they had acted, ſtill ſub-

Wdile this Declaration was reading, Amazement and 


Perturbation of Spirit were viſible in the Countenance of 
every Member of the Aﬀembly ; and a general Silence 
was the plaineſt Evidence of a general Concern.

This Step put all Paris under a Conſternation; and 
the Mareſchal de Villars in particular is ſaid to have 
erpreſſed great Reſentment about it. Here the Matter 
els at preſent ; only the laſt Advices brought Word 
that the Court had allowed them a little more Liberty 
than at firſt, as of changing their Places of Exile, and 
even allowing ſome of them tv return to Paris.

Fing ill ſatisfied with your Conduct, I order you to fo” 


the King's Orders to the Parliament for holding the 
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SPAIN. 


WE juſt mention'd in our laſt the great Spaniſh Ay. 
VV mament, and the Deſign it was at laſt known v 
| be ſent upon. Since that Time, the Expedition hu 
been both begun and ended; of which we ſhall give te 
Reader thoſe Particulars which have been made publick, 
O RAN is a City of conſiderable Note, lying at the 
Fottom of a Bay, upon the Coaſt of Barbayy, ove 
againſt Cartagena in Spain, from whence it is diſtant but 
a very few Days Sail. This City was taken by the e 
niards in the Year 1509, and continu'd in their Hanis 
200 Years, till 1708, when the preſent King of Sai 
being cloſely preſs'd by the Allies, could ſend no Sup- 
plies either of Men, Ammunition, or Provifion, to his 
Governor of Oran; which obliged him to abandon the 
Town to the Algerines, who had inveſted it with! 
great Army. Since the Moors had it in their Power it 
was very troubleſome to the Spaniards, by the Piracies 
with which the Seas and Coaſts of Spain were infeſie 
from thence. There belongs to it a Fort call'd Maze. 
quivir, which is ſituate at a little Diſtance to the Well 
of Oran, in another Bay. It was taken by the Spaniards, 
and retaken by the Algerines, about the ſame Time with 
Oran, and is a very ſtrong Fortification, | 
On the 29th of June, N. S. the Spaniſi Troops vere 
ſet on Shore, without any Oppoſition ; tho' the Man 
appear'd upon the Mountains at a Diſtance from them, 
to the Number of 17600 Men. But the next Day, thc 
Moors being recruited, came down upon them, The 
Spaniſh Army was prepared for the Encounter, nd 
drawn up in Order of Battle. The Fight was long nd 
ſharp. The main Part of the Moors Attack*was borne 
by the Spaniſn Left Wing; who, after an Engagement 
of above four Hours, vigorouſly ſuſtain'd on both Sides, 
repulſed the Moors with great Loſs, and drove then 
from the Tops of the Mountains with ſo much Hall 
and Fear, that the Alarm reaching Oran, ſtruck ſuch 
panick Terror there, that the Bey or Governor, and 
Garriſon, abandon'd the Place with the utmoſt Precipr 
tation, and the Spaniards enter'd it the next Day, beit 
the 1ſt of July. It was remarkable, that the ſame Fer 
fon who was Governor of Oran at preſent, and forſool 
it without ſtriking a Blow, was the ſame Man by whoſe 


Condutt it was taken from the Spaniards in 1 
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1708. The Fort of Mazalquivir, which would have 
held the Spaniards for a Month, had it been well defen- 
ded, was alſo ſurrender'd by the Garriſon, without 
firing a Gun. ee Poo 
This rapid Succeſs, ſtruck Terror into all the neigh- 
bouring Places for ſome Time; and it was reported, 
that the Algerines themſelves were trembling for Fear, 
and ready to abandon their City, and many of the In- 
habitants began to remove their Effects. But the Pro- 
greſs of the Spaniards was interrupted, partly by the 
violent Heats of the Country, which brought-a great 
Sickneſs and Mortality among the Soldiers; and partly 
by the Want of freſh Water, which is very ſcarce on 
that Coaſt of Africa; ſo that they could not make any 
diſtant Marches. Beſides this, the Moors having reco- 
ver'd their Fright, took Heart again, and began to en- 
tertain the Spaniards with very ſhar p Skirmiſhes, which 
all the advanced Parties of their Army were frequently 
received with. In theſe Skirmiſhes, the Moors were ot- 


ten ſucceſsſul; their Light Horſe being good Soldiers, tho” 
their Foot are but indifferent; and once by an Ambui- 


cade, they ſurpriz'd a conſiderable Body of Spaniſh Troops, 
of whom they kill'd 300, and among the reſt, the Duke 
de St. Blas, a Grandee of Spain. At laſt, after a great 


deal of Ex pectation from this long meditated Expedi- 


tion, News came that the Spaniſi Troops were embark- 
ing again for Spain, thoſe excepted, who were left in 
Garriſon at Oran and Mazalquivir ; and by the End of 
the Month they were landed again in Spain, N 

To this general Account, it may not be amiſs to add 


the following Relation, as it was ſent by the Spani/h Ge- 
neral to the King. N 


An Account of the Glorious Succeſs of the Army and Fleet 
F Spain, which ſailed from Alicant, June 15, N.S. 1732. 


| He Catholick Majeſty's Fleet, which rendezvous'd 


in the Bay of Alicant, and the Troops deſign'd tor 


_ the projected Expedition, ſet ſail the 15th of June, to 


the Number of 500 Tranſports, twelve Men of War of 
the Line, two Fregates, two Bomb-Galliots, ſeven 
Galleys, eighteen Galliots with Oars, and twelve Barca- 
lunga 5, This numerous Fleet was obliged by contrar v 
Winds, to lie ſeven Days under Shelter of Cape de Pals, 
2m whence they weighed Anchor the 24th, with a 

ar Wind, ſteering towards the Streights, and on the 
: 28th, 
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25th, they made the Coaſt of Oran. The Wind being ab. 
ſolutely contrary, they could not get to Shore ?till the 
28th, tho' they did not loſe one Ship in all that Time 
neither was there any ſeparated from the Fleet. 
Orders having been given by the Captain-Genery 
Count de Montemar, the Tranſports began the Deſcent 
the 29th at Break of Day, upon the Shore a League to 
the Weſtward of the Caſtle of Almarxa, or Mazalquivir 
under Cover of the Fire of the Men of War and Galleys, 
| While the Troops were ranging themſelves in Proper. 
tion as they were ſet on Shore, a Body of 10 or 12,000 
Turks and Moors appear'd in Sight, divided into ſeverd 
Plat toons; but the Fire from the Men of War and Gal- 
leys kept them at a Diſtance; and the Standard of the 
| biggeſt Plattoon having been ſhot away by the firſt Can- 
non the St. Joſeph Galley fired, they retired farther off 
The Troops took the Opportunity of this Retreat to 
make an End of their Landing, and to put themſelves 
In good Order, which was executed by all the Foot and 
moſt of the Horſe, notwithſtanding the continual Skir- 
miſhes of the Moors, who did us no other Damage, than 
wounding a few of the King's Soldiers. When the 
Moors perceiv'd that they could not hinder our Landing, 
they endeavoured with ſome Plattoons of Horſe to ſur: 
round a Fountain at a little Diſtance from the Army, 
V here ſome Spaniſh Soldiers had been order'd to poſt them- 
ſelves. Their Deſign being diſcover'd, the Captain- 
General detached 16 Companies of Grenardiers under 
the Command of Don Lucan Fernando de Patinko, a Ma- 


Jor-General, and 400 Horſe commanded by the Maqueſs 
de Mina, alſo a Major-General, to cut off their Retreat, 


and at the ſame Time to poſſeſs themſelves of an advan- 
ced Poſt, which was very advantageous to cover the 
Right Wing of the Army. Notwithſtanding the Dun. 
ger there was in landing near that Fountain, a Troop of 
Soldiers of the Regiment of the Prince of Afturias ol. 
fer'd to run the Hazard, and by good Luck they charged 
the Moors, and poſſeſſed themſelves of that Poſt, which 
contributed very much to make the Moors retire to the 
Tops of the Mountains. | 

On the 3oth there was a general Engagement between 
the King's Troops and the Moors - It was a very brisk 
one, and altogether to the Advantage of the former. 
We began that Day to build a Fort upon the Sea-fide, at 
the Foot of the Mountain del Santo, to ſecure our Com-

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munication with the Fleet, and to cover the landing of 
our Provifions.

be Detachment which covered the Workmen, found 
themſelves unexpeRtedly engaged with the Moors, who 
came down to diſturb them, and vigorouſly attacked 
that Detachment, which had a Communication with 
the Line, and with the advanced Poſts ; fo that the one 


ſuccoured the other. The Captain-General hearing the 


Fire of the Muskets, haſten'd thither with ſome Com- 

nies of Grenadiers, to maintain the advanced Poſt ; 
but that Handful of Men not being able to withſtand the 
Impetuoſity of ſo many Mooriſh Troops, the whole Ar- 


my was put in Motion to fall upon them. The Count 
de Montemar diſpoſed his Left Wing in fuch a Manner, 


25 to withſtand the Enemy's Efforts, and at the ſame 
Time to gain with fix Columns the Tops of the Moun- 
tains from whence they came down: Which was execu- 
ted, notwithftanding the Enemy's Refiftance, and the 


advantageous Situation of the Place, which is in the 


Form of an Amphitheatre; fo that they were puſhed 


from Height to Height, till they were obliged to take 


to their Heels. This Succeſs was owing to the Courage 
of his Catholick Majefty's Troops, and to the Conduct 
of the General Officers, who were always at the Head 
of their Columns, driving the Moors quite away from 
the Mountain del Santo, on which they had poſted them- 
ſelves, and which commands the important Fort of Al- 
marza ; and from thence they drove the Enemy from the 
contiguous Heights, 75 


In the Afternoon we could not continue the Charge, 


becauſe the Troops were fatigued and wanted Water. 
They ſtaid upon the Mountains till the next Morning, 
July 1. and the Barbarians not appearing, the Army 
marched in queſt of them. Advice was brought us, 
that ail their Troops, having the Bey at their Head, 
with his Guards and 200 Camels, loaded with his beſt 
Furniture and Effects, were retir'd by Favour of the 
Night, abandoning the Forts and Town of Oran. 


The Army purſued their March with Speed, and 0 
found the Place deſerted; but in the Bey's Houſe were 
ſome of his Goods, which in the Hurry he was in he 


could not carry off, The Magazines were full of Am- 

munition, and we found a Camp they had formed be-

It is very remarkable, that during the three Days, 
which the Landing and the different Skirmiſhes of the 
Enemy took up, they never once thought of retiring 
2 into their Forts and Caſtles, nor of taking with them 
| | their Equipage, Tents, Arms, Ammunition, Oc. There 
Z were found in thoſe Forts 138 Pieces of Cannon, to wit, 
3 87 Braſs, and the reſt Iron; ſeven Mortars, all Sorts of 
Utenſils, and Proviſions and Ammunition for a long De- 
fence: But they were in ſuch a Fright, that they did 
not ſo much as make Uſe of the 12 Field-Pieces, which 
were ready to be carried wherever they pleaſed, and 
were found under Fort St. Philip. They alſo abandon'l 
in the Shallows a large Galliot and nve Brigantine, 
with which they uſed to inſeſt the Coaſls of Spain. 
Theſe conſiderable Advantages have reſtored to his 
Catholick Majcſty's Dominion the important Town of 
Oran, encompaſſed with good Walls, and defended by 
five Forts or Caſlles, ſituate upon the Heights, among 
which is that of Santa Cruz, which is reckon'd impreg 
nable, and covers the Bay of Maza!quivir, the Callle 
whereof is built in a Rock, and can neither be battered 
nor undermined. This Conqueſt will deliver the Inh- 
| bitants of the Coaſt of Spain from the V ifits of thoſe

The 
Engine is ſo large, and there are ſo many Wheels, Mo- 
tions, Spindles and other things belonging to it, that it 
was three Years after he had obtained his Patent, before 
he could poſſibly finiſh the Engine. After the finiſhing 
thereof, he could make no Benefit thereby, till he had 
procured and inſtrufted a ſufficient Number of Perſons 
how to work the ſame; and before he could do this, 
his Sardinian Majeſty had got an Account that the En- 
gine was ſet up in England, and he was ſo ſenfible of 
the Diſadvantage it would be to his Country, to have

Eſtates, how many of them have 
great Families to ſupport, and many Children to pro- 
vide for, and how many even of thoſe who have large 
Eſtates in Land are ſo charged with Mortgages,  Join- 
tures or Rent-Charges, that it is hardly poſſible for 
them to ſupport. their Character in the Country where 
they live, though they were not to pay one Shilling to- 
wards a Land Tax. by | 
Our Nobility and Gentry were once famous for Hof. 
itality and Generoſity; if the unavoidable Neceſſities 
of State have obliged them for ſo many Years to abridge 
their Expence, and contract their Manner of living, let 
us do at leaſt what is in our Power to reſtore them to 
their former State, by relieving them of a Part of that 
Burthen, which they, and they only, have for ſo many

This Motion being ſeconded, Mr. PI. r roſe up 
and ſpoke in Subſtance as follows. Sir, I agree with 
the Right Hon. Gentleman who made the Motion, in 
this, That the landed Gentlemen of this Nation have 
been for many Years ſubje& to very grievous Taxes ;

ſmall preſent Eaſe, which will be attended with moft 
heavy and moſt fatal Conſequences, 

I had the Honour, Sir, to be one of thoſe who were 
inſtrumental in getting this Clog upon our Trade re- 
moved; I hope I ſhall have the Honour to be one of 
thoſe who ſhall be inſtrumental in preventing its being 
forced upon us again ; for if this Duty be revived, I de- 
pair of ever ſeeing it again taken off. It is not always 
a certain Maxim, that thoſe Taxes which are moſt Ge- 
neral are leaſt Burthenſome: Upon the contrary, it 
Holds true in all Countries, and at all Times, that thoſe 
Taxes which are laid upon the Luxuries of Mankind 
are the leaſt Burthenſome; and I believe in the moſt 
Luxurious Country upon Earth, I am ſure as to this

Thoſe Gentlemen who talk fo much of its being de- 
fruftive to our Trade and ManuſaQures, ought to come 
to Particulars 5; they ought to ſhew what Trade or Ma- 
nufature was loſt or injured during the 34 Years that 
the Tax continued to be paid by the People of England ; 
they ought to ſhew what Manufaftures have become 
cheaper, or what Sort of Tradeſmens Wages have been 
lowered ſince the aboliſhing of this Tax : If any one 
ſuch Effet could be made appear, I ſhould believe they 
had ſome Reaſon for what they ſay ; but when the 
contrary Fats appear to be true, I cannot join in Opi- 
nion with them.

I am ſorry, Sir, to find, that we are reduced to this 


Ertremity, that we muſt either lay on a Land-Tax, 


which ſeems to be agreed by all to be heavier than 


the Landed Gentlemen of this Nation are able to bear, 


or other ways we muſt lay on a Tax, which in the Opi- 
nion of, I hope, the Majority of this Houſe, is of much 
more fatal Conſequence. How fatal, Sir, is this Neceſ- 
ſity? Our Landed Gentlemen muſt be ruined, or the 
whole Nation muſt be undone! It is certain, Sir, that 
every Tax is an Evil, and an Evil that ought to be

| I have, I hope, Sir, as deep a Senſe of the Miſeries 
and Sufferings of my Fellow-Countrymen as any Man 
än this Houſe, and when I ſpeak of charging Land in 
place of charging Salt, I am certain, and I believe eve 
Man that knows me, will think, that I ſpeak againſt 
my own Private Intereſt; and therefore I flatter myſelf, 
that thoſe who hear me, will think I am ſincere in 
what I ſay. It is very true, Sir, that the Reducing of 
the Land- Tax would be a great Relief to the Landed 
Gentlemen, if it could be done without taking as 
much from them in another Way. The Land- Tax is in- 
deed a heavy Charge upon the Landholders of this 
Kingdom; but that is the only Evil attending it; I 
cannot grant that it is ſo unequal as ſome Gentlemen 
have been pleaſed to repreſent; every Man ought to pay 
to the Publick Charge in Proportion to the Benefit he 
receives therefrom; a Poor Man who has no Property,

The heavy Weight that lies upon the Landholders, is 
I ſay, Sir, the only Evil attending the Land-Tax, but 
in conſidering the Evils that neceſſarily attend a Tax 
upon Salt, the Land-Tax will upon the Compariſon be 
found to have many Advantages: One of the great E- 
vils of a Salt Tax, I may ſay the greatelt, becauſe it 
ſtrikes at our Conſtitution, is the great Number of Of- 
ficers which muſt be employed in collecting that ſmall 
| Branch of the Revenue. Theſe Officers are all named 
by the Crown, and being ſpread all over the Country, 
mut have a great Influence in Elections: This, Sir, 
throws a greater Power into the Hands of the CrovN, 
than is in my Opinion conſiſtent with the Liberties of 
this Nation. If it ever thall happen to be the Mistor- 
tune of this Nation, to have a Sett of wicked Miniſler! 
in the Adminiſtration, and a weak, or an ambitious 
Prince upon the Throne, the great Number of e 
| | | employe 
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employed in collecting the Publick Revenue, muſt be of 
the moſt dangerous Gonſequence to our happy Conſtitu- 
tion; and therefore we ought not upon any Pretence 
whatſoever, to increaſe the Number of thoſe Slaves of 
in Adminiſtration. As to this Evil, the Land-Tax has 
by much the Advantage of the Salt- Tax; in the firſt 
there are few or no Officers employed; the laſt will 
make an Addition of fix or ſeven Hundred to the Num- 
her of Officers we had before. This Tax upon Salt is 
likewiſe a dangerous Precedent ; it is one Step towards 
a General Exciſe; from this which is really an Exciſe 
upon Salt, we may come to have an Exciſe laid upon 
every thing we can either eat or drink. It would be dan- 
gerous to begin to raiſe even the Taxes we now pay by 
the Method of Exciſe, both becauſe it would be a bad 
Precedent, and becauſe of the Uncertainty of the Pro- 
duce: If the raiſing them by Exciſe ſhould produce 
leſs than they now do, they could not anſwer thoſe. 
Payments for which they are appointed; and if it raiſ- 
ed more, it might (conſidering the preſent Eſtabliſh- 
ment of the Civil Lift) throw more Money into the 
Hands of the Crown, than would be conſiſtent with the 
Freedom of the People. 5 | 
Another Advantage which the Land-Tax has over the 
Tax now propoſed, is, that the Raiſing of a Shilling in 
the Pound, coſts but a meer Trifle, and is ſubjedt to no 
Frauds; the Whole, I may ſay, that is raiſed from the 
People, comes to the Uſe of the Publick, and to the 
Benefit of the People; the Caſe. is quite different as to 
the Tax upon Salt; it is impoiſible to raiſe the Salt 
Duty without employing a great Number of Officers, 
they muſt all have Salaries, beſides the Perquiſites and 
Gratuities which always have been, and always will 
de given to Men in ſuch Offices: The honeſt Part of 
Mankind can never get common Juſtice from them with- 
out paying the Perquiſite, and the fraudulent Part of 
the Nation will always purchaſe their Connivance by 
large Qratuities ; thus a very large Sum will be raiſed 
upon the People, and but a ſmall Part thereof will ever 
come to the Uſe of the Publick, or to the Benefit of the 
Nation. This was formerly the Caſe of this Duty upon 
Salt; there was always a great Difference betwixr the 
Groſs and Neat Produce th>reof, and there never was 
any Tax in this Country that gave ſo much Occafion 
to Frauds and Perjuries; the Tax is ſo much above the 
proper Price of the Commodity upon which it. is nil,

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that it always was, and always muſt be a great Temps 
tation for People to perjure themſelves, and cheat the 
P «| !

I am ſurprized, Sir, to hear any Gentleman doubt of 


this Duty upon Salt being heavy upon Trade, and pre- 
Judicial to the Manufattures of the Nation. It is ſo eaſy 


in this Caſe to come to particular Inſtances, that I defy 
any Man to name one Trade or Manufacture that it is 
not prejudicial to: Can any Man ſuppoſe it does not en- 


Hance the Price of all Provifions, and by enhancing the 
Price of them it becomes a Charge upon every Manu- 


facture in particular; but upon our Navigation it is in. 


ſupportable; every Ship that ſails from this Kingdom, 


muſt pay dear for her Salt Proviſions, or muſt go to 
Tome other Place to take them in: Do not we know, 
Sir, that many of our Merchant Ships for theſe ſeveral 
Years laſt paſt have gone to Ireland to take in the Salt 
Prov iſions neceſſary for their intended Voyage? If this 


Tax had been diſcontinued for any Number of Years, 
they would probably have returned to victual in our 


own Ports, as they always did before the laying on of 
this Tax upon Salt. Even the ſhort Time it has been 
diſcontinued, has ſhewn what a Diſadvantage the re- 
viving of it will be to the Improvement of Land. Since 
the Tax was taken off, ſeveral Experiments have been 
made for the Improvement of Land by the Means of 


Salt, and they have all anſwered to Admiration. The 
Revival of this Tax cannot therefore proceed from any 
Compaſſion for the Landed Gentlemen, fince we thereby 
pre vent the Improvement of their Lands; and a very 
mall Improvement of the Rent of an Eſtate is worth 2

But in the preſent Caſe, Sir, we not only prevent the 


Improvement of Land Eſtates, but we really take 3s 


much from almoſt every Landed Gentleman in another 


way, as he ſaves by the Diminution of the Land Tax;

of his Tenants, as to diſable them, or ſome of them at 
leaſt, from paying the ſame Rent they formerly paid.

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cut poor Country ſuffered by contending Armies? What 
is this to be aſcribed to? certainly to that wiſe Poli- 
tick of the Landlords, eflabliſhed as a Law in that 
Country, that whenever any Farmer ſuffered any Loſs 
in his Farm by the Incampments or Depredations of an 
Army, he paid no Rent for that Year to his Landlord : 
By that he was enabled to ſupport the Loſs, and to re- 
pair the Damages for the Benefit of his Landlord as well 
2s himſelf. Do we not ſee the Effects of a contrary 
Politick in Poland ? There, the poor Tenants are racked 
and oppreſſed, and for that very Reaſon one Half of 
that Country, which is naturally one of the moſt fertile 
in Europe, lies waſte and uncultivated. This will al- 
ways be the Conſequence, when a Landlord charges his 
Tenant for the Sake of a ſmall Eaſe to himſelf. 
We have already, Sir, ſo many Taxes, ſo many Im- 
poſitions z the Price of every Thing is thereby ſo much 
enhanced, that none of our Manufactures can be ſold in 
2 Foreign Market ſo cheap as the ſame Sort of Manu- 
factur es are fold by our Neighbours. To this only, 
the great Decay of our Trade is to be imputed ; and if 
it had not been for ſome natural Advantages, it would 
have been before now entirely loſt and gone, It would 
have been happy for this Nation, if they had always 
raiſed the Supplies within the Year: We ſeverely feel 
the Effects of this Error in Politicks committed by the 
Generation before us: And yet ſhall we with our 
Eyes open go on in the ſame Track, and doubly load 
our Poſterity for a ſmall preſent Eaſe to ourſelves? We 
are told, that this Tax is to continue but for three 
| Years; but I plainly ſee, that it muſt be continu*d 
longer: By Computation it is allowed that 500,090 J. 
may be raiſed by this Tax, in the Space of two Veatrs 
and a Half, from whence I foreſee, that at the End of 
three Years we ſhall be told, that there being Half a 
Year good in Hand, the continuing it but for two 
Years longer, will raiſe ſuch another Sum. I do not 
doubt, but that at the End of this three Years, we 
ſhall be under a much greater Neceſſity of raiſing ſuch 
a Sum by extraordinary Means, than we are at preſent,

Danger; and I hope the People of this Nation will 
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ways find, that what they ſave by this Eaſe as to the 
Land- Tax, is more than exhauſted by what they pay ct 
of their own Pockets, towards the Tax laid on in itz 
Room; and at the ſame Time the poor Tenants and 
Farmers are oppreſſed, and the Trade of the Country 
undone, - Let us but ſuppoſe, that the Sum of five Mil. 
lions were to be raiſed, and this I believe is as large : 
Sum as the nett Produce of all our Taxes will amount 
to. If this Sum were to be all raiſed by a Land-Tax, 
it would amount to ten Shillings in the Pound: This 
indeed would be a moſt grievous Tax, but let any Gen. 
tleman compute what he now pays under the preſent 
Method of Taxation, towards the Land-Tax, towards 
the Malt-Tax, towards the Window Lights, and by the 
advanced Price of all the Neceſſaries and Conveniencies 
of Life, which he either makes Uſe of in his Family, 
or is obliged to call and pay for when he is abroad; 1 
believe he will find, that in the Year's Time it amounts 
to more than if he were to pay a Land-Tax of ten Shil- 
lings in the Pound, and at leaſt to as much again upon 
the reſt of the People. This, Sir, is the unavoidable 
Conſequence of our preſent Method of Taxation. The 
Charge is ſo great, and the Advantages taken by the 
Merchant and Retailer are ſo extravagant, that one 


_ Half at leaſt of what is raiſed upon the People, never 


comes to the Uſe of the Publick. It is ſo far, Sir, from 


being laid out, or expended for the Benefit of the Peo- 
ple, that it may ſome time or another be turned towards 
the enſlaving of them. From whence, ir, I think it is 


as demonſtrable as any Propoſition in Euclid, that it ve 
actually paid a Land-Tax of ten Shillings in the Pound, 
without paying any other Exciſes or Duties, our Liber. 
ties and our Properties would be much more ſecure, and 
every Landed Gentleman might live at leaſt in as much 
Plenty, and might make a better Proviſion for his Fi 


mily, than under our preſent Method of Taxation.

Tax, and great Complaints, that notwithſtanding of its 
being raiſed for the Good of all, yet there were but a 
ſmall Part of the Nation that contributed any Thing 
thereunto 3 I grant, Sir, that it is ſo far unequal; but 
then as no Man contributes but he that has an Eſtate, it 
cannot be ſaid, that it is inſupportable to anv Man; 
and it muſt be allowed, that the reſt of the Nation ate 
quite free from that Burthen. But this Tax upon Salt 
is as unequal as the other, for there are a great many 
Gentlemen in this Nation, the greateſt Part of whoſe 
Eſtates conſiſts in Salt-Works, and by this Tax there 
will be at leaſt one ſixth Part, T may ſay one fourth 
Part of theſe Eſtates taken from them. The Inequality 
therefore is as great with reſpect to this Tax, as with 
reſpect to that upon Land; but no Man, no Perſon in 
the Nation can be free from this Tax upon Salt, it muſt 
be burthenſome upon all, and inſupportable to a great 
many, I have the leſs Reaſon to be againſt the re- 
viving of this Tax, becauſe by the Articles of the U- 
nion, that Part of the Country which I come from is 
to be free therefrom, or at leaſt from the greateſt Part 


thereof: Nor can I think that the taking off of a Tax, 


for one Year, which Scotland is by the Articles of the 
Union to be free from, and laying it on the very next 
Year, will ever afford a Pretence for the charging of 
the People of Scotland with the Payment of ſuch a Tax, 
atherwiſe it would be eaſy to ſubject them to all thoſe.

It is well known how many Frauds and Perjuries 
were committed during the Time that there was a Duty 
upon Foreign Salt, and Drawbacks allow'd upon the 
Exportation of Fiſh cured therewith. How many Shipy 
were ſent out with Fiſh, pretended to be fo cured, 


which never carry'd any to a foreign Market ? Do not 
we know, that ſome Ships have been enter'd, or at leaf 
pretended to have been enter'd, and the Drawbacks for 


the Cargnes of ſuch pretended Ships, have been not 
only allow'd, but paid, and yet it was afterwards dif- 
cover'd, that no ſuch Ship was ever built ? One Gentle- 
man was obliged to fly his Country for ſuch Practices;

terred from being guilty of ſuch Crimes, by the Seve- 


rity of the Puniſhment he met with. The Multitude 
of thoſe Frauds committed by the Exporters, or preten- 
ded Exporters of Fiſh cured with foreign Salt, was ſo 


great, that the Government was obliged at laſt to take 


the Duty entirely off of foreign Salt, and every Man 
was allowed to import Duty-free, as much as was ne. 


ceſſary for curing all the Fith he exported to any foreign 
Market : What was the Conſequence ? Why, under this 


Pretence of curing Fiſh for a foreign Market, a great 


deal of foreign Salt was imported publickly, and after- 


wards privately fold about the Country for all the Uſes 


in Life; and it is well known, the Proprietors of Salt · 


Works know it to their Coft, that while the Duty con- 


tinu'd upon home-made Salt, there was none of it ever 
made Uſe of in many Parts of this Iſland. If this Tax 


be revived, the ſame Frauds will be renew'd ; and 
Frauds there will be, put it in what Shape you will : If 
you revive the Duty on foreign Salt, there will then be 
Frauds as to the Draw backs; if you revive the Duty 
en home Salt, without laying a Duty on the mop 
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gun of foreign Salt, then in ſeveral Places of the Coun- 
they will fall upon ſome fraudulent Way or other 
of getting foreign Salt for all Uſes; whereby 2% will 
increaſe the national Ex pence, and in a little Time de- 
troy moſt of your own alt-Works. | 
The Independency of this Houſe has of late Years 
deen much talk'd of; I hope it will always be inde- 
pendent : But ? muſt fay, Sir, that if a Scheme had 
deen laid down for making this Houſe dependent upon 
the Crown, a more eaſy, a more effectual, a more cer- 
tin Method could not have been contriv'd for the Suc- 
ceſs of ſuch a wicked Scheme, than this of reviving the 
delt Duty. By this Duty there is ſo large a Sum year- 
ly raiſed, and ſo little brought to the publick Account, 
that it may really be moſt properly called, a bribing us 
with our own Money. IF am fure his Majeſty never can 
think of fach a Scheme; he has the Intereſt of the Na- 
tion, and the Benefit of Mankind too much at Heart, to 
let any ſuch Schemes ever enter into his Thoughts; 
but every Man is ſenſible, that a great Number of Offi- 
cers, all named by the Crown, and removeable at rhe

e part of this Time, the Crown had, beſides this Number 
e of Salt Officers, a much more numerous Army than it 
{ has at preſent 3 conſequently the Power of the Crown 
Js 


muſt have been much greater than it can be made by 
what is now propoſed ; and yet it was never found to 
be too great; but on the contrary, the Crown was al- 
ways obliged to ſue for, and to ſubmit to the Inclina- 
tions of the People. While the Power of the Crown is 
properly apply'd, and made Uſe of only to defend the 
Liberties and Properties of the Subject, the Crown will 
always have the Inclinations of the Majority of the 
People in its Favour. This is the natural and juſt In- 
fluence which the Crown ought to have, and I hope it- 
vill never have any other in this Kingdom. We know 
that the Factious and Diſaffected have always exclaimed 
2painſt the Number of Officers, and have alledged that 
the Diſappointments they met with, in their Oppoſi- 
tion to the moſt juſt and the moſt reaſonable Meaſures 
propoſed by the Court, proceeded from the Influence of 
ſuch Officers; but it is evident, that the People of this 
Nation never could be brought by ſuch Influence, to do 
my thing that was inconſiſtent with their Liberties and

than my giving a poor Man half a Crown, can be a 
Precedent for my giving him my whole Eſtate. We 


find that the Method of raifing Taxes by Way of Exciſe, 


is not abſolutely inconſiſtent with Liberty; we find it 


is the Method by which moſt of the Taxes are raiſed in 
Holland; and their Method is reckon'd much more pre- 
ferable to ours, by all thoſe who underſtand any Thing 


of Trade; yet no Man can ſay but that the Dutch are :

I muſt ſay, Sir, I ani ſurprized at the Propoſal that 
has been made for laying this whole Tax upon Salt made 
in Scotland; I am perſuaded the Gentlemen are not 
ſerious in what they propoſe; I reckon it was made on} v 
to divert the Principal Queſtion, and to oblige the Gen- 
tlemen of that Country to be againſt it, not becaule they 
diſapprove of it in the Main, but for fear their Country 


ſhould be by an Aſter-Relolution charged with a Duty 


which by the Articles of the Union they are declared 
free from for ever. The Salt Duty now propoſed to be 
revived, was granted at two ſeveral Times; one was 
for but 1 5. fer Buſhel, the other was for 2 s. 4 4. pr 
Buſhel. At the Time of making the Union, the Score, 
Commiſhoners were willing that their Country ſhould 
aſter a certain Term of Years be ſubject to the 1 s. per 


| Buſhel ; but they declared that their People could not 


poſfibly afford to pay the additional 25. and 44; and 
therefore they inſiſted upon their being free from it fur 
ever, which of our Side was agreed to.

| the gth and 16th of King William had impoſed this Duty 


of 2.5, ayd 44, for ever, and therefore that Aiticle of

Y'mam exempted from the Duty nf 2 5. ad, impo/elt As 
home-made Salt, by an Act made in England in the gth and 
10% Vers of King William III. of England. Can there 
be any thing more exptreſs thau this? By the Act therein 
mentioned, the Duty. w 5 exprelly to cantinue.'to be 
levied in En:land fur ever. Is it not therefore evident. 
that by the Article of the Union referring to that Act. 
the Scots are for euer to be free from that Nuty ? thai! 
we be ſo unjuſt, ſhall we be ſo ungencrous, as to make 
Uſe of a down right Quirk in Law to ſubject thiſe Peo- 
pie to a ty, which by the Agreement between us. 
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they are for ever to be free from ? This was the expreſz 
_ Stipulation between the two Nations at the Time the 

Union was made, How captious then muſt it be to ſay, 
that the Exemption can only bear a Relation to the Duty 
impoſed by that AR; and cannot be claimed with re. 
tpect to the ſame Duty now to be impoſed by a ney 
Act? If ſuch a Pretence were to be admitted, if taking 
off any Duty impoſed by former Acts, under which the 
People of Scotland were entitled to an Exemption, and 
laying on the ſame Duty again by a new AR, were ad. 
| mitted of as an Avoidance of their Claim of Exemption, 
of what Force can any ſuch Article of Agreement be? 
Have we it not in our Power at this rate to defeat every 
Exemption which the Scots are entitled to by the Union? 
For it is but repealing that Act under which they claim 
an Exemption, and then in a Year or two afterwards 
impoſing the ſame Duty by a new AR. Thus the Str 
might be at once ſubje&cd to thoſe Duties which they 
are not able, which they ought not to bear. But would 
it be fair, would it be candid in us to make Uſe of 


ſuch a Subterfuge, againſt a Nation that has truſted ſo 
much to our Honour ? 


This Tax cannot therefore be ſaid to be unequal, be- 
cauſe Scotland does n't pay as much as is paid in Exglard 
The People in that Country are to pay as much as they 
ought to piy, and as much as we can in Juſtice or Equity 
demand. Nor does it ſignify whether the Share they pay 
be ſent up here or not: They have an equal Right to be 
Protected and defended; the protecting and defending

Charge: It is a Part of the National Expence, and mull 

be defrayed out of the Publick Revenue; and the ap 
plying of the Money raiſed in that Country towards the 
publick Expence in that Country, is the ſame at if it 
were ſent up to the Exchequer here.

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"at paid by the Maker, or by the Seller, but by the 
(onſumer; and the Charge comes to ſuch a Trifle upon 
every particular Man, that it cannot be pretended that 
any Man will conſume leſs Salt than he did before; if 
there were no ſuch Tax, no Man would make Uſe of 
more Salt than he had occaſion for, and the Tax makes ſo 
mall an additional Charge, that it will never oblige any 
Man to make Uſe of leſs. | | 

The great Charge of raiſing this Tax, has been made 
Uſe of as a weighty Argument againſt it; but when we 
come to make a Compariſon between this and the Land- 
Tax, the Difference will be found to be but inconſider- 
able, If proper Allowances are made, it will be found 
that the raiſing of this Tax upon Salt will not coſt the 


Government above 22, 000 J. per Annum. The Land Tax 


we know coſts the Publick by Parliamentary Allowance 
and other neceſſary Charges of Management, at leaſt 
12,5001. per Annum; beſides this, there is an Office 


kept in Commiſhon on purpoſe for ſuperintending it, 


which coſis above 4000 T. per Annum more; ſo that the 
Land Tax really coſts the Publick about 18,005 /. per 


Arnum, Thus the Difference between the Charge of 


raiſing the Salt Tax, and that of raiſing the Land Tax 
appears at laſt to be but 3000 l. per Annun, which is 
not Half a Farthing in a Year to every Perſon that is to 
contribute thereunto. Shall we then for the Sake of 


ſaving this 40007. a Year to the Nation in general, or 


this Half a Farthing to every particular Perſon ; thall 
we, I ſay, for this Reaſon continue to oppreſs the 


Landed Gentlemen, contrary to all Equity and Juſtice, 
and refuſe to approve of a Meaſure by which they are 


to be relieved, without throwing any ſenſible Charge 
upon any one Man in the Nation? If the Difference 
were much higher than what it is, is it not with re- 
ſpeft to the Nation in general amply repaid by this, 


that in continuing the Land Tax at Two Shillings in : 


the Pound, the Natien is obliged to raiſe the whole 
Sum wanted within one Year? whercas if the Land Tax 


is put at One Shilling in the Pound, and the Salt Tax 


laid on in Place of the other Shilling, the Nation has 


three Years to raiſe that Sum, which otherways is to be 


raiſed in one. Every Man in common Life, would ra- 

ther chuſe to have three Vears for the Payment of a 

Debt, than to be obliged to pay it in one: Every Man 

would be glad to pay ſomething for ſuch an Indulgence,

The great Difference that always appeared between 
the groſs and nett Produce of this Duty. has been made 
Uſe ofes an Argument to ſhew the great Charge of collect. 
ing this Revenue, and to canvince us that there was al. 
ways a great deal more raiſcd from the Peopte, than 
ever came io the Benefit of the Publick ; but this Argu- 
ment will quite vaniſh when the Matter is ſet in a clear 
light; it will then appear, that thoſe Gentlemen are 
ina very great Miſtake: They have always catled that 
the groſs Produce, which never was any thing but the 
groſs Charge; theſe are two Things of a very different 
Nature, and there.ore they never ought to be confounded 
by thoſe who have a mind to form a right Judgment a. 
bout any Branch of the Revenue. We know that while 
this Duty was ſulſifting, the groſs Charge was generally 
reckened, communibus annis, at about 470,000 l. per Arn, 
but then there were a great many Articles charged to 
this Branch, which never were really produced of pail 
to it, and conſequently they never can be reckoned any 
Part of its groſs Produce, I ſhall take Notice of the 
moſt confiderable of thoſe Articles which were charged 
and brought to the general Account of this Branch, 
without ever being produced or paid by any one Perſon, 
and therefore it is certain that they never could be Jook- 
ed on as a Charge or Burthen upon the Subjetts of this 
Nation. C | 
In former Times, while this Duty was ſubſiſting, 
we Know that all Salt was charged with Duties when 
fold and delivered from the Works, and confequently 


from that Inſtant it became an Article of the grofs 


Charge of this Revenue ; but then whatever Salt wis 
bought by any Perſon who had a mind to export the 
fime, he paid no Money for the Duties then charged 


upon the Salt he had bought, but entered into a Bond to 


pay the Duty, which Bond was cancelled upon a De: 
benture made out, certifying the Salt to have been ex- 
Ported. From hence it appears, that ſor all the Salt 
that ever was exported, there never was One Farthing 
of Money actually paid by the Subject; and by the Buoks 
it appears, that this one Article «lone at a Medium, 4 
Yiounted 10 120, . per Aunum. As no Part of this 
Sum was ever produced or paid by any Perfon, there. 
ſore it cannot be reckoned as a Part of the groſs Provuce, 
though it was always reckoned as a Part of the gro 
Charge. . ; | .

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"ther confiderable Article aroſe from what was al- 
owed! for the Fiſhery 3 for Curers of Fiſh paid no Duty, 
neither did they give Bonds for what Salt they uſed in 
curing of Fiſh z but the Quantities which they took up 
for that purpoſe, were all entered in the Accounts of 
the Office, as a Part of the groſs Charge of this Duty, 
but were all diſcharged upon due Proof given, that the 
exit had been uſed in curing of Fiſh ; and this Article 
mounted as a Medium to 51,00 J. per Annum, which 
is likewiſe to be deducted from the groſs Charge. 5 
Rock Salt was charged with the Duty at the Pits, and 
i great dea! of this Rock Salt was afterwards melted 
down, and made into White Salt, which was alſo char- 
ged with the Duty, and both theſe Duties were charged 
in the Accounts of the Office ;; but tHe Refiner or Maker 
had an Allowance for ſo many Buſnels of Rock Salt, for 
which the Duty Had been charged, as he had melted 
down and made Ufe of in making White Salt. This 
Article generally amounted to about 36.000 J. per Ann.

It is well known that the whole Sums payable for Du- 
tics were always Charged in the Books of the Office 
ind yet there was always a Diſcount for Prompt-Pay- 
ment allowed, which amounted to about 20, 00 J. year- 
ly; and beſides this, there was another Allowance for 
Waſte on Salt carried Coaſtwiſe, which one Year with 
incther came to 11,9091. per Annum. There was like- 
wife an Allowance for Salt loſt at Sea, and an Allow- 
ance or a Drawback upon Salt Beef and Pork exported, 
both which amounted to 1650 J. per Annum. All theſe 
zums added together amounted to 239, 650 J. and as 
they never were raiſed upon the Subject, or if raiſed 
vere always returned, therefore they muſt all be de- 
tutted from the Grofs Charge, and the remaining Sum 
only, which is 230,350 J. is to be reckoned the Groſs 
Produce, From which if we dedud the Charges of 
Management, to wit 25,000 J. there remains 295.350 z.

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By this ſhort Abſtract of the Account, it will, I | 


think, Sir, moſt evidently appear, that there is nc 
thing in that Argument ſo much inſiſſed on, that ther: 
is a great Deal more raiſed upon the People than ent 
can come to the Benefit of the Publick. There is 10 
evading of Facts, and upon the moſt exact Examination 
of them it appears, that every Shilling that is aQually 
raiſed from the People, comes to the Uſe of the Pu. 
lick, except this Sum of 25,000 J. per Annum, allowed 
for the Management of this Revenue. And even thi 
25,000 J. is all to be given to our own People; many 
Families may be thereby maintained who would other. 
wiſe be a Burthen upon their Country; and thus the 
greateſt Part even of that Sum will come to be uſeful to 
the Nation in general, and may therefore be properly 
ſaid to come to the Benefit of the Publick. 

Great Complaints have been made, and a great Cl. 
mour raiſed, that this Tax will always give great 0c 
caſion to Frauds and Perjuries. I am. perſuaded, Sir, 
that no Exciſe whatever is attended with fewer Frauds 
in the Management than this Tax now under our Con- 
fideration. What is generally preſumed to give Occ- 
ſion to Frauds and Perjurics in all Methods of Taxz 
tion, is, when great Sums of Money are ts be paid by 
the Subject, and returned to them again upon certain 
Events. Let any Man but examine the Articles of the 
Groſs Charge of this Revenue, he will find, that therc 
is no Money paid and returned. In all thoſe Articles 
by which the Groſs Amount is made to exceed the 
Groſs Produce, the Accounts of the Office are carried 
on by way of Debtor and Creditor 3 there is hardly 
ever any Money paid by the Subject, that is to be te. 
turned cither to him or to any other upon any Event 
whatſoever; we muſt therefore conclude, that in the 
Method by which this Tax was formerly, and is nos 
again propoſed to be raiſed, there can be nothing te 
tempt the Avarice, or to encourage the Frauds of Kn« 
viſh Dealers. | | | | | 
I ſhall now, Sir, examine ſome of thoſe particular 
ObjeQions that have been made to this Tax, I he only 
one that I think has any Appearance of Reaſon in it, 
is, That with reſpect to the Navigation of Great Br. 
tain, it is pretended that it will be a great Burthen 
upon the victualling of our Ships: But unluckily !“ 
happens, that the Navigation of Great Britain neve! 
uriſhed more than it did unde the Payment AY 


—, 
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fu; in a C Courſe of Five and Thirty Vears that this 
Iix continued, it cannot. be ſaid, that ever our Ship- 
ping or our Navigation ſuffered in the leaſt; on the 
contrary, there is not, I believe, any ſuch Term in all 
dur Hiftory, in which the Number of our Seamen, and 
the Number and Tonnage of our Ships encreafed fo. 
much as it did in that Time. This is of itſelf a clear 
Proof that this Tax can be no Diſcouragement to our 
Navigation. But in Fact it is plain that the Additional 
Expence occafioned by this Duty is ſuch a meer Trifle, 
that it never can be any Burthen 5 by Accounts from 
the Vifualling-Office it appears, that the Charge for 
10,000 Men in the Service of his Majeſty's Navy, was 
23a Medium but 2,6001. per Annum extraordinary Ex- 
pence occaſioned by the Duty upon Salt, which is no 
more than five Shillings per Man; ſo that if we reckon 
20,000 Men employed in the Navigation carried on by 
the Merchants of Great Britain, the Duty on the whole 
Conſumption of Salt in that Service will not exceed 
1,800 l. per Annum, and ſurely no Man will imagine 
this to be a grievous and an inſupportable Load upon 
the whole Navigation of Great Britain, But thoſe that 
know any Thing of the Merchant Service, can teſtify, 
that Salt Proviſions are not the only ViQualling made 
Uſe of in that Service. Their Ships are often in ſome 
Port or another, and then the Sailors live moltly upon 
freſh Proviſions; even when they are at Sea, it is well 
known, that the greateſt Part of their Food conſiſts in 
dried Fiſh, freſh Fiſh catched at Sea, Flower, Rice, and 
ether ſuch Proviſions, Aboard of Merchant Ships they 
never conſume near ſo much Salt Proviſions, in Pro- 
portion to the Number of their Hands, as they do 
aboard any of his Majeſty's Ships of War. And our 
Merchant Ships which trade to Ireland or to the Plan- 
tations, generally take in their Salt Proviſions in one 
of thoſe two Places, becauſe of the Cheapneſs of Meat 
in thoſe Countries; ſo that the Expence brought upon 
our Navigation by this Tax, eſpecially in the Merchant 
Service, will at laſt be reduced to ſuch a Trifle, that 
it will become altogether inſenſible. And as to the 
Exportation of Salt Proviſions this Duty cin never be 
any Diſcouragement to ſuch a Trade, becauſe the Ex- 
porters are allowed a Drawback in Lieu of the Duty 
they have paid. Fg 3 
If Salt be of ſo great a Benefit as has been repreſented 
in the Manuring of Lands, it is certain that foul Salt 
| | | ma y 
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may do as well for that Purpoſe as any other . 
whatever, and any Quantity of ſuch Salt may be hi 
gratis for carrying it off from the Pits, no Duty wy 
ever paid or charged for ſuch Salt, the Perſon who 
took it away to manure his Land, having an Office 
with him, was always entitled to uſe it Duty free; if 
the Tax be revived, it will fill be the fame, and con. 
ſequently the Duty can never be a Hindrance to the 
Improvement of our Lands, fince the only Salt that : i 
proper for that Purpoſe, is always to be had Duty free 
And as to the Farmers and Graziers of Great Britain, 
this Duty can never be any great Charge upon them 
whatever Salt they uſe in making up any Goods for the 
Market, is paid for at the Market by the Buyer, and ſo 
comes at laſt to fall where all Duties ought to fall, 
upon the Conſumer. In their own Families there is 
but very little Salt conſumed, and therefore the Duty 
cannot fall heavily upon them. If upon Computation 
it be found that the Duty coſts but Five Shillings per 
Head at Sea, it cannot colt above half that Sum at Land; 
even if we were to ſuppoſe that there are as much Salt 
Proviſions made Uſe of at Land as at Sea, becauſe we 
know that there is not half the Quantity of Salt mate 
Uſe of in curing Proviſions fer the Land, as in curing 
Proviſions for the Sea Service: But we know that for 
more than half the Year, the Country People live en- 


contri 

tirely upon the Produce of the Dairy and the Garden, ay 
and even for the other Half of the Year, they live the V. 
more upon Cabbage, Roots, and ſuch Things, thin vp very 


on Salt Meat, conſequently we cannot reckon that this 
Duty will ſtand the Farmer in above one Shilling fer 
Head for thoſe Perſons that live in his Family. It.is 
indeed impoſſible that it can coſt ſo much; we ma mo- 
. deftly reckon that the whole People of En:land _— 
to at leaſt Eight Millions of Perſons ; every one 0 
whom contributes his Share to this Duty ; if then, * 
the Sum raiſed which is 230,350 J. be diſtributed * 
Eight Millions of Perſons, it will not amount to 74 
per Man; and if from thence we deduct the [9,008 
which the People of England are obliged to piy, 2 

ther this Tax be revived or not, we mult concludet i 
no Perſon in England contributes more than 64. _ 
for his own Perſonal Conſumption. He that 1 
great many Perſons in his Family, muſt id , 
each of them, but whoever does ſo, muſt either . 
Sood Eſtate or a good Brade, and confequently may vel 
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yell afford to pay 3 and this, Sir, is the Excellency of 


tribute to the Publick Charge, according te his Condi- 
tion in Life. For I think no Man will ſay but that he 
who has a good Trade, or a great deal of Money, out at 


of Property, as he that has a Land Eſtate that brings 
in no greater Yearly Revenue. | 8 
I hope, Sir, I have now made it appear to the Con- 
viction of every Man that hears me, that the Salt Duty 
is no Burthen upon the People of Ergland, or upon any 
Part of them; that it can be no Hindrance to the Im- 
provement of our Land Eſtates, nor any Prejudice to 
our Trade or Navigation: And it is, I may lay, Self- 
evident, that it is a more juſt and a more equal and a 
better proportioned Tax, than any that is raiſed, or 
can be contrived to be raiſed upon the People of this 


five Tax that ever was raiſed in this Country; it is a 
Tax which never ought to be raiſed but in Times of 
the moſt extreme Neceſſity, The beſt Judges, the

To pretend, Sir, that the taking off a Shilling n 
the Pound of the Land-Tax, and raiſing the Salt- Tur 
in the Room thereof, will be no Eaſe to moſt, ot b 
any of the Landed Gentlemen in Exgland, appears t 
me to be really a Sort of Paradox. I believe there 4 
few Landed Gentlemen in England, whoſe Eſtates d 
not amount to 1007. per Annum; I am ſure that the 
Landed Gentlemen of ſuch Eſtates, . or of any Lay 
Eſtate from 100“. to 10001. per Annum, are the prot; 
eſt Objects of Compaſſion, and deſerve moſt the Con. 
ſideration of this Houſe 3 becauſe thoſe who have len 
than 1007. a Year in Land, are generally either Farmer 
or Graiſiers, or have ſome other Buſineſs as a Help fir 
the Support of their Families, A Gentleman then of 
100 J. a Year in Land, if his Eſtate be rated at the full 
Value, faves 5. a Year by the Abatement of 17. in 
the Land Tax: Let us ſee if it be poſſible that this can 
again be drawn from him by the Salt Duty. I believe 
it will eaſily be granted me, that no Man of 1000.4 
Year and no more Land Eſtate, without any other Bui: 
neſs keeps 16 in Family; but ſuppoſing he does, yet at 
64. per Head the Salt Duty cannot amount to more 
in the whole three Years than 24 s. How then is it 
poſhble to pretend that this is not a Relief to ſuch a 
Gentleman ? To pay but 24s. in three Years, andat 
Thouſand (I may ſay) different Payments, is ſurely bet- 
ter, and 1auch Jeſs grievous, than to be obliged to pay 
59. in one Year, and at moſi at two Payments, But 
ſuppoſe that ſuch a Man's Eſtate is rated at the loweſt 
Value that any Lands in England are preſumed to be 
rated at; ſuppoſe ſuch an Eſtate to be rated but at one 
third of the full Value, yet ſtill by an Abatement of 
15. in the Pound Land Tax, he ſaves above 33 f. and 
therefore ſuch an Abatement muſt be a Relief even to 
ſuch a Man, of at leaſt 9 s. beſides the Advantage be 
has of having a much longer Time to pay a leſs Suu. 
Thus we ſte that what is now propoſed muſt be a vey 
great Relief to thoſe who are oppreſſed with Mortgezes 
and Rent Charges, and muſt be ſome Relief to ever 
Landed Gentleman in the Kingdom, who has nothing 
but the Rents of his Eſtate to depend on for the ſup 
porting of his Family, and providing for his Chi! 
aren, | 
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If there were any Danger, Sir, that th& reviving of 
his Tax would occaſion Murmurings among the People, 
1 &-21d be as much againſt it as any Mau in this Houſe ; 
but the Tax is in its own Nature ſo equal, and paid 
by ſuch a vaſt Multitude of People, and at ſo many dif- 
ferent Payments, that it becomes quite inſenſible to 
every particular Man. We know by Experience, that 
turing the long Time it was paid by the People, it 
never occaſioned the leaſt Uneaſineſs; and we find that 
the Remiſſion of it gave no Eaſe; it occaſioned no Joy 
among the People, nor were there any good Effects of 
it felt, either as to the lowering the Price of Goods 
or Proviſions at Market, as to the raiſing the Value of 
Lands, or as to the reducing the Wages commonly given 
to ſorney men and Day Labourers. Thoſe therefore who 
have a Regard to the Intereſt of his Majeſty, or to the 
Eaſe and Quiet of the Kingdom, cannot make the leaſt 
Scruple in preferring a Tax that is felt by no Man, to 


i Tax that is inſupportable to a great many of thoſe 


that are obliged to contribute thereto. Such a Meaſure 
can breed no new Enemies to our preſent happy Eita- 
bliſnment, but muſt” convert a great many of the old, 
and inſure the Affections of the moſt conſiderable Part 
of his Majeſty's Subjects. ; 

In this, Sir, as well as in all the other Motions 
which I have ever had the Honour to make to this 
Houſe, I have always acted according to my own Judg- 
ment for the Good of my Country, and therefore, Sir, 
I have no Reaſon to be afraid of the Curſes and Impre- 
cations of any Man. I do not think it altogether Par- 
liamentary to uſe any ſuch Expreſſions in this Houſe ; 
every Man ought in common Charity to be preſumed 
to act according to what he thinks beſt, and moſt. con- 
ducivxe to the Intereſt and Happineſs of his Country. 
| have always done ſo, and while I continue to do ſo, 
I ſhall deſpiſe any Outcries that may be groundleſly 
raiſed againſt me, or againſt any Meaſure I propoſe. 

To conclude, Sir, the only Thing I had in View, 
nas, to propoſe what I thought the moſt eaſy and the 
moſt convenient Method of relieving the Landed Gen- 
emen in Part at leaſt of that Tax which has ſo long 
ain heavy upon them, and upon them only; I am 
convinced that every Gentleman in this Houſe will 
*3ree with me in this, tha: a Land-Tax, even of Two 
hillings in the Pound is a moſt grievous Tax upon all 
ike Landed Gentlemen in the Kingdom; more eſpe- 
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_ cially upon thoſe. whoſe Eltates are charged with ber

rein. Let us then, for God's Sake, Gentlemen, hare 


ſome Conſideration for the Freeholders, who have fuf. 
fered ſo much for many Years; let us have ſome Com- 
Peſſion for thoſe Gentlemen whoſe Eſtates are deeply 
charged with Mortgages and Annuities, occaſioned by 
the heavy Land-Taxes which their Forefathers have 
been obliged to pav. It is but reaſonable that the Cre. 
ditor ſhould contribute to the publick Expence as wel 
as his Debtor, and the moſt proper Method for eſſectus.

ſome of them have, becauſe at that Time there was 
not ſo much as one Man in this Houſe that differed in 
Opinion from his Majeſty, Every Man agreed that 
the poor Artificers and Manufacturers were the firſt 
who ought to meet with Relief from the happy Si- 
tuation of our Affairs; the only Difference was as to 
the Manner of giving them Relief, and even that did 
not bear a Queſtion 3 this Tax upon Salt was then 
thought ſo grievous upon the Trade, the Manufactures, 
and the Poor of this Nation, that it was given up even 
by the Right Honourable Gentleman who has now made 
the Motion for reviving it. I wiſh he had given us 
ſome Reaſon for his being now of a different Opinion 
from what he was of at that Time, for it muſt pro- 
ceed from ſome Fact, or from ſome Circumſtance that 
has either happened fince that Time, or is ſoon to hap- 
pen. If he foreſees any extraordinary Event, I wiſh 
he had been ſo good as to communicate it; for my 
own Part, I can ſee none that can poſſibly induce me to 
change my Opinion; but on the contrary, I foreſee.

tives of a Man's acting or ſpeaking cannot be with any 
Certainty diſcovered by another, therefore we are to re- 
gird only what he does or ſays. A Man may act ho- 
neſſly, may argue juſtly from very bad Motives, and 
on the other Hand we know, that many wrong Ac- 
tons and fooliſh Arguments have proceeded from Mo- 
| as tives 
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tives that were in themſelves generous. and good, Ly 
us then in Charity: believe, that whoever differs from 
us is in a Miſtake, and that whoever agrees with ug 
«Qs ſrom the ſame geod Motives we do ourſelves - 
Theu we ſhall examine one another's Arguments with 
Candour; then is Truth moſt likely to prevail. 
Let us not confound the Matter in Hand, and believe 
that the Queſtion now before us, is, whether or no x 
Relief ought to be granted to the Landed Intereſt: 
That is no way at preſent the Queſtion in mebate, 
By the Reſolutions of this Houſe upon the Supply, 
there is 500,009 J. to be raiſed for the Current Service 
of the Year; the raiſing of this Sum we have already 
made neceſſary; our Reſolution is not to be recalled. 
We are now in a Committee of Ways and Means, 
and the only Queſtion before us, is, Whether 'we are 
to raiſe this Sum of 500, ooo l. by laying a Shilling 
upon Land, or by reviving the Duty upon Salt.

This being then the true State of the Queſtion, we 
are to conſider which of theſe Methods will be moſt 
convenient for the Nation in general, and that we are 
to chuſe without any Reſpect to who is, or who is not 
, to contribute thereto; for we are never to do an In- 


jury to our Country for the Sake of any private Man, 


or of any particular Sett of Men. The Thoughts of 
raiſing a general Exciſe, I find, have been diſclaimed 
by every Gentleman who has ſpoke in this mebate ; [ 
hope this Nation will never be in ſuch flaviſh Circum- 
ſtances, as that any Man dare openly avow ſuch a ut. 
ſign ; but I wiſh that every Gentleman that has talked up- 
on this Snbje&, had explained to us what he meant by 
General Exciſe ; for if any Gentleman thereby means, 
that the People are to pay Exciſes upon every Thing 
they uſe either for Food or Raiment, he will find that 
there is no fuch Genera! Exciſe in the moſt Arbitrary, 

the moſt Slaviſh Country upon Earth. I believe there 
is no Country under the Sun, where the People pay an 
Exciſe for the Water they drink; and yet in {ume Coun 
tries it will be allowed. there are ſuch Things as Gene: 


ral Exciſes I therefore take it, that the proper Meat: 
| ins

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ing of a General Exciſe relates not to the Things upon 
which it is raiſed, but to the Perſons from whom; and 
every Exciſe is a General Exciſe, if the whole Body of 
the People, the Poor, the Needy, the moſt Wretched, 
re obliged to contribute thereto. If this be the Mean- 
ing of a General Exciſe, the Excife now propoſed to be 
riifed upon the People of this Nation, is as general as 
any one that can be, or ever was invented under the 
moſt abſolute Tyranny. And if this be .granted, and 
tamely ſubmitted to by the People, it may be an En- 
couragement to ambitious and wicked Miniſters in fu- 
ture Times, to proceed a Step further, and lay another 
Exciſe upon ſome other Commodity uſed by the Gene- 
nlity of the People; that again will give Encourage- 
ment to a third Attempt, and ſo on, *till at laſt the 
People of this Country be ſubjected, as well as ſome 
of our Neighbours, to a General Exciſe in the moſt. ex- 
tenfive Senſe 3 that is, an Exciſe upon every Perſon, 
and upon almoſt every Thing that can be.converted to 
the Uſe of Man. EE | | 
Such a General Exciſe was never eſtablifh'd at once in 
any Country, it has every where been introduced by 
Degrees, and in all the Countries where ſuch an Exciſe 
has been eſtabliſhed, we may generally obſerve, that the 
firſt Step made towards it was, the introducing this very 
Exciſe now propoſed to be laid upon the People of this 
Nation, When we were involved in a heavy and ex- 
penſive War, when we were fighting for every Thing 
that was near and dear to us, when our Land Tax was 
at four Shillings in the Pound, when every Thing we 
could think of was loaded with Duties and Cuſtoms, 
it was then a Sort of Neceſſity upon us to ſubmit to 
luch an Exciſe ; but if we agree to it now, during a 
Time of profound Peace, and when no. Neceſſity calls 
for our Submiſſion, will it not then be a Precedent for 
every Exciſe that in future Times may or can be in- 
vented? And a few more Exciſes would, I fear, render 
our Liberties precarious, and entirely dependent upon 
the Good-Will and Pleaſure of. thoſe who ſhall happen 
to be entruſted with the chief Power of colleRing the 
Publick Revenue. The giving a Man half a. Crown is 
Indeed no Precedent for my giving him my whole E- 
late; but if I repeat my Generoſity too often, and con- 
tinue it too long, I may happen to put it in his Power 
to take the Reſidue from me, whether I will or no; and 
it ſuch Caſe, Iam afraid, it would be too late to al- 
5 ledge, 
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edge, that the one is no Precedent for the other z for if 
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by my Simplicity I reduce myſelf to ſuch Circumgy,

I am very far from thinking, that four or five hun- 


dred Officers at the Diſpoſal of the Crown, can at any

not be perſuaded, that I think meanly of my Country, 


when I declare that I am jealous of ſuch the Number as 
| ſeven or eight hundred, added to a vaſt Multitude of 

Tax-Gatherers we had before among us. When the hal- 
lance of Power comes near to its juſt Equilibrium, a 


ſmall Weight thrown into either Scale overſets the Bal. 
Jance, and the Equilibrium can never be re-eſtabliſhed 


without a great deal of Danger and Trouble. It is cer- 


tain, that a Multitude of Officers at the Beck of an Ad- 


_ miniſtration, and ſpread over all the Counties, Cities, 


and Boroughs of the Kingdom, may have a vaſt Influ- 
ence at all Elections; and if ever they ſhould happen to 
receive Orders for that Purpoſe, we may judge what 


Uſe they will make of the Influence they may have: I 
believe it will be generally agreed, that if ever we 


ſhould have an Adminiſtration wicked enough to make 


Uſe of ſuch an Influence, it will not be converted to- 


wards the Preſervation of the Liberties of the People. 


The CharaQter of thoſe great Patriots, who firſt contri- 
ved this Duty, was no Argument for the Continuance 
of it, much leſs is it an Argument for the Reviving it 
They did not out of Wantonneſs contrive ſuch a Duty; 
they were conſirain'd by a fatal Neceſſity, to lay it upon 


the Nation at that Time. They made no bad Uſe of it, 


but we are not from thence to infer, that no bad Uſe 


will ever be made of it: From our own Hiſtory ve 

may be inform'd, that a very bad Uſe has been made 0 

ſeveral Things, which ſor miny Years aſter the = 
| | WER; ut! 
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fitution had never been converted to any unlawful Pur- 

ſes, Wherever there is any ſuch Danger to be fear'd, 
we ought not willingly, we ought not preſumptuouſly 
to expoſe ourſelves thereunto. Such Evils may be eaſily 
voided, but are not eaſily removed. One of the chief 
Reaſons urged for the aboliſhing of this Duty, was, the 
Number of Officers employ'd in the collecting thereof, 
ſich a Number of Officers was then ſaid to be inconſiſtent 
with the Liberties of a free People. This Argument 
was then made. Uſe of, and was then admitted: to be a 


good Argument; how it comes now to be ſuch a trifling 


one, I cannot apprehend. But if it is not now admitted 
as a ſufficient Argument againſt the reviving of this 
Duty for three Vears, I much ſuſpect, that at the End 
of this Term of three Years, neither this Argument, 
nor any other, will have Weight enough to prevent the 
continuing of it for a much longer Term. | 

I muſt ſay, Sir, that I am aſtoniſh'd to hear any Man 
who has ever read the Articles of Union, or is in the 
leaſt acquainted with the TranſaRions of thoſe Times, 
pretend that the People of Scotland are any way intitled 
to an Exemption from the Salt Duty, or from any Part 
of it, when it is to be laid on for the current Service of 
the Year, It is very well known, that it was laid down 
by the Commiſſioners of both Kingdoms, as the Baſis 
and Foundation of the Union, that there ſhall be an 
Equality of Exciſes, Cuſtoms, and all other Taxes 
throughout the united Kingdoms. There was at that 
Time no Thought of eſtabliſhing any Proportion to be 
raiſed in Scotland, with Reſpe& to any Tax or Exciſe 
then raiſed, or thereafter to be raiſed in England, except 
only as to the Land-Tax. There was before the Union 
a Land-Tax raifed in Scotland as well as in England; but 
in the two Kingdoms it was raiſed in a different Man- 
ner: In Scotland it was laid on, and levy'd by Way of 
lo many Months Aſſeſſments: In England it was laid on 
and levy'd' by Way of fo many Shillings in the Pound; 
and therefore it became neceſſary to conſider the Pro- 
portion between a Month's Aſſeſſment in Scotland, and 
Shilling in the Pound in Englayd ; and the Proporrion 
Vas eftabliſh'd at the Rate of two Months Aſſeſſment in 
Scotland, for every Shilling in the Pound, that was there- 
after to be raiſed in England. Thus the Settling a Propor- 
won as to this Tax was neceſſary ; but as to the other 
Tates.eſpecially the Tax u pon halt, there was no ſueh Ne- 
ity, and therefore it was never ſs much as thought of.

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But, Sir, many of the Taxes then levied in Englay 
| being mortgaged for the Payment of Debts contra 
by England, before the Union ; therefore it was ag 
That the Scots ſhould either be free from the Payment 
of ſuch Taxes, or ſhould have an Equivalent for that 
Part of the Debts of England, which they were to pay 
by their being made ſubje& to any Taxes fo pre-engaped, 
And this Tax of 2 s. 4 d. on home-made Salt, was one 
of thoſe Taxes that was mortgaged for the Payment of 
a Part of the Debts of England, therefore the Scots were 
to be free therefrom, or to have an Equivalent therefore, 
And the Scots Commiſſioners at that Time, moſt reaſo- 
nably judged this Tax to be ſo grievous upon the peo- 
ple, that they choſe rather that their Country ſhould 
be free from it, than to take an Equivalent and be lia. 
ble to it. Even by the Commiſhoners for both King- 
doms, this Tax was then thought to be ſuch a grievou 
Tax, that it was preſumed, the Parliament of Great 
Britain would certainly take it off, and ſubſtitute ſome 
more reaſonable Tax in its Room; in which Caſe, 
Scotland was to be ſubjeR to ſuch Tax, ſo to be ſubſii- 
tuted; but it was ſtipulated and agreed, that in ſuch 
Caſe, they ſhould have an Equivalent proportion'd to 
this new Tax, to which they were to become ſubject. 
From all which it evidently appears, that the only Ree 
ſon fer their having been declared free from the Pay: 
ment of this 2s. 44. upon Salt, was becauſe it had 
been mortgaged for the Payment of a Debt contrafted 
| In Eng/and before the Union, and not comprehended in 
the Account of thoſe Debts which Scotland was to pay i 
Part of, ſo that they received no Equivalent therefore: 
But tho' this Duty had never been aboliſhed, yet in 
Cafe the Debt for which it was mortgaged had been 
paid by us, or otherwiſe provided for by a new Tat, 
and this Tax of 2s.

Tis true, Sir, that AR of the gth and 1oth of Kin 
William, by which this Duty of 25s. 44- upon Salt 
was <itabliſhed, has that texrible Word for ever yo 
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of it. It is indeed a terrible Word, when it is 
annexed to ſuch a grievous Tax. It is a Word that I 
im ſorry my Country has ſo much Reaſon to be ac- 
quainted with : But that dreadful Word, even by the 
AR itſelf, is confined ; it is confined to the Payment 


of that Debt, for which this Tax was then appointed; 
and fince that Debt is now otherwiſe provided for, it 


is, with reſpect to this Duty, to be looked on as paid, 


and the conditional Perpetuity in that AQ meant by the 


Word for ever is now at an End, It is impoſſible there- 


fore to preſume, that if the Scots Commiſſioners had 
ever meant, that their Country ſhould have an abſolute 
Perpetuity with reſpet to the Exemption from this 
Salt Duty, they would have referred to this AQ, by 
which a Conditional Perpetuity was only eſtabliſhed. 
But the Tranſaction was honeſt and fair, and the Words 


are plain to every Man, that has a Mind to comprehend 


them: The Scots Commiſſioners had a Mind that their 


Country ſhould be free from the Payment of any Part 


of that Debt for which this Duty was appointed; and 
therefore it was agreed, that while this Duty remain» 


ed apporpriated to the Payment of that Debt, their 
Country ſhould be for ever free from it: But it was 


never ſo much as intended by either Party, that their 
Country ſhould be free therefrom, in Caſe it ſhould, 
after the Payment of this old Debt of England, he con- 
verted to the Uſe and Benefit of the two United King - 
doms in general. 8 
It being thus evident, Sir, that the People of Scot- 

land have now no Title by the Articles of Union, to 
an Exemption from the Payment of this 2 s. and 4 4. 
upon Salt, the only Queſtion then is, whether we ought 
cut of Compaſſion to indulge them with ſuch an Exemp- 
tion, becauſe the poor People of that Country are not 
able to pay it: I really think, Sir, we ought to have ſo. 


much Compaſſion for the People of that Country; but 
then J hope it will be allowed me, that we ought to 


have an equal Compaſſion for the poor People of England. 
Journeymen and Day-Labourers, who have no Stock, no 
Property, are equally poor in all Countries; they have 


nothing but what they work for from Day to Day; and 


if it be ſaid, that the poor People in England are able to 


Pay this Duty, becauſe they have high Wages, it is an 


unanſwerable Argument againſt the Tax in general. It 
4 now an univerſal Complaint in this Country, that the 
high Wages given to Workmen is the chief Cauſe of the 

e Decay 
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, Decay of our Trade and ManufaRtures ; our Buſinef 
then is, to take all the Meaſures we can think of, ty 


enable our Workmen to work for leſs Wages than t 
do at preſent; and therefore it muſt be contrary to good 
Policy, to lay on a Tax, which it is granted would be 
inſupportable to the Poor, if it were not for the high 
Weges they have; for the laying on of ſuch a Tax mit 
make the Continuance of ſuch high Wages abſolutely 
neeeſſary, and the Continuance of them will certainly 
bring the Nation to Poverty and Diſtreſs. | 

I muſt ſay, Sir, that the Reaſoning of ſome Gentle. 


men upon the Subjed in hand, appears to me a little in. 
_ conſiſtent,  'This Salt Duty with reſpe& to England, is 


a Tax that is altogether inſenſible; with reſpe& to Hot. 
land, it is a Tax that is altogether inſupportable: In 


England, the Tax is raiſed upon ſuch a great Multitude 


of People, and at ſo many different Payments, that no 
Man can feel what he pays: In Scotland, though it be 


_ raiſed upon the ſame Multitude of People, and at the 


ſame different Payments, yet if the whole were laid 


upon the People of that Country, every mo Man would 


not only feel what he paid, but would be utterly inca- 
pable to comply with the Payments required: In Ex- 
land, it can raiſe no Grumblings, no Murmurings, nor 
any Complaint among the People: In Scotland, it would 
raiſe ſuch terrible Diſcontents, as might difturb-the 
Peace and Quiet of the Kingdom and endanger the Con- 


ftitution. How inconſiſtent is this Way of Arguing? 


What an inſult is this upon the People, who quietly 
ſubmit to the Loads that are laid upon them? _ 
The Diſtinction that Has been made between the 
Groſs Charge and the Groſs Produce of this Duty, ſeems 
to be ſomething new. There is certainly as much Res- 


| ſon for this DiſtinRion almoſt in every Branch of the 


Cuſtoms or Exciſe, as there is for it in the preſent Caſe; 
and yet I never heard it made Uſe of by any of the Of- 
ficers 6f the Revenue. But ſuppoſing this Diſtinction 
to be reaſonable, yet if we examine the Particulars of 
the Account that has been given us, we ſhall find that 
ſeveral Articles have been put to the Groſs Charge, 
which really ought to be put to the Groſs Produce, be- 
cauſe they are attually raifed upon the People, though 
they come not to the Ufe of the Publick, but to the 
Uſe of the Merchants and Dealers in Salt. I am ſurpri- 
zed.ta hear it re, that the Allowance for Prompt 
Payment gught nof fo be reckoned as 4 Part of

Procuce, 


the Groſs 
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produce, or that the Sum allowed for that Diſcount is 
not wiſed upon the People. Does any Man ſuppoſe, 
that the wealthy Dealer pays his ready. Money for the 
Benefit of his Cuſtomers, or that the Conſumer pays 
the leſs for His Salt, becauſe the Merchant from whom 
he purchaſes, paid the Duties in ready Money ?. Does 
not every Man know, that theſe prompt Payments are 
made by the rich Dealers, only for their own Account; 
and that notwithſtanding of their being allowed a Diſ- 
count of 10 per Cent, yet they ſell as dear as if they had 
paid the full Duties ? The Article then of 20,0601. for 
prompt Payment, is not to be deduRted, but is to be 
looked on as a Part of the groſs Produce. TS 
The 11,000 J. allewed for Waſte on Salt carried Coaſt- 
wiſc is likewiſe an Advantage only to the Dealer: It is 
no Advantage to the People, for every Farthing of that 
dum is raiſed upon and paid by them. This Allowance 
arofe from a Preſumption that there was a Waſte on Salt 
carried Coaſtwiſe; and therefore Three Pence per Buſhel 
on all White Salt, and Three Halfpence per Buſhet on 
all Rock Sa lt carried Coaſtwiſe, was allowed to the Dea- 
ler in Salt, But it is certain, that in ſuch Caſe there can 
be no Waſte, there is always rather an Increaſe, becauſe 
of its being very dry when put on board, and after- 
wards made to ſwell: and become more weighty by the 
Moiſture of the Air, to which it is expofed in the Re- 
moving of it from Place to Place: Since there can be 
no Waſte, we muſt preſume, that the Whole is bought 
and confumed by the People; and we know that they 
always paid for it the fame Price as if the full Duty had 
been paid by the Dealer. This Allowance did not even 
ſo much as induce the Dealer to ſell Cheaper, for the 
Confumer always paid for the Carriage; as well as for 
the Duty and firſt Coſt, and the longer the Carriage 
was, the Conſumer always paid the higher Price. This 
11,000. is therefore to be conſidered, as a Part of the 
grofs Produce. N e N 
The Allowance for Rock Salt melted, is of the ſame 
Nature. This arofe from a Suppoſition, that in the 
Melting of Rock Salt, and Refining it into White Salt, 
there was a great Waſte, and therefore ten Pound 
Weight in Sixty five was allowed Duty free. But L 
have been informed, and the Fact appears reaſonable, 
that Rock Salt diffolved in freſh Water, will produce 
its own Weight in White Salt, and when diſſolved in 
X* Water it will produce one fourth Part more, If oy 
; | only 
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only ſuppoſe that there is no Waſte, we muſt preſume 
that the Whole is bought and conſumed by the Peogle, 
and we know that they always paid as much for White 
Salt made out of Rock Salt, as they did for any other 
Sort of White Salt ; therefore we muſt conclude, that 
though this Allowance of ten Pound Weight out « 
Sixty-five, be a Deduction from the Revenue, yet the 
Duty upon ever Grain of it is raiſed upon the People; 
and conſequently this Article which is 36,0001. per Am, 
muſt likewiſe be added to the Groſs Produce. Theſe 
three Sums therefore of 20,0007. 11,0001. and 36,0001, 
being added to the Groſs Produce, as ſtated by the Gen- 
tleman who was pleaſed to enter particularly into this 
Account, will make it amount te 297,350 J. whichis 
the loweſt Computation we can make o* the Sum that 
is to be yearly raiſed upon the People of England only 
by the Revival of this ax. 

But, Sir, if we conſider the many Frauds that have 
always been committed as to Salt, pretended to have 
been Ex ported, and as to the Salt pretended to have 
been uſed in the curing of Fiſh, we muſt preſume, that 
a great deal of more Salt is every Year uſcd by the 

People, than what pays Duty to the Publick ; and as 
the Conſumer always pays the full Price, as if the 

Duty had been regularly paid upon the Whole, though 

theſe Frauds occaſion a Deduction from the Revenue, 
yet the Duty upon the Whole is paid by the People; and 
therefore we muſt preſume, that a much larger Sum 
than what I have mentioned muſt be yearly raiſed upon 

the People. This Preſumption is brought almoſt to 2 

Demonſtration, by the Number of the People in this 

Nation, even as computed by thoſe who have ſpoke in 
| Favour of this Duty: According to their own Account, 
the Number of the Inhabitants in England, amounts to 

8,000,000 3 if then we ſuppoſe that every one of them 

uſes, one with another, but a Peck of Salt in a Yer, 

we muſt reckon that a Shilling at leaſt is raiſed upon 
every Perſon by the Means of this Duty, becauſe the 
laying on of this Duty makes the Salt at leaſt a Shilling 

a Peck dearer, than it would otherwiſe be; and there- 

fore we muſt compute that by the reviving of this Duty, 

there will be at leaſt 8,009,000 of Shillings, or 400,000,

If this be 
publick OEconomy, If this be common Prudence, If 
this be a Relief or an Eaſe to the People of England, 
leave the World to judge. I think that I can now 
wert, that when I argue againſt the Salt Duty, I plead 
the Cauſe of my Country, I plead the Cauſe of the 
whole Body of the People of England I do net indeed 
plead for a Relief to them, I find there is no Relief to 
be given; but I plead againſt laying a new, a heavy, 
an intolerable Burthen upon them. We have by our 
former Reſolutions made the raiGng of 500,000 J. ne- 
ceſſary, but do not let us charge the People with the 
Payment of 1,200,000 J. in order to raiſe this Five. 


From what I have ſaid, Sir, it plainly appears how 


much more expenſive it will be to the Nation, to raiſe 


$00,000 1. by reviving, the Salt Duty, than to raiſe it 


by a Shilling in the Pound Land Tax; and yet it has 


been pretended, that there will be but a ſmall Diffe- 
rence as to the Expence : This really ſurprizes me, for 


Figurus can neither be miſtaken or miſconſtrued. In 


order to bring this Difference as low as poſſible, it has 
been pretended, that the raiſing of the Salt Duty will 
coſt but 22,000 !. per Annum; but I always reckoned, 
that it coſt full 2 5, 00 J. and I muſt ſtill reckon fo, till 
I ſee it contradicted by the Commiſſioners Accounts;

Muſt not we like wiſe add the 20, ooo J. fer Annum ol, 
lowed for Prompt Payment? for as this is no Beneft to 
the Conſumer it is a real Expence to the People ut 
much as the 25,000 J. is, which is paid for Manage 
ment. Theſe three Sums added together, makes the 
real Difference of the Yearly Expence between the Sly. 
Tax and a Shilling in the Pound Land-Tax, amount 
| Yearly to 34,1007. This, I fay, Sir, js the Yearly 
Difference; but I hope no Man that conſiders it, will 
pretend, that this, or even three Times this Sum, is 
the whole Difference of the Expence the Nation is th 
be at, in raifing 500,000 J. by a Salt-Duty in Three 
Years, in place of raiſing 500,000 J. by a Shilling in 
the Pound Land Tax in one Year; for the Difference 
will then be a great deal more than three Times this 
Sum. We muſt then reckon the whole Expence of the 
Salt Duty for Three Years, and from that dedu& the 
Expence of raiſing 18. in the Pound Land-Tax for one 
Year only : The Salt-Tax will then coſt us three Times 
25,c001. or 75,0007. for Management; three Times 
25500 J. or 7, 800 J. for extraordinary Expence in the 
Navy; and three Times 20, ooo l. or 60,0001. for 
Prompt Payment; which three Sums added together, 
amount to 142, 800 7. And from this we are only to 
deduct 13,5001. to wit, one Year's Expence of raiſing 
a Shilling in the Pound upon Land, the remaining 
Sum will then be 129, 300 1. This is the real Diffe- 
rence of the Expence which the Nation is to pay for 
the raiſing of this 500,000 7. in Three Years by a Salt 
Duty, in place of raiſing it in one Year by a Land 
Tax. This is near Six and Twenty per Cent. and if we 
add the additional Expence in Scotland, and the Inte- 
reſt which the Publick muſt pay upon borrowing this 
500, O00 J. for the Current Service of the Year, it will, 
I am ſure, amount to above 30 per Cent. which, I mult 
ſay, is a pretty conſiderable” Premium for Three Yeats 
Forbearance of Payment, even if the Nation were not 
to pay a Shilling of the Money till the full End of the 
Term. How eonfiſtent it may be with the Publick 
Good of this Nation, to pay fo high a Premium for For, 
bearance, I ſhall not determine; but J am ſure it will 
be inconſiſtent with the private Good of any wy 
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In in the Kingdom to pay ſuch a Premium. This, 
$;r, is the moſt favourable Light that the Affair before 
us can with any tolerable Reaſon be put in, even by 
thoſe who appear moſt ſanguine for the Revival of this 
Duty; but if we conſider it in the Light I have before put 
it in, and ſuppoſe that 400,000 J. is to be raiſed yearly 
upon the People, by the Means of this Duty, it will 
then appear much more odious; for upon that Suppoſi- 
tion, which, I am atraid, will prove too true, the Na- 
tion is to pay 700,000 J. for Three Years Forbearance 
of the Payment of Five, which is a Premium of very 

near 150 per Cent. for Forbearance, 55 
To pretend, Sir, that this Duty cannot give Occaſion 
to any great Frauds or Perjuries, becauſe there is little 
or no Money advanced by the Subject, and repaid by 
the Government upon any Event, is to me a little 
odd, It is not the Repayment of Money by the Go- 
verament that is the Cauſe of Frauds and Perjuries; it 
is the great Advantage that a private Dealer may make, 
and the little Risk he runs by ſuch Frauds and Perju- 
ties, that tempts him to the committing of ſuch. He 
does not conſider from whom, but how much Money he 
may make by ſuch a Fraud; and therefore in all Man- 
ner of Taxes, where the Tax or Duty amounts to much 
more than the Prime Coſt, there have always been, and 
always will be great Frauds; if the Dealer can by any 
Fraud avoid paying the Duty, he makes his Advantage 
by ſelling at a high Price. Conſidering then that this 
Duty to be laid upon Salt is no leſs than ten Tim 6 
the Price it may be bought for at the Pits, what a 
fruitful Fund do we eſtabliſh for Frauds and Perjuries? 
It may not perhaps be eaſy to ſmuggle Silt away 
from the Pits without paying the Duty; but how eaſy 
will it be for the Dealer, after he has given Bond to 
pay the Duty, and taken the Salt away from the Pits, 
to put it aboard of a Ship, and re land it again at

If he can but cheat the Publick, he drives the Trade, 
I may ſay, of an Apothecary, and makes a Shilling 
every Penny he Jays out. Again, as to the Salt deli 
vered Duty-free for the Fiſhery, there is till a greater 
| Temptation, ſince it depends entirely upon the Honefy 
of the Curers themſelves ;z none but themſelves can tel 
what Quantities they have made Uſe of: If they an 
but ſell their Salt privately to Dealers or Conſumer, 
they may get free of the Duty by' ſwearing that th 
Whole was employed in curing of Fiſh; and conſider- 
ing what little Regard is had to what is now by wy 
of Proverb called a Cuſtom-houſe Oath, I am afraid this 
Sort of Perjury will be by much too frequent: Nor i 
the Loſs ſuſtained by the Revenue, the only Diſadvan 
tage; theſe Baits and Temptations that are thrown i 
the People's Way for perjuring themſelves, may teil 
at laſt deſtroy all Sort of Morality and common Honeſt 
among them, and may ſo much diminiſh that Regard 
_ which every Man ought' to have for an Oath, that 1 
Man's Life or Property can be ſecure, againſt the Plit 
and Perjuries of his Neighbours. © 
As to our Manufafturers and poor Labourers, thi 
Tax certainly will be a Charge upon every one of ther 
in general, It will be a Shilling at leaſt to every ſi 
_ gle Mari or Woman that is fit for Labour; and if wt 
ſuppoſe a poor Man to have a Wife and three ſmul 
Children, we can hardly ſuppoſe him to make Uſe « 
_ leſs than a Puſhel of Salt a Year for his Family; to ſuc 
a2 Man this Tax will amount to at leaſt 4 5. 64. per 4" 
num.

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This Tax muſt therefore be a Charge upon all our 
Manufaftures in general, I ſhall ſuppoſe it ſmall as any 
Gentleman pleaſes, yet it muſt be ſome ; for if it be a 
Charge upon the Manufacturers, they muſt lay it upon 
the Manufactures they deal in; and if we confider how 
nrrowly the Merchant, eſpecially the Foreign Mer- 
chant, to work in the Bargains he makes, we muſt 
ſee what a Diſadvantage this Tax may be to our Ex- 
of ManufaQtures. If any of our Neighbours can 
ſell but one tenth Part of a Farthing in a Yard cheaper

Fartbing that he is to lay out, he will ſoon come not 
to have a Farthing to pay for a Bit of Bread: To ſuch 
a Man, even the Half Farthing which is now ſo con- 
temptuoufly talked of, would be of mighty Conſequence. 
I come now, Sir, to confider this Tax with Reſpef! 
to thit honeſt, induſtrious and frugal Sett of People, the 
Farmers of Exgland. I hope there are but few of them 
as vet obliged to Jive in the Manner as hath been repre- 
ſented. I hope no Farmer in England is as yet obliged 
to make his Family dine upon Bread and Cheeſe, ot 
upon boiled Cabbage, without a Bit of pickled Pork, 
Salt Beef, or Bacon, to give them a Savour. I do not 
| know indeed what they may be brought to, if we begin 
to multiply Excifes upon them; but I muſt now confi 
der them in their preſent Way of Living: In that 
Way I muſt look upon them and their Servants, 4s ms 
king Uſe of ſome Salt Proviſions almoſt every Day in 
| the Week, for the whole Year rouud: In ſuch a View, 
I am ſure, a Family of 16 working Perſons will c. 
ſume in Salt a great deal more than a Shilling's worth

Landed Gentlemen will not get much by the Relief that 


is now pretended to be given them. But beſides this 


Additional Family Expence upon the Farmers, we 
know that they make Uſe of a great deal of Salt for ſe- 
veral Uſes in Husbandry : The Advantages made there- 
by, they muſt now give up, or otherwiſe they muſt 
pay dear for the preſerving of them. 

I hope, Sir, I am as ſenſibly touch'd as any Man with 
the Difficulties that many of the Landed Gentlemen in 
England labour under. I ſhall always be as ready as any 
Man to approve of any Meaſure for giving them a real 
Relief; but I thall never pretend to amuſe them, or to 
impoſe upon their good Senſe, by calling that a Relief, 


which is only taking a Burthen off one of their Soul- 


ders, and putting it upon the other; and that this is 
the only Relief now propoſed for them, I can, I think, 
demonſtrate as clearly as ever any Thing was demon- 


ſtrated by Numbers. I believe no Man will pretand 


that any Gentleman of a free Eſtate of 5007. a Year in 
Land, or upwards, is in the preſent Caſe an Object of 
Compaſſion, or that the Relieving of ſuch Men from 
the Payment cf a Shilling in the Pound Land-Tax, can 
have any Weight in the preſent Debate ; and as for thoſe 
Gentlemen who have large Eſtates in Land, but heavily 
charged with Mortgages, if they will, for the Sake of 
Grandeur, and the Name of a great Eſtate, continue to 
pay the Land-Tax, and the Intereſt upon the Mortgages, 
it is certainly their own Fault, and therefore they do 
not deſerve the Conſideration of this Houſe. The lan- 
ded Gentlemen then, whoſe Eſtates are under 5000. a 
Year, are the only Perſons whoſe Condition and Cir- 
cumſtances can in the preſent Caſe be of any Conſe- 
quence ; and as to ſuch, let us examine whether, what 


is now propoſed, will prove to be of any Relief to 


them. It is well known, that there are many landed 
Gentlemen in England, whoſe Eſtates are valued fo 
low, that they do not pay above a Groat of the Shilling 
in the Pound Land- Tax; it is certain, that there are 
few or no landed Gentlemen who pay the whole . 
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ling; there is not, I believe, one Effate in Englmg 
that is rated at the full Value, with reſpect to the Pay. 
ment of the Land-Tax ; it may therefore be reaſonable 
to ſuppoſe, that all the Land Eſtates in England are one 


with another rated for the Land-Tax at one half of the 
real Value. It has been admitted, that a Farmer of 


Tool. a Year, has generally fixteen Perſons in Family; 


T.think we may then reaſonably ſuppoſe, that the lan- 
ded Gentlemen in England of 400 J. a Year, keep one 
With another, 20 Perſons in Family; and upon theſe 
Suppoſitions let us ſee what Relief the Gentleman of 
4001. a Year is to receive from the fine Scheme now 
before us. Such a Man's Eſtate is ſuppoſed to be valu'l 
at 2001. a Year as to the Land-Tax, conſequently at 1s, 
in the Pound, he ſaves only 101. in the whole, by ta. 
taking off this 1s. Now let us conſider what he muſt 
pay towards the Duty on Salt conſumed in his Family; 
a, common Farmer with ten Perſons in his Family, is 
ſuppoſed to pay 64. a Week for the Salt conſumed in 
his Family, and therefore a common Farmer with 20 
Perſons in his Family, muſt be ſuppoſed to pay 15. 4 
Week, one with another, for the Salt conſumed in his 
Family ; and if we conſider the great Waſte that is made 
of that Commodity about a Gentleman's Family, and 
the many Viſitors and their Servants, and the poor ne- 
ceſſitous Neighbours that will always be hanging in or 
about a Gentleman's Family who has an Eſtate of 4000. 
a Year, we cannot allow leſs than eighteen Pennyworth 
of Salt conſumed weekly about ſuch a Gentleman's Fa- 
mily; we muſt therefore ſuppoſe, that every Gentle. 
man of ſuch an Eſtate, pays yearly for Salt conſumed 
in his Family 3. 18s. and fince, by the laying on this 
Duty, we raiſe Salt to above ten Times the Price it 
formerly ſold ar, therefore we' muſt conclude, that nine 
Tenths of 37. 18s. that is, about 31. 10 6. is yearly 
drawn from every Gentleman of 4ool. a Year, by Means 
of this Duty on Salt; and as he is to pay this Sum 
yearly for three Years, in Place of the 101. Land- Tax, 
which he is by this Means to be made free of, is it not 

lain and evident, that he pays Ten Guineas in three 
Years, for the Sike of getting free of the Payment 0 
101. in one Year ? The utmoſt then, that can be pre. 
tended, is, that he ſaves by this fine Scheme about hal 
a Year's Intereſt upon 101. Is this the Relief fo migh- 
tily bragg'd of? Will any Gentleman of common Sent 


chuſe to have his Farmers, his Cottagers, bis Langue 
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and the ManufaQturers that conſume the Produce of his 
Lunds, heavily taxed, in order to ſave 4 or 5s. In-

This is the Caſe, Sir, as to landed Gentlemen of 400 7. 
a Year, but as to all the landed Gentlemen of ſmaller 
Fortunes, they will be Loſers by this Meaſure that is 
propoſed for their Relief. Their Families cannot be a 
great deal leſs numerous than the others; their Servants 
will be as waſteful, and they muſt entertain their V iſi- 
ters as well as the other; therefore we cannot ſuppoſe 


w that any Gentleman's Family in the Country will coſt 
q him Jeſs than.1s, a Nek for Salt; at this Rate he 
. muſt pay yearly towards the Duty now to be laid on, 


very near 2 J. 75. that amounts in three Years to 71. fo 
that a Gentleman of 2007. a Year, will be 2 /. out of 
Pocket, and a, Gentleman of 1001. a Year, will be 41. 
. 105. out of Pocket, by reviving the Salt-Duty for three

Fear; and whether thoſe Gentlemen that have great

Every Gentleman that 
ever kept an Account of the Expences of his Family, 
muſt be a Judge, whether the Suppoſitions I have made 
are juſt : If they are juſt, I am ſure the Figures cannot 
be controverted; and therefore, I hope, I ſhall hear no 
. More of the great Relief that is to be given to the 
Landed Gentlemen of England. | 
Having thus ſhewed to what Sort of People this Salt 
Duty will be a Diſadvantage, I think it would not be 
Juſt. in me, not to take ſome Notice of thoſe to whom it 
will be an immediate Advantage. As to all the Gentle- 
men in England of very large Land Eſtates, it will be 
an immediate Advantage ; it will, indeed, ſave a Trifle 
to them. With reſpe& to them, I hope, I may be al- 
low'd to make Uſe of the Word Trifle 3 a Sum of Mo- 
ney may be call'd a Trifle when applied to the Rich, 
but to the Poor no Sum of Money can be properly ſaid 
to be a Trifle. - But this immediate Advantage accruing 
to the rich landed Men, will be ſoon overballanced by 
the Ruin that it will bring upon their Country, and 
"pon their own particular Eſtates ; and J am glad to 
find, 
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find, that moſt of the rich Landed Gentlemen in E,. 
land are upon the ſame Side of the Queſtion with me 
It ſhews a generous Contempt of Private Advantize 
when oppoſed to the publick Good; but thoſe who wil) 
reap the greateſt Advantage from the Meaſure now pto⸗ 
poſed, are thoſe who are in good Poſts or Places, and 
have handſome Salaries coming in. It is very true, that 
their Salaries are rated at the full Value to the Land. 
Tax: The taking off 15s. in the Pound Land- Tax, i; 
really putting 5 per Cent. into their Pockets, which 
cannot be drawn out again by the Salt-Duty, becauſe 
they either keep no Families, or they keep their Fami. 
lies in Town, where moſt of their Servants are at Board. 
Wages. To ſuch Gentlemen the Meaſure now propoſed 
will certainly be advantageous, and to ſuch only that 

Compaſſion which we have heard ſo much of, is proper- 

ly to be apply'd. But one would not think that a Man 
who has 10017. a Year from the Publick, ſhould grudge 
to pay 51. a Year out of it to the Publick Expence or 
that the ſaving 51. a Year in ſuch a Man's Pocket, 
ſnould be ſuch a mighty Concern to every Man who 
Has the Good of his Country at Heart. I am perſuaded 
that every Gentleman who has the good Fortune to be 
in any ſuch Place or Employment, will ſliew as gene- 
rous a Contempt of Self-Intereft, and as honourable a 
Regard for the Publick Good, as is or can be ſhewn by 
the Gentlemen of great Land Eſtates who with them 
are the only Perſons in the Nation that can reap any 
Benefit from the Meaſure now propoſed. 

Since then it appears plain, that what is now propo- 
ſed can be no Manner of Relief, but will certainly be 
an additional Charge upon the Landed Gentlemen 
ſmall Eſtates ; and ſince they are the only Landed Gen- 
tlemen in England, who ſtand in Need of, and deſerve 
the Compaſſion of this Houſe, I think all the Argu- 
ments that can be drawn from Pity and Compaſſion, 
come ſull againſt our agreeing to the Revival of this 
Duty upon Salt; and therefore I may now in my Turn 
plead with all thoſe who hear me, to have Pity and 
 Compaſlion upon the poor Landed Gentlemen in England. 


How hard will it be to make a poor Landed Gentleman 


of a Hundred a Year pay 71. inſtead of Fifty Shillings? 
Why ſhould the poor Landed Gentlemen be ſo much 
overcharged for the Sake of a ſmall Eaſe to thoſe who

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or no Trouble? This is really, if I may be allow'd to 
make Uſe of the Words, G#ving to the Rich, and ſending 
the Poor empty away. But in the preſent Caſe, our 
Compaſſion pleads not only for the poor Landed Gen- 
tleman, but for all the Poor of the Nation. Let us bur 
conſider how many poor Families are maintain'd upon 
$4. or 15. a Day, which the Father earns by hard La- 
dour and Toil : A Buſhel of Salt is the leaſt that can be 
conſumed in a Lear by a poor Man, his Wife and three 
or four ſmall Children : How cruel is it to take four or 
$5.4 Year away from the Support of ſuch a poor Fa- 
mily, more eſpecially when one half of that Money at 
leaſt is to be made a Compliment of to wealthy or frau- 
dulent Dealers, or to idle and profligate Tax-Gatherers ? 
I hope every Man that hears me, will allow his Pity 
and Compaſſion to exert itſelf to its utmoſt Height. I 
hope every Man will confider upon which Side of the 
preſent Queſtion are the Cries of the Poor and the 
Wretched, and the Bleſſings of thoſe that are yet un- 
born, The Happineſs or Miſery of Poſterity, the Flou- 
riſhing or Decay of our Trade and Commerce, the Pre- 
ſervation or Loſs of our Liberties, in my Opinion, de- 
pend in a great Meaſure upon the Queſtion now before 
us; and therefore I am perſuaded that every Gentleman
